Entering its second season of use, the LaBar Practice Complex (a 
gift of Rees and Carol LaBar) is home to the outdoor practice fields of 
the Fighting Irish. Located directly south of the Guglielmino Athletics 
Complex (and on the former site of Moose Krause Stadium and Cartier 
Field), the LaBar Practice Complex feature three football fields, lights, 
video towers, a maintenance building to provide storage and is se- 
cured with an eight-foot fence. The Irish lacrosse, baseball and soccer 
teams as well as RecSports also benefit from the practice fields. 


Two of the three practice fields are FieldTurf 
fields, allowing the Irish to practice year-round 
without fear of damaging grass fields due to in- 
clement weather.

The Gug 


The University of Notre Dame is enjoying its fifth full season with 
access to the sparkling Guglielmino Athletics Complex, affectionately 
referred to as “The Gug” (pronounced Goog). The Gug houses the foot- 
ball practice-week locker rooms, coaches’ offices and meeting rooms in 
addition to enhanced sports medicine, strength and conditioning and 
weight room equipment areas for all Notre Dame student-athletes. 

The Gug provides the Irish football team with a central location 
for post-practice and pre-practice routines as well as daily positional 
meetings. Before the Gug opened, the Irish football facilities were 
spread between Notre Dame Stadium, the Joyce Center and the Loftus 
Sports Center. 


The Gug, underwritten with a gift from the 
late Don F. Guglielmino and his wife Flora, is a 
96,000-square-foot complex. 


The Isban Auditorium (a gift of Leonard and 
JoAnn Isban) measures 3,800 square feet with 
150 theater-style, football-player-sized seats and 
theater-quality audio-visual equipment, includ- 
ing a 30-foot screen. 


The Romano Family Locker Room (a gift of D.J. 
“Buddy” and Florence Romano) features 125 spa- 
cious lockers with shoe warmers and driers. 


There are 11 banners hanging in the Morse Re- 


cruiting Lounge (a gift of Jim and Leah Morse) 
commemorating Notre Dame's 11 consensus na- 
tional championships.

Indoor Home of the Fighting Irish 


Entering its 23" full year of service at the University of Notre Dame, 
the Loftus Sports Center is one of the most integral athletic buildings 
on campus. Designed for use by all Notre Dame athletic teams as well 
as students, faculty and staff, the $6.3-million center measures 614 feet 
by 210 feet and stands tucked in a forested area of campus just north

Dedicated on April 23, 1988, the Loftus Center saw its first football 
practice on Sept. 30 of that season. The facility is a gift of John R. Loftus, 
a member of Notre Dame's basketball team in 1944, 1948 and 1949. 


The Loftus Center serves as an indoor practice fa- 
cility for 10 teams at Notre Dame: football, men’s 
and women's track and field, rowing, men’s and 
women's soccer, men’s and women's lacrosse, 
baseball and softball. 


The Fighting Irish football team practices on 
Meyo Field (a gift of Raymond D. Meyo), a 100- 
yard Prestige Turf field complete with end zones. 


Surrounding the football field is Meyo Track, a 
320-meter, six-lane track - making it as large and 
as fast as any indoor track in the nation.

While no athlete plans on an injury, Notre Dame is prepared with 
one of the top sports medicine teams in the country to help keep its 
athletes fit and ready to compete. With training facilities in the Joyce 
Center, Notre Dame Stadium and the Guglielmino Athletics Complex, 
the training staff is always there to care for athletes. With approximate- 
ly 200 years combined experience on the full-time staff, Notre Dame 
also boasts a partnership with the renowned South Bend Orthopae- 
dics to provide first-class care.

When Father Edward F. Sorin started his school in the northern In- 
diana wilderness, he had only $300, three log buildings badly in need 
of repair and a far-sighted vision of establishing a liberal arts school to 
meet the growing educational needs of the frontier. He dreamed of 
building a great university, and in 1842, he founded the University of 
Notre Dame du Lac. 

Over the years, the University of Notre Dame du Lac would evolve 
into a preeminent place for Catholic thought.

President 


Rev. John I. Jenkins, C.S.C, took office as the 17th president of the 
University of Notre Dame on July 1, 2005. He was elected by the Uni- 
versity’s Board of Trustees to a five-year term April 30, 2004. 

An associate professor of philosophy and member of Notre Dame's 
faculty since 1990, Father Jenkins had served as a vice president and 
associate provost at the University from July 2000 until becoming 
president. 

Prior to his service in the provost'’s office, Father Jenkins had been 
religious superior of the Holy Cross priests and brothers at Notre Dame 
for three years. As religious superior, he was a Fellow and Trustee of the 
University. 

Father Jenkins specializes in the areas 
of ancient philosophy, medieval phi- 
losophy and the philosophy of religion. 

He is the author of Knowledge and Faith 
in Thomas Aquinas, published by Cam- 
bridge University Press in 1997. 

Father Jenkins earned degrees in phi- 
losophy from Oxford University in 1987 
and 1989. He earned his master of divin- 
ity degree and licentiate in sacred theol- 
ogy from the Jesuit School of Theology in 
Berkeley, Calif., in 1988. Prior to entering 
the Congregation of Holy Cross, he earned 
bachelor’s and master’s degrees in philoso- 
phy from Notre Dame in 1976 and 1978, re- 
spectively. 

Father Jenkins was ordained a priest in 
Notre Dame's Basilica of the Sacred Heart in 
1983. He served as director of the Old College program for Notre Dame 
undergraduate candidates for the Congregation of Holy Cross from 1991 
to 1993. 

A native of Omaha, Neb., Father Jenkins was born Dec. 17, 1953.

John B. “Jack” Swarbrick Jr., a University of Notre Dame graduate 
who has risen to national prominence as a lawyer, consultant, and ex- 
ecutive in the collegiate and Olympic sports industries, is in his second 
year as director of athletics at his alma mater. 

His first year on campus in 2008-09 featured the announcement of 
plans for a new, free-standing ice hockey arena; creation of an athletic 
administrative division to enhance athletic performance — plus 35 
All-Americans, eight Academic All-Americans and four NCAA post- 
graduate Scholarship winners. 

Notre Dame teams in 2008-09 finished as the NCAA runner-up 
in both women’s soccer (26-1, led by Hermann Trophy winner Kerri 
Hanks) and fencing (men 33-0, women 32-2), while the women’s 
tennis squad advanced to the NCAA semifinals. The Irish men’s soccer 
squad was seeded 14th in the NCAA bracket, while the hockey team 
ranked fourth in the final poll after winning CCHA regular-season and 
postseason crowns. Men’s lacrosse finished unbeaten in the regular 
season (and second in the final poll) -- and women’s lacrosse won its 
first BIG EAST title. 

Notre Dame also ranked number one in the country (among Football 
Bowl Subdivision schools) in the most recent Graduation Success Rate 
(GSR) numbers with a 98 for all student-athletes. The 2009 Academic 
Progress Rate (APR) statistics included more perfect 1,000 scores by 
Irish teams (nine) than by any other FBS institution. 

Raised in Yonkers, N.Y., and Bloomington, Ind., Swarbrick is a 1976 
magna cum laude graduate of Notre Dame with a bachelor’s degree in 
economics. Upon graduating from Stanford University Law School in 
1980, he returned to Indiana to accept a position as an associate in the 
Indianapolis law firm Baker & Daniels. He was made partner in 1987 
and spent 28 years overall with the firm. 

As a member of the Indiana Sports Corporation, including 
the chairmanship from 1992 to 2001, Swarbrick’s leadership 
efforts resulted in the city earning the bid to host the 2012 Su- 
per Bowl; becoming the home of the NCAA headquarters; and 
hosting the 1987 Pan American Games, the 1991 World Gym- 
nastics Championships, NCAA Men’s Basketball Final Fours, and 

other college championship competitions plus a wide array of 
national and world championships in the Olympic sports. 

He served as sports commissioner of the 1982 U.S. Olympic 

Festival in Indianapolis, competition director of the 87 Pan 
American Games, and chairman of the ‘91 World Gymnastics 
Championships. Swarbrick has served as general counsel for nu- 
merous national governing bodies of Olympic sports, including 
USA Gymnastics and USRowing. 
Born March 19, 1954, Swarbrick and his wife Kimberly are the 
parents of four children: Kate, a senior at Saint Louis University; 
Connor, a junior at Wake Forest University; Cal, a senior in high 
school; and Christopher, a high school junior.

Overall, 18 returning starters (including the Irish punter and placekicker) 
rovide plenty of reason for optimism -- especially on offense where 10 requ- 

ars from 2008 are back, including the top Notre Dame passer (junior Jimmy 
Clausen), the six leading ground-gainers (paced by junior Armando Al- 
len, junior Robert Hughes and senior James Aldridge), eight of the 
op nine receivers (led by junior Golden Tate, Allen, sophomore Michael 
Floyd and sophomore Kyle Rudolph) plus four of five first-teamers on 
he offensive line. Only left offensive tackle Mike Turkovich graduated from 
ast year's starting unit -- and 16 players on the offensive roster have starting 
experience, including 11 players who have started at least 10 games in their 
rish careers. 
hat group is complemented on defense with 14 returnees who have 
first-team experience, including eight players who have started nine or more 
games in an Irish uniform. Included in that number are three of the top five 
tacklers from ‘08 in senior safety Kyle McCarthy, junior safety Harrison 
Smith and junior inside linebacker Brian Smith. 
he players with the two highest sack totals last year (Harrison Smith and 
sophomore Ethan Johnson) and the leader in tackles for loss (Harrison 
Smith) are back for 09. Brian Smith and Harrison Smith attempt to fill the 
void created by the departure of stalwarts Maurice Crum Jr. and David Bruton 
at linebacker and free safety, respectively, while sophomore lan Williams 
and Johnson expect to man the defensive line slots vacated by Pat Kuntz and 
Justin Brown. 
Altogether, 46 monogram winners (the most returning letterwinners 
from any season during the Weis era) from ‘08 return to the Notre Dame ros- 
ter. Only nine teams in the nation feature more returning starters in ‘09 than 
Notre Dame (Indiana, Minnesota and Toledo have 20; UAB, Arkansas, Baylor, 
Central Michigan, Florida and Louisiana-Monroe have 19). 
Notre Dame's 49-21 Sheraton Hawai’i Bowl victory over Hawai'i featured 
a scintillating 401-yard passing effort by Clausen, including five touchdown 
passes and a staggering 22-of-26 accuracy. The lrish defense, meanwhile, 
recorded eight sacks and held the Warriors to 32 rushing yards, helping snap 
anine-game bowl losing streak. 

Coming off an overall 7-6 record (including a 4-1 start) in ‘08, the chal- 
lenge for Weis and his Irish in ‘09 will be to parlay their overall experience into 
consistent Saturday production that mirrors that Hawai’ Bowl effort. They'll 
attempt that against a 2009 schedule that features seven home games, a 


first-of-its-kind “off-site” home game against Washington State in San An- 
tonio — and seven games against teams that played in the postseason in ‘08 
(7-6 Nevada, 9-4 Michigan State, 12-1 USC, 9-5 Boston College, 8-5 Navy, 
9-4 Pittsburgh and 8-5 Connecticut). 

There are three new names on the Notre Dame coaching staff for 2009 
— running back coach Tony Alford, offensive line coach/running game 
coordinator Frank Verducci and defensive line coach Randy Hart. That 
transition began in December when former offensive coordinator and run- 
ning backs coach Mike Haywood became head coach at Miami of Ohio. 

Weis already has announced he will serve as his own offensive coordina- 
tor and resume calling plays for the Irish offense (as he did from 2005-07) in 
‘09, after delegating that assignment most of'08. He may do that from a press 
box location, as he did at the ‘08 Hawai’i Bowl due to his knee problems. 

Alford came to the same post at Notre Dame after two seasons at Louis- 
ville (the Colorado State graduate previously coached running backs at lowa 
State, Washington, Kent State and Mount Union). Verducci came from the NFL 
Cleveland Browns following two years as offensive assistant coach (the Seton 
Hall graduate previously coached with Buffalo, Dallas and Cincinnati in the 
NFL, and at lowa, Northwestern, Northern Illinois and Colorado State in the 
college ranks). Hart came to South Bend after 21 seasons as defensive line 
coach at Washington (the Ohio State graduate previously coached at Ohio 
State, Purdue, lowa State and Tampa). 

Corwin Brown has been promoted to associate head coach and will 
serve as second in command to Weis, as well as coaching defensive backs 
and serving as co-defensive coordinator. Defensive play-calling duties have 
een shifted to the hands of Jon Tenuta this year. Tenuta continues to serve 
a assistant head coach for defense as well as the linebackers coach. Wide 
receivers coach Rob lanello adds the title of assistant head coach for of- 
ense and remains the recruiting coordinator. 

New lrish graduate assistants are Brian White and Bryant Young, 
he latter a former Irish All-America defensive lineman who played 14 sea- 
sons with the San Francisco 49ers. 

Here's a more detailed position-by-position breakdown of Irish personnel 
for 2009: 


OFFENSIVE PREVIEW 


Only UAB returns more offensive starters than the Irish in ‘09 -- as 10 
Notre Dame starters from the most-improved offense in the nation in 2008 
are back. Notre Dame only opened two games in ‘08 with a fullback on the 
field and started the majority of contests with a three-receiver formation. The 


lone offensive starter the Irish need to replace is at left tackle -- and Paul 
Duncan, who sat out 08 with an injury but started all 12 games at left and 
right tackle in ‘07, is set to return for his fifth year and compete for that spot. 

Notre Dame's '08 offense recorded the third-best passing numbers in 
school history, just behind the marks set by Weis’ 2005 and 2006 teams. Di- 
rected by quarterback Jimmy Clausen, Notre Dame averaged 245.4 passing 
yards per game to rank 34th nationally. That helped push the Irish offensive 
average to 355.1 yards per game, a 112.8-yard increase from ‘07 and the 
greatest improvement from the previous season of any team in the country. 

The Irish return 99.4 percent of their passing yards fromn‘08, 98.7 percent 
of their rushing yards and 89.3 percent of their receiving yards. All but 18 
points from last year’s team are back in ‘09 and 97.7 percent of all-purpose 
yards return to bolster the most experienced offensive attack yet in Weis’ 
tenure. 


Quarterbacks 

Clausen is coming off the third-best passing season in school history and 
he most prolific passing season by a sophomore in school history. The Cali- 
ornia product completed 60.9 percent of his passes (268 of 440) for 3,172 
yards with 25 touchdowns and 17 interceptions in‘08. Clausen became just 
he second Irish quarterback to surpass 3,000 passing yards and 25 TDs in a 
season (Brady Quinn did it his junior and senior campaigns in ‘05 and ‘06). 
He already has started to climb the school’s career passing charts -- ranking 
second in completion percentage, fourth in completions, fifth in attempts, 
fifth in passing TDs and sixth in passing yards. 
A major improvement in Clausen’s game from ‘07 to 08 was his ability to 
push the ball downfield. Much of that credit could be given to the offensive 
ine that reduced its sacks-allowed total from 58 in ‘07 to 22 in ‘08 — plus 
Clausen and his receivers forged a much better chemistry. Clausen only com- 
pleted six passes of 30 yards or more in ‘07 but more than quadrupled that 
otal in ‘09, connecting on passes of at least 30 yards 25 times. He registered 
43 passes of at least 20 yards as a sophomore, comparable to the total Quinn 
recorded as a senior when he tallied 45 passes of 20 yards or longer in 2006. 

Ready to push Clausen and compete for the starting job is sophomore 
Dayne Crist. A childhood friend of Clausen, Crist did not play during his 
freshman year in ‘08 while watching and learning from Clausen. At 6-4 and 
233 pounds, Crist possesses a powerful throwing arm and is surprisingly mo- 
bile for a player of his stature. A decorated high school quarterback in his 
own right, Crist spent his first year with the Irish learning the Weis playbook 
and making Notre Dame's first-team defense better by working as the scout 
team quarterback.

Notre Dame featured the most-improved offense in the nation in 2008 and return 97.7 
percent of all-purpose yards and all but 18 points from last year’s team. Sixteen offensive 
players on the roster have starting experience including 11 players who have started at 
least 10 games in their Irish careers.

He 
looks to regain the form from his freshman year when he led all Irish receiv- 
ers with 32 catches. Kamara started nine games last year as the third wide 
receiver and is one of 10 returning offensive starters. He starts the season 
backing up Tate at the X position and as one of the top options as the third 
receiver in certain formations. 

Similar to Kamara, senior Robby Parris will be looking to revert back to 
the season he had in ‘07 when he led the Irish wideouts with 361 receiving 
yards. A sure-handed receiver, Parris has 39 career receptions for 418 yards 
and aTD and opens training camp behind Floyd at the Z position. 

Two veterans who return after limited action in ‘08 are seniors George 
West Jr. and Barry Gallup Jr. West started seven games in ‘07 but only 
played in five contests in ‘08 because of a knee injury that sidelined him for 
much of the season. Gallup bounced around from halfback to wide receiver 
before an ankle injury ended his ‘08 season. 

The Irish have two young players who did not see game action in their 
freshman years but were strong contributors to the scout team. John Good- 
man and Deion Walker both had solid springs and are expected to chal- 
lenge the upperclassmen in training camp practices and make the position 
group that much better. Goodman opens spring behind Floyd and Parris at Z 
while Walker is the backup to Tate and Kamara at X. 

Dubbed the best playmaker in the west by Sporting News, Shaquelle 
Evans of Inglewood, Calif, joins the mix this fall. The 6-1, 203-pounder 
caught 51 passes and scored 11 TDs as a senior. Roby Toma also joins the 
Irish on the heels of being named Hawaii's Co-Offensive Player of the Year by 
the Honolulu Advertiser. A teammate of classmate Manti Te’o, Toma led the 
State of Hawaii with 1,393 receiving yards and 15 TDs. 


Tight Ends 

Uncertainty surrounded the Irish heading into the ‘08 season at tight end 
in terms of who would replace all-star John Carlson. Notre Dame's coaches 
knew they had a host of talented players vying to be the next player to con- 
tinue the tradition started by Carlson and Anthony Fasano -- the question 
would be who would emerge. 

It proved easy for the coaching staff to see dur- 
ing last year’s training camp that Rudolph had the 
potential to be a special player and to make an im- 
mediate impact on the team. Rudolph won the job 
early in training camp and never looked back, mak- 
ing Irish history along the way. He became the first 
Notre Dame freshman to ever open the season as 
the starting tight end and started every game in his 
first year. Rudolph set freshman school records with 
29 receptions for 340 yards and was named an all- 
freshman first-team player by Sporting News, Phil 
Steele and CollegeFootballNews.com. 

Competing to back up Rudolph is junior Mike 
Ragone, who was the top tight end during '08 
spring drills and seemed to emerge as the frontrun- 
ner to replace Carlson in ‘08. However, a knee injury 
during the summer months sidelined Ragone for the 
‘08 season -- and now the former high school All- 
American is healthy and ready to challenge Rudolph 
for the starting job. 
Walk-on Bobby Burger had an expanded role 
during spring drills as he split time as a tight end 
and fullback. He was primarily utilized as a move 
tight end or H-back during the spring. 

New to Notre Dame are freshmen Tyler Eifert 
and Jake Golic. Eifert was an all-state Indiana 
performer at Bishop Dwenger High School in Fort 
Wayne and was a top target as a junior of wide 
receiver John Goodman (Goodman played QB as 
a senior in high school). Golic becomes the lat-

Offensive Line 

Notre Dame enters the season with four returning offensive line starters 
rom ‘08 and six players with starting experience in their careers that total 
100 career starts. The most experience-laden position unit on the team is led 
y seniors Sam Young, Eric Olsen, Dan Wenger and Chris Stewart, 
while fifth-year senior Paul Duncan is back after missing the ‘08 campaign 
with an injury. Young, Olsen, Wenger, Stewart and Duncan all have started at 
east 10 games in their Notre Dame careers. Sophomore Trevor Robinson 
started in his rookie season in ‘08 and now will challenge for a starting spot 
his fall. 

Much maligned in ‘07 after allowing a school-record 58 sacks, the Irish 
offensive line made the largest improvement from ‘07 to ‘08 of any offensive 
ine in the nation in that category, permitting only 22 sacks in ‘08. The im- 
proved pass protection proved key in Notre Dame's aerial assault, as the Irish 
posted their third-best passing season in school history. The improved offen- 
sive line also aided the growth of the rushing attack as Notre Dame increased 
its rushing-yards-per-game average by 45.8 percent. The Irish gained over 
200 rushing yards three times in ‘08 (most since four times in‘05) including 
two of the six best rushing performances under Weis (252 yards at Washing- 
ton, then 230 yards vs. Navy). 

Young has started every game in his Irish career and is on pace to set the 
school record for most career starts. The 6-8, 330-pound tackle has played all 
38 contests, splitting them with 10 starts at left tackle and 28 starts at right 
tackle. Young played the entire ‘08 season at right tackle and opens train- 
ing camp at right tackle again. Maurice Crum Jr. and Tom Zbikowski share 
the Irish record with 48 career starts, so should Young participate in every 
regular-season game he would become the first Notre Dame player ever to 
start 50 contests. 

Olsen emerged as a leader of the group during the ‘08 offseason and be- 
came a key contributor on the interior line last year. He started all 13 games 
at left guard in ‘08 and started the final six games of his sophomore season 
at right guard. His 19 consecutive games started streak is the second-longest 
active streak on the Irish, trailing Young's 38-game run. Olsen moves to center 
in 09 and opens training camp as the starter. 

A high school teammate of Young, Wenger started every contest in ‘08 
and has started 15 straight games at center. Wenger has forged a strong rap-

shotgun snaps. Wenger, who did not see any game action in his freshman 
season, started the first three games of his sophomore season in ‘07 at right 
guard between Young and current Minnesota Vikings center John Sullivan. 
Wenger's 18 career starts rank fourth on the roster but he opens the season 
behind Olsen at center. 

A starter in 10 games in ‘08, Stewart took advantage of strong practices 
during ‘08 spring drills to win the right guard starting spot early in ‘08 train- 
ing camp. The 6-5, 337-pounder did not play in his rookie campaign and saw 
action in just six games as a reserve in ‘07. His first year as a starter helped 
him as he heads into this season where he'll move to left guard and will start 
there this year. 

Duncan missed the entire ‘08 season but started all 12 games in ‘07 and 
enters camp as the favorite for the vacant left tackle position. The fifth-year 
senior started the first two games of ‘07 at left tackle before moving to right 
tackle because of Young's wrist injury that season. Duncan hopes to replicate 
the one-year success Mike Turkovich had at left tackle in his final Notre Dame 
season. 

A former high school All-American, Robinson enrolled early at Notre 
Dame and participated in ‘08 spring practices. The extra work proved benefi- 
cial, as he was competitive during training camp and saw action in 10 games 
during his rookie season, starting three games at right guard when Stewart 
was injured. Robinson was limited in spring this year but opens training camp 
as the starter at right guard. 

Juniors Matt Romine, Taylor Dever and Andrew Nuss have seen 

imited playing time in their Irish careers due to the talented class ahead of 
em. Romine enters spring in competition for the starting left tackle position 
with Duncan. Dever has served as the backup to Young at right tackle the 
jast two years but will be limited this spring while recovering from an injury. 
luss spent last season behind Olsen at left guard and is behind Robinson at 
right guard this year. 
Braxston Cave, Mike Golic Jr. and Mike Hernandez add depth to 
e interior of the offensive line this year. Cave, a standout local product, was 
e short snapper in the opening game of the season but missed the remain- 
der of '08 with an injury. He will open the season as the backup left guard. 
Golic played center in high school and also has experience long snapping but 
begins'09 behind Olsen and Wenger at center. Hernandez was a standout 
high school player in Los Angeles and walked on to the Irish roster in ‘08. He 
provides insurance at right guard behind Robinson and Nuss this fall. 

Three freshmen linemen get thrown into the mix this 
fall as Alex Bullard, Zach Martin and Chris Watt ar- 
rive at Notre Dame. Bullard was one of the top linemen in 
the south and was an all-state player in Tennessee as a se- 
nior. He opens his Irish career as a backup at left quard. Mar- 
tin was a Superprep All-American and an all-state player in 
Indiana at Bishop Chatard High School in Indianapolis. He 
starts training camp as a backup at right tackle. Watt was 
selected to the USA Today and Parade All-America teams as 
a senior and was honored as the top high school player in 
the Midwest by the Detroit Free Press. He begins the season 
as a backup at right guard. 
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DEFENSIVE PREVIEW 


For the first time since 2002, Notre Dame's defense in 
2008 ranked in the top 50 nationally in total defense, scor- 
ing defense, rushing defense and passing defense. After the 
Irish improved in almost every statistical category, six start- 
ers return from last year’s defensive unit. 

The biggest improvement from ‘07 to 08 came with 
Notre Dame's rushing defense -- as the Irish ranked 45th 
in the country while allowing 134.2 yards per game, 61.2 
yards better than in ‘07. Notre Dame's pass defense ranked 
second in ‘07, due in large part to the vulnerability of that 
year’s rush defense, and again allowed less than 200 yards 
passing per game last fall as the ‘08 squad ranked 45th 
nationally (195.7 yards per game). Notre Dame ranked 

39th in total defense for the second straight season but 
allowed 27.2 fewer yards per game than in ‘07. The Irish 
also were stingier in points allowed, as Notre Dame moved

points per game. The 6.6-point decrease in points allowed was the 23rd-best 
improvement in the nation from ‘07 to ‘08. 

The Irish are forced to replace several veteran starters and contributors in 
‘09 as Justin Brown, Pat Kuntz, Maurice Crum Jr, Terrail Lambert and David 
Bruton — who combined to register 140 career starts — all exhausted their 
eligibility. Brown and Kuntz leave two gaping holes in the defensive line that 
Notre Dame must address in training camp, considering the Irish are switch- 
ing toa four-man defensive front this year. Crum became a mainstay at line- 
backer for Notre Dame, starting 48 games in his Irish career. He was also a 
two-time captain and his leadership void will be tough to replace. Lambert 
started 31 games in his career at cornerback, while Bruton blossomed in his 
final two seasons, starting 24 of 25 contests. 


Defensive Line 

With the Irish moving to a four-man front in ‘09, many players were 
shuffled around during spring practice, so this position group should be one 
of the most intriguing to watch in training camp. A host of young but talented 
players fill this position grouping that now features two defensive ends, a 
defensive tackle and nose tackle on the depth chart. The 13 players on the 
depth chart have 44 combined starts -- and no seniors are listed on the top 
line on the opening depth chart, making for interesting competition between 
the youthful players. 

Sophomore Kerry Neal and senior John Ryan have bounced from de- 
fensive end to outside linebacker over the past two years and have combined 
to start 31 contests in their careers. Neal has started 16 games at Notre Dame, 
most of anyone on the defensive line. He tallied 25 tackles in ‘08 with two 
sacks and four tackles for loss and opens camp as the starter at right defensive 
end despite missing spring drills while recovering from a minor offseason in- 
jury. Ryan is one of four seniors in the group, and he opens camp behind Neal 
at one defensive end spot. Ryan’s 50 tackles rank second among all returning 
defensive linemen, and he also added 2.5 sacks and six tackles for loss in‘08. 
Senior Kallen Wade was limited in the spring and has yet to see the field at 
jotre Dame and opens ‘09 behind Neal and Ryan. 

Upstart sophomore Kapron Lewis-Moore did not play as a freshman 
in '08 but was great during spring drills and is atop the initial ‘09 depth chart. 
Lewis-Moore is an intriguing prospect who wreaked havoc on the Irish of- 
ensive line during practices last fall. It took every ounce of strength for the 
coaches not to play him in ‘08 and potentially preserve a year of athletic eli- 
gibility. Senior Morrice Richardson opens training camp as the backup to 
Lewis-Moore, and the speedy defensive end has appeared in 29 games at 
otre Dame, totaling 18 tackles with two tackles for loss and 1.5 sacks. Junior 
Emeka Nwankwo has played both inside and outside for the Irish and 
begins ‘09 as a defensive end after appearing in seven games in ‘08 mostly in 
he interior on goal line formations. 


On the interior, junior lan Williams has recorded 85 tackles over the 
ast two seasons and has started nine games, including seven contests in 
‘08.

John- 
son tied for the team lead with 3.5 sacks in his rookie season, and he recorded 
five tackles for loss, fourth most on the team. Hafis Williams had a solid 
spring that drew praise from the coaching staff. Williams did not play as a 
reshman last season but was a force on the scout team defensive line that 
should push Johnson this season. Sean Cwynar enrolled early in ‘08 and 
will be looking to get onto the field for the first time in a Notre Dame uniform. 
A high-motor player, Gwynar has a similar physical build to Kuntz. 
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Linebackers 
hree Irish linebackers ranked among the top five players in tackles in ‘08, 
owever Notre Dame will have to replace two of those standout players this 
spring. Only Brian Smith returns -- and it will be his responsibility to account 
for the leadership void created with Maurice Crum Jr's departure to the NFL. 
Harrison Smith, who ranked fourth in tackles on the team, has moved from an 
outside linebacker position to free safety this spring, providing opportunities 
‘or many young players. 
Brian Smith started nine of the 11 games he played in 08 and totaled 54 
ackles to rank fifth on the team. He added four tackles for loss, two sacks, 
recovered two fumbles and forced a fumble in his second season. He opens 
raining camp as the starting weakside linebacker, ahead of freshman Manti 
Te’o and sophomore Anthony McDonald. Teo, the prized recruit from 
Hawaii, was tabbed High School Athlete of the Year by Sporting News and 
efensive Player of the Year by USA Today last year. McDonald did not play in 
is first season and missed spring drills while recovering from a knee injury. 

Toryan Smith has played in 30 games during his three seasons at Notre 
Jame and enters his senior year with 41 career tackles. He enjoyed a great 
spring season and opens training camp as the starter at middle linebacker. 
Sophomore David Posluszny has been a tough, no-nonsense player since 
e arrived at Notre Dame last year and backs up Smith at the Mike position. 
Freshman Carlo Calabrese was the defensive player of the year for New 
ersey in ‘08 and was named to MaxPreps’ All-America second team. 
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A great competition is set to occur during training camp at Strong safety Kyle McCarthy returns in 2009 after setting the Notre Dame record for most 
‘tackles in a season by a defensive back with 110 stops. McCarthy leads a talented veteran :

Smith is a highly-intelligent player who has played in 33 games over 

Fleming played in every game as a 
freshman, used primarily as an edge rusher in passing situations, and was 
credited with 24 tackles including 2.5 sacks. He missed spring practice while 
recovering from an injury. Filer saw action in 11 contests, primarily on spe- 
cial teams, but was highly decorated coming out of high school.Freshman 
Dan Fox moves to linebacker after playing mostly safety in high school and 
helped St. Ignatius win Ohio's state championship in ‘08. 


Defensive Backs 

The most experienced group on the Irish defense, in terms of both career 
starts and number of seniors, is the secondary where the 14 players (seven 
of them seniors) have combined to start 51 career games. At least one se- 
nior can be found at both cornerback positions this spring, as well as each 
of the safety slots, but talented sophomores and juniors will be challenging 
for starting spots. 
he leader of the secondary is fifth-year senior Kyle McCarthy who set 
a school record for most tackles in a season by a defensive back in ‘08. Mc- 
Carthy’s 110 tackles paced the team and ranked 54th nationally. Stout against 
the run and solid in pass coverage, he opens his final season as the top strong 
safety on the depth chart. Senior Sergio Brown became the nickel back 
in 08 despite having played safety at Notre Dame. Brown responded to 
the increased playing time by recording 28 tackles, six pass breakups, two 
tackles for loss, one sack and recovered one fumble. Freshman Zeke Motta 
enrolled early and participated in spring drills as a linebacker but moves to 
strong safety in training camp. Motta played safety in high school and adds 
youth to the position. 
It will be difficult to fill the void left by David Bruton at free safety but a 
player who started nine games in ‘08 will get the first crack at it in ‘09. Har- 
rison Smith started at outside linebacker last year and ranked fourth on the 
team with 57 tackles while leading the Irish with 8.5 tackles for loss. Smith 
moves back to the position he played throughout high school and will rely 
on his athleticism and instincts in ‘09. Kyle McCarthy's younger brother Dan 
opens spring as the backup to Smith at free safety. Dan McCarthy did not 
play in 08 but was a valuable member of the scout team as a safety against 
the first-team offense and an option-style quarterback against the first-team 
defense. Fifth-year senior Ray Herring and senior Leonard Gordon have 
been valuable special teams players in their Irish careers and the duo com- 
plete the free safety position. 

Senior Darrin Walls returns in '09 after missing '08 because of personal 
reasons. Walls was Notre Dame's top cornerback in ‘07 when he started 11 
of 12 games and led the team with nine passes broken up. After competing 
in the spring with sophomore Robert Blanton at left cornerback, Walls 
opens training camp as the starter at right cornerback. Sophomore Jamoris 
Slaughter arguably had the strongest spring of any cornerback and is the 
backup to Walls. Slaughter did not see any action in his freshman season but 
was a solid contributor to the scout team. Mike Anello returns for his fifth 
season and the fan favorite should be ready this fall after recovering from a 
broken leg sustained in the ‘08 regular-season finale. Freshman E.J. Banks 
enrolled early but missed spring practice and could be slowed at the onset 
of training camp. 

A tremendous training camp battle should occur at the left cornerback 
position as the two starters from last season, Blanton and senior Raeshon 


McNeil, are grouped together. Blanton had a solid fres 
ranked ninth on the team with 33 tackles and added 
three pass breakups.

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SPECIAL TEAMS PREVIEW 


In ‘08, the Irish accomplished something they hadn't done since 1988 
— they led the nation in a statistical category. For the first time in school his- 
ory, Notre Dame finished tops in kickoff coverage, allowing only 16.5 yards 
per return. What made that even more impressive was the fact Notre Dame 
was able to accomplish the feat despite recording just one touchback. It was 
he best yards-per-return average since 1975 when that unit permitted 14.9 
yards per kickoff return. 
The Irish averaged 21.6 yards per kickoff return in‘08, the best by a Notre 
Dame squad since 2002. The highlight of the season came in the Hawai'i Bowl 
as Armando Allen raced 96 yards for a touchdown, the first kick return for a 
D since Vontez Duff versus Navy in 2002. The punt coverage team also was 
exceptional in ‘08 as it ranked 27th in the nation and allowed only 6.0 yards 
per return. The 6.0-yard average was the best by an Irish punt coverage uni 
since 2000 and the 38-yard return allowed versus Stanford was the only pun 
return in ‘08 longer than 20 yards against the Irish. 

Over the last four seasons under coordinator Brian Polian, the Irish 
special teams have blocked or tipped 22 kicks, tallied seven TDs and registere 
six takeaways. Notre Dame has blocked or deflected 10 punts, 10 field goals 
and two PATs since 2005. The Irish have returned three punts and one kick 
for TDs as well as scored on returns of a blocked punt and blocked field goa 
and also ona fake field goal. Four times in the last four years Notre Dame's 
kickoff coverage team has forced a turnover, and the Irish have recovered two 
fumbles on punt coverage. That was no different in 08 as the Irish blocked or 
deflected five kicks, scored touchdowns on a blocked punt return and kickoff 
return and registered two takeaways. 


Kicker 

Instrumental for the Irish has been the development of placekicker 
Brandon Walker in ‘08. Walker, who connected on six of 12 kicks in 2007 
including just one of seven from outside 30 yards, missed six of his first seven 
kicks in ’08. After spending countless hours on the practice field, Walker made 
10 of his next 11 kicks, including seven straight at one point, and finished the 
year 14 of 24. He converted nine of 16 field-goal attempts between 30-49 
yards and made all 39 PATs. Walker opens training camp as the co-starter 
with freshman Nick Tausch. Tausch was the only kicker selected to the Dal- 
las Morning News Top 100 list for area players.

Weis has impacted the ish program offthe feld as well, with his foot- 
ball players combining to top the 3.0 grade-point average mark in a record 


six straight semesters. His players achieved a then-program-record 3.044 
combined grade-point average during the ‘05 fall semester, with 56 of 97 
players earning a 3.0 average or better -- and added another 3.0 semester 
in the spring of 06 with a program-best 3.072 mark. 

Notre Dame's team produced a third-straight 3.0 semester with a 
3.041 GPA for the ‘06 fall semester -- including 61 of 104 players (and 
17 of 24 starters, including punter and placekicker) achieving a 3.0 or 
better average. Ten Irish players were enrolled in graduate studies during 
the fall of '06 — five others graduated in December '06 after only three 
and a half years of study. Notre Dame produced its first football Academic 
All-American in 13 years in Carlson in ‘06. The fourth 3.0 semester came 
in spring 2007 with a combined 3.041 GPA (59 players finished at 3.0 
or better). 

Notre Dame's fifth consecutive 3.0 semester came in fall 2007, with 
51 players individually achieving that level or better. Carlson and Laws 
both were second-team Academic All-Americans in ‘07, with Carlson 
winning postgraduate scholarships from both the NCAA and the Na 
tional Football Foundation. 

The 2008 spring semester marked the sixth straight semester wit 
team GPA over 3.0. Fifty-four members of the team recorded a GPA over 
3.0 and 14 players were named to the dean’ list. In ‘08, special-teams 
standout Mike Anello won second-team Academic Al-America honors 
from CoSIDA and ESPN The Magazine.

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In addition, Notre Dame received the 2007 Academic Achievement 
Award (shared with Northwestern) from the American Football Coaches 
Association — with both schools graduating 95 percent of their freshman 
classes that entered in 2001. That made Notre Dame a seven-time win- 
ner of the AFCA award. 

Midway through the ‘0S season Weis agreed to a new 10-year con- 
tract that took effect in 2006 and extends through the 2015 season. He 
ranked 53rd on The Sporting News Power 100 list of the most 
powerful people in sports, as the highest-ranked individual 
associated with college athletics (Jan. 13, 2006, issue of The 
Sporting News). The Notre Dame Monogram Club presented 
him with an honorary monogram prior to the ‘07 Blue-Gold 
game. 


Super Bowls Mark Weis Era with Pats 


A widely: respected disciple of “professional coaching 
standouts Bill Parcells and Bill Belichick, Weis concluded his 
first year at Notre Dame in 2005 (he was hired Dec. 12, 2004, as 
he 28th Notre Dame head football coach, signing an original 
six-year contract) — after spending the previous five years as 
he highly-regarded offensive coordinator of the New England 
Patriots (under Patriot head coach Belichick). He played an in- 
egral role in New England's victories in three of the previous 
our Super Bowls, including a 24-21 victory over Philadelphia 
in Super Bowl XXXIX in Jacksonville to cap the 2004 season. 
That run by Weis and the Patriots marked the most sustained Super Bowl 
success in the history of that event -- matching Dallas’ three wins in a 
four-year period following the 1992 through ’95 seasons. 

Weis currently is one of seven former Belichick assistants now serv- 
ing as head coaches — with the list also including Kirk Ferentz (lowa), A 
Groh (Virginia), Pat Hill (Fresno State), Eric Mangini (Cleveland Browns), 
Josh McDaniels (Denver Broncos) and Nick Saban (Alabama). 

Weis qualifies as the first Notre Dame graduate to hold the footbal 
head coaching position at his alma mater since Hugh Devore (a ‘34 
graduate) served as interim coach in 1963 (the Irish finished 2-7 tha 
year — Devore also coached the Irish to a 7-2-1 mark as interim coach in 
1945). Weis is the first Notre Dame graduate to serve as the Irish footbal 
coach on a full-fledged basis since '38 graduate Joe Kuharich did it from 
1959 through ‘62.

spent nine seasons with the Patriots and five 5 offensive 
coordinator — plus three seasons each with the New York Giants (1990- 
92) and New York Jets (1997-99). In those 15 NFL seasons, his coaching 
contributions helped produce those four Super Bowl championships (Gi- 
ants following 1990 season, Patriots following ‘01, ‘03 and ‘04 seasons), 
five conference titles, six division titles and a 15-3 playoff record. Weis 
has been a winner everywhere he has coached — and he has received 
widespread notice as one of the most creative and innovative offensive 
coordinators in football. 
All along the way, Weis has displayed the ability to develop suc- 
cessful offensive players. He helped advance the careers of New York 
ets’ running back Curtis Martin, Jets’ wide receiver Keyshawn Johnson, 
atriots’ tight end Ben Coates and, most notably, Patriots’ two-time Su- 
per Bowl MVP quarterback Tom Brady. Under Weis’ tutelage, the former 
sixth-round draft choice became one of the NFL’s premier signalcallers 
in just four seasons as a starter. Including the playoffs, Brady compiled 
a 57-14 record as a starting quarterback after stepping in early in 2001, 
when Weis also was serving as the New England quarterbacks coach, 
hrough the end of the ‘04 campaign.

In addition tp his offensive coordinator cancieitliie: Weis men- 
tored the Patriot quarterbacks both in 2001 and 2002. In ‘01, Drew 
Bledsoe started the first two games of the season before being sidelined 
with a serious chest injury. By the third week of the season, Weis was 
preparing Brady for his first NFL start and, over the course of the season, 
Brady blossomed into a Pro Bow! performer and earned the MVP award 
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in Super Bowl XXXVI. Brady only continued to improve, leading the NFL 
with 28 TD passes in 2002, then turning in a second Super Bowl MVP 
performance in ‘03. 
Weis’ offense permitted youthful Patriot offensive stars such as Brady, 


eion Branch, Notre Dame graduate David Givens and Kevin Faulk to 
flourish. His offense also allowed New England veterans such as Troy 
Brown, Christian Fauria and David Patten to enjoy resurgences in their 
careers. Brown established a New England record with 101 receptions 
in 2001, earning his initial Pro Bowl invitation in his ninth NFL season. 
Fauria led the Patriots with seven TDs in 2002 (his eighth pro campaign), 
while Patten’s 61 catches in‘02 were the most of his seven-year career. 

Weis also made great use of contributions from a pair of 2002 dra 
icks to help the team to its second Super Bow! championship in 2003 
ranch led the team with 57 receptions in his second pro season, while 
ellow second-year player Givens paced New England with six receiving 
Ds. In the postseason, Givens added a pair of scores, while Branch’s 10 
catches in Super Bow! XXXVIII tied for the third-most in Super Bowl his- 
ory. Givens, who played for the Irish in 1998-2001, led the’04 Patriots in 
eceptions with 56 for 874 yards and three TDs. 

The Patriots finished 2004 with a franchise-record 20 consecutive 
ome-field victories (regular season and postseason combined) over 
hree seasons, the longest current streak in the NFL at that time. Mean- 
while, Patriot running back Cory Dillon rushed for 1,635 yards and 12 
Ds (ranking third in the league and including nine 100-yard games) in 
‘04 — then added a 14-yard effort versus Indianapolis in the playoffs. 
lew England enjoyed a 21-game unbeaten streak, including the final 
5 games in 2003 (including three in the playoffs) and the first six in 
‘04 and had won 32 of its last 34 games overall through the end of the 
‘04 season. 


Weis Begins NFL Tour with Giants 


Weis started his professional coaching career with the New York 
Giants in 1990. After assisting in the Giants pro personnel department 
while also coaching high school football in ‘89, Weis a year later was 
named defensive assistant and assistant special teams coach (under 
eighth-year Giants head coach Parcells). In his first season on the Gi- 
ants coaching staff, the Giants claimed the Super Bowl title with a 16-3 
overall record. In 1991, Ray Handley took over as coach of the Giants and 
named Weis his running backs coach. After two seasons on Handley’s 
ff, Weis began a four-year stint in New England — all four of those 
seasons under Parcells. 
n Weis’ first tenure with the Patriots from 1993-96, he assisted in the 
evelopment of some of New England's all-time best individual season 
erformances from Coates, Martin and Terry Glenn, respectively. During 
his first four seasons in New England, he coached three different posi- 
ions. In 1993 and‘94, Weis served as the Patriots’ tight ends coach and, 
in his second season at the position, Coates set an NFL record for recep- 
ions by a tight end with 96 and earned his first trip to the Pro Bowl. 
‘95, Weis coached the Patriots’ running backs and was credited with 
eveloping Martin, a third-round ’95 draft pick, into one of the premier 
unning backs in the NFL. That year, Martin won league rookie-of-the- 
year honors and set franchise rushing records with 1,487 yards and 14 
Ds. In’96, Weis coached the New England receivers, with Glenn leadi 
he team and setting an NFL rookie reception record with 90 catches for 
132 yards and six TDs. 
From 1997 to 99 (with Parcells as head coach and Belichick as assis- 
ant head coach), Weis called offensive plays for the New York Jets. In his 
first season, the Jets improved from 1-15 in 1996 to 9-7 in’97. The eight- 
game improvement ranked as the best in franchise history. In ‘98, Weis 
was named the offensive coordinator/wide receivers coach. By season’s 
end, his offense ranked among the greatest in franchise history and led 
the Jets to their first division title. The team scored 416 points, second- 
highest total in franchise history (after 419 points in 68) and averaged 
357.2 yards per game. It marked the second-best total-offense season 
average in Jets history (368.5 yards per game in’85). Both of Weis’ start- 
ing receivers, Johnson (1,131) and Wayne Chrebet (1,083), eclipsed the

NOTRE DAME, Ind. (AP) - Jimmy Clausen threw a 38-yard touchdown pass to 
Golden Tate moments after Notre Dame forced San Diego State to fumble in the I 
end zone and the Fighting Irish rallied for a 21-13 victory on Saturday. 

San Diego State (0-2), a 21-point underdog which lost to an FCS team last 
week, appeared to be on the verge of an upset early in the fourth quarter. 

Brandon Sullivan was inches away from a 4-yard touchdown run and a two- 
score lead for the Aztecs. But safety David Bruton jarred the ball loose and recov- 
ered it in the end zone to help the Irish (1-0) avoid an embarrassing loss. 

Clausen was 5-of-5 passing for 76 yards on the ensuing drive to rally the 
rish to victory. Clausen added a game-clinching 6-yard TD pass to David Grimes 


with 2:08 left. 

Clausen, who also had a 22-yard TD pass to freshman Michael Floyd late in 
he first half, was 21-of-34 passing for 237 yards with two interceptions. 

Ryan Lindley carried San Diego State's offense, completing 29-of-59 passes 
or 274 yards with one interception and scoring a touchdown on a 1-yard 
eeper. 

The Irish defense made its share of mistakes. Defensive captain Maurice Crum 


was called for a flagrant pass interference, then three plays later on a late hit on 
he quarterback to keep a drive alive, although the Aztecs still didn’t score. 

San Diego State did finally score, though, after Lindley connected with a Dar- 
ren Mougey on a 43-yard pass play. Mougey, who had five catches for 97 yards, 
was wide open at 30 and was tackled at the 1 by Bruton. Lindley scored a play 
ater on a keeper. 
The Aztecs went ahead 13-7 midway through the third quarter on an 80-yard 
scoring drive with Lindley completing 6 of 7 passes for 49 yards, capped with a 
15-yard pass to a diving Mougey in the back of the end zone. Lance Yoshida's 
oint-after attempt bounced off the right upright. 

The crowd of 80,795 was the sixth largest the Aztecs had ever played before. 
hey have lost all six games, although they have had other close calls, losing 24~ 
21 at No. 17 Michigan in 2004 and 16-13 at No. 2 Ohio State in 2003. 

Playing before its 200th straight sellout crowd and for the 400th time in Notre 
Dame Stadium, the Irish improved to 299-96-5 in the House that Rockne Built.

liam Corby Award for distinguished military service by a Notre Dame 
graduate. Tonelli was a fullback with the Irish in the mid-1930s and 
later survived the infamous Bataan Death March, spending 42 months 
as a prisoner of war before embarking on a distinguished career in 
Chicago politics. In March of 2002, he was inducted into the National 
Italian-American Sports Hall of Fame. Tonelli, who also played profes- 


sional football briefly with the Chicago Cardinals, passed away on Jan.

VICTORY MARCH — The most recognizable collegiate fight song 
in the nation, the’’Notre Dame Victory March” was written in the early 
1900s by two brothers who were University of Notre Dame gradu- 
ates. Michael Shea, a 1905 graduate, composed the music while his 
brother, John Shea, who earned degrees in 1906 and 1908, provided 
he corresponding lyrics. 
he song was copyrighted in 1908 and a piano version, complete 
with lyrics, was published that year. Michael, who became a priest in 
ssining, N.Y., collaborated on the project with John, who lived in Ho- 
yoke, Mass. The song's public debut came in the winter of 1908 when 
ichael played it on the organ of the Second Congregational Church 
in Holyoke. The “Notre Dame Victory March” later was presented by 
he Shea brothers to the University and it first appeared under the 
copyright of the University of Notre Dame in 1928. The copyright was 
assigned to the publishing company of Edwin H. Morris and the copy- 
right for the beginning of the song still is in effect. 
The more well-known second verse, which begins with the words 
“Cheer, cheer for Old Notre Dame,” now is in the public domain in the 
ited States (for both the music and lyrics) - but the second verse 
emains protected in all territories outside of the country. 
jotre Dame's fight song was first performed at Notre Dame on 
Easter Sunday, 1909, in the rotunda of the Administration Building. 
he Notre Dame band, under the direction of Prof. Clarence Peterson, 
performed the Victory March as part of its traditional Easter morning 
concert. It was first heard at a Notre Dame athletic event 10 years later. 
n 1969, as college football celebrated its centennial, the’’Notre Dame 
Victory March’ was honored as the “greatest of all fight songs.” Michael 
Shea was pastor of St. Augustine's Church in Ossining until his death 
in 1938. John Shea, a baseball monogram winner at Notre Dame, 
became a Massachusetts state senator and lived in Holyoke until his 
death in 1965.

Since the NCAA began producing its annual statistical 
rankings in 1937, individual Notre Dame players have finished in 
the final top 10 on 75 occasions. 

From 1937 through 1969, all individual rankings were 
by season totals. Beginning in 1970, most season individual 
rankings were by per game averages. In total offense, rushing 
and scoring, it is yards or points per game; in receiving and 
interceptions, it is catches per game; in punt and kickoff returns, 
it is yards per return-and in field goals, field goals per game. 
Punting always has been by average. 

Beginning in 1970, passers were ranked on completions per 
game, and starting in 1979, were ranked on efficiency rating 
points. The all-purpose running rankings have been compiled 
only since 1970. The field-goal rankings began when the goal 
posts were widened in 1959. Kick scoring is no longer an active 
category.

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HEISMAN TROPHY 


The John W. Heisman Memorial Trophy Award is presented each year to the outstanding college football player by 
the Downtown Athletic Cub of New York. 

First known as the D.A.C. Trophy, the award was renamed in 1936 for John W. Heisman, the first athletic director of 
the Downtown Athletic Club, a football player at Penn and Brown and a coach for 36 years including tours of duty at 
Auburn, Oberlin, Clemson, Akron, Penn, Rice, Washington and Jefferson and Georgia Tech. 

The bronze trophy was sculpted by Frank Eliscu, with the help of Notre Dame Four Horseman Jim Crowley — whose 
Fordham players posed as models. 

Since the inception of the Heisman Trophy in 1935, seven Notre Dame players have won the award:

In addition to the seven winners, Notre Dame has had three players finish second (Bertelli in 41, Joe 
Theismann in ‘70 and Raghib Ismail in 90), six finish third (Bill Shakespeare in '35, Lujack in '46, Nick Eddy in ‘66, Terry 
Hanratty in ‘68, Ken MacAfee in '77 and Brady Quinn in‘06)), five finish fourth (Creighton Miller in ‘43, Ralph Guglielmi 
in 54, Tom Clements in '74, Tony Rice in '89, Brady Quinn in‘05) and seven finish fifth (Bob Williams in ‘49, Lattner in 
52, Hornung in ‘55, Jack Snow in ‘64, Ross Browner in '77, Vagas Ferguson in ‘79, Reggie Brooks in 92).

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Former Notre Dame All-American tight end Dave Casper, a 10-year National Football Leag 
veteran of the Oakland/Los Angeles Raiders, became the ninth Irish player inducted into the Nationa 
Professional Football Hall of Fame as a member of the class of 2002. 
It marked the third straight year a former Notre Dame player was inducted at the Canton, Ohio, 
ceremony. Joe Montana (San Francisco 1979-92, Kansas City 1993-94) was inducted in 2000 and Nic 
Buoniconti (Boston 1962-68, Miami 1969-74, 1976) stepped up to the podium in 2001. 
Casper's induction on August, 3, 2002, pushed the number of former Notre Dame players in the NFL 
Hall of Fame to nine, a record number of members the Irish share with USC. Casper played six and a 
alf seasons with the Raiders to begin his professional career, earning All-Pro and All-AFC honors four 
imes and participated in four Pro Bowls. He was traded to the Houston Oilers and reunited with his 
quarterback from the Raiders, Ken Stabler while earning his fifth Pro Bowl appearance. After a brief stint 
with innesota Vikings, Casper finished his career back on the West Coast with the Raiders. 

Nicknamed “The Ghost” by his Raiders teammates, Casper is well known for his “Ghost to the Pos 
42-yard reception that set up the tying field goal in an eventual 37-31 double overtime playoff victory 
over Baltimore. Casper also played a role in“The Holy Roller” in 1978, helping a fumbled ball across the 
goal line with his foot to defeat San Diego in the final minutes of the game. 

Joining Casper in the 2002 Hall of Fame induction class were George Allen, Dan Hampton, Jim Kelly 
and John Stallworth. 

Some of the greatest names in professional football have appeared on the gridiron wearing a Notre 
Dame football jersey. Curly Lambeau was a charter member of the Hall in 1963 as a founder, player and 
coach for the Green Bay Packers from 1919-1949. Lambeau lettered for the 1918 Notre Dame football 
team. Montana, who is among those mentioned as the greatest quarterbacks to play the game, won a 
National Championship at Notre Dame in 1977 and four Super Bow! titles with the San Francisco 49ers. 
One of Notre Dame's seven Heisman Trophy winners, Paul Hornung, was inducted into the Hall in 1986, 
and 1988 welcomed “Purple People Eater” and Minnesota Supreme Court Justice Alan Page (Minnesota 
1967-78, Chicago 1978-81) into the Hall of Fame.

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Rotary Lombardi Award 

The Rotary Club of Houston presents the Lombardi Award to the outstanding college lineman of the year. 

Since the award was first presented following the 1970 season, four Notre Dame football players have received 
the granite block trophy:

Other Notre Dame players voted finalists for the award include offensive guard Larry DiNardo in 1970, defensive 
tackle Steve Niehaus in 1975, Browner in 1976, tight end Ken MacAfee in 1977, linebacker Bob Crable in 1981 and 
Zorich in 1989. Offensive guard Aaron Taylor, the 1993 winner, was one of 12 semifinalists in 1992. 

The award is presented to the offensive or defensive lineman who best combines athletic performance with the 
discipline of Vince Lombardi, the former Green Bay Packer coach and a member of Fordham’s “Seven Blocks of Granite” 
from the 1930s. 

The recipient is selected by a national panel of more than 400 coaches and media members. Twelve players are 
initially nominated for the award, then the field is reduced to four finalists who appear at the December dinner, 
proceeds from which go to the American Cancer Society. 


Outland Trophy 
The Outland Trophy is presented annually to the outstanding interior lineman (guard, tackle or center) on either 
offense or defense in collegiate football by the Football Writers Association of America. 
Since the inception of the award in 1946, three Notre Dame football players have been honored: 


1946 Or George Connor 
1948 0G Bill Fischer 
1976 DE Ross Browner 


Aaron Taylor was one of three finalists for the award in 1993. 
The award is named for a Kansas City surgeon and former University of Pennsylvania All-America lineman from 
1897, Dr. John H. Outland, who felt linemen did not receive the recognition they deserved. The FWAA selects three 
finalists from its All-America team with representation from the Omaha Sports Committee including the final 
selection. 


Walter Camp Player of the Year 
The Walter Camp Football Foundation annually presents a player-of-the-year award to the top individual in 
collegiate football. 
Awarded beginning in 1967, the player of the year is honored each year in conjunction with the Walter Camp 
Football Foundation All-America team. Three Notre Dame football players have received the player-of-the-year 
honor:

The award is named after the man who became Yale's first head football coach in 1888. It is presented at the 
annual Walter Camp awards dinner in February in New Haven, Conn. Brady Quinn was a finalist for that award in

Timmie Award 

The Touchdown Club of Washington, D.C. presents the Timmie Award, in memory of Walter Camp, to the college 
back of the year. As a player/coach at Yale, Camp collaborated with columnist Caspar Whitney to select the first All- 
America team in 1889. Camp is a member of the Touchdown Club Hall of Fame, the oldest football hall of fame in the 
country. Seven Notre Dame football players have been bestowed the honor including:

The Maxwell Memorial Football Club of Philadelphia annually presents the Maxwell Award to the top college 
football player in the nation.

Nick Pietrosante Award 

The Nick Pietrosante Award is presented each year to the Notre Dame player who best exemplifies the courage, 
loyalty, teamwork, dedication and pride of the late Irish All-America fullback. The award is determined by a vote of 
the players. Pietrosante, a native of Ansonia, Conn., played for the Irish from 1956-58 and won first team All-America 
honors as a senior from the American Football Coaches Association and Look magazine. He led the Irish in rushing 
in his junior and senior seasons with 449 yards on 90 carries in 1957 and 117 carries for 549 yards in '58. He was a 


first-round National Football League draft pick of the Detroit Lions in ‘59 and played for that team from 1959-65 and 
then for the Cleveland Browns from1966-67. Pietrosante died of cancer on Feb. 6, 1988.

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Press Box 


The expansion and renovation of Notre Dame Stadium, completed in 1997, included the building of the 
Jim and Marilyn Fitzgerald Family Sports and Communications Center. The press box has three levels plus a 
photo deck. The first level is the working press level and seats 330 media members while the second level is 
the television and radio broadcasting level and also houses other stadium services and the third level is for 
University purposes. 

Admission to the press box is on the west side of the stadium in between Entrances D and E. All press 
personnel will be searched upon entering Notre Dame Stadium. Air conditioning was added to level three of 
the press box in 2007. 


Credentials 


All requests for working press, photo and broadcast credentials for Notre Dame’s 2009 home football 
games should be made in writing on company letterhead at least two weeks prior to the game in question. 
Direct all requests to John Heisler, Senior Associate Athletics Director, University of Notre Dame, (112, Joyce 
Center, Notre Dame, IN 46556. All credentials which cannot be mailed are left at the press will call site. The 
press will call site for Notre Dame Stadium is at the press box elevator on the west side of the stadium in 
between Entrances D and E. All members of the media will have to provide photo identification and 
the name must match the name on the credential. 

Because of the demand for credentials and the limited space available, media agencies covering the visit- 
ing school on a regular basis receive top priority. All other credentials for print media are issued on the basis 
of circulation. Only local radio stations with a full-time sports director conducting a daily sports show receive 
consideration for credentials. Non-originating, out-of-town radio stations cannot be accommodated. 


Radio/TV 


ISP Sports owns the radio rights to Notre Dame football games. Visiting stations planning to originate from 
Notre Dame Stadium are issued credentials by John Heisler following written confirmation of approval for the 
broadcast. Broadcast lines should be ordered through Carolyn Rush in the University Telecommunications 
office at (574) 631-6014. 

The rights for live telecasts of Notre Dame home football games through 2015 belong to NBC Sports. Visiting 
Stations should coordinate any and all television plans through John Heisler. Television stations planning cover- 
age for news broadcasts are issued credentials following written approval for any filming and/or videotaping. 


Statistical Services 


Prior to kickoff, all media members will be provided with a game program, updated game notes from both 
teams, a flip card and a records supplement to the media guide. Last minute lineup changes, weather condi- 
tions and other information will be relayed through the internal public address system. 

During the game, media members will be provided with a running play-by-play, while at halftime, quickie 
Stats and drive charts will be distributed. Following the game, a complete post-game statistics package will be 
available in the press box and will contain a scoring summary, final team statistics, final individual statistics,

complete play by play, drive charts for both halves, halftime statistics, defensive statistics, substitution chart, 
post-game quotes from both head coaches and players and post-game notes. 


Internet Access 

The Jim and Marilyn Fitzgerald Family Sports and Communications Center was one of the first press 
boxes in the country to be able to provide access to the Internet to the media at their individual seats. To take 
advantage of this, please call the Office of Information Technologies at (574) 631-8022. The Notre Dame press 
box is a wireless internet facility.

Photographers 


Credentials for sideline photographers will be issued on the basis of circulation, with priority granted to 
agencies covering the participating schools on a regular basis. 

All photographers must pick up vests necessary for admittance to the sideline area at the press will call 
window at Notre Dame Stadium. The press will call site for Notre Dame Stadium is at the press box elevator 
on the west side of the stadium in between Entrances D and E. All members of the media will have to provide 
photo identification and the name must match the name on the credential. Flip cards and game programs 
also will be available for photographers at that time. Photographers are not permitted inside the 30-yard lines 
and must remain outside the restraining lines surrounding the field. 


Telephones 


An adequate number of telephones (approximately 30) are available in the Notre Dame Stadium press box 
for general use by visiting writers. Credential requests should indicate interest in the use of these phones — 
with all coordination handled by Brian Hardin. Personal phones can be ordered at individual seats by contact- 
ing Carolyn Rush in the University Telecommunications office at (574) 631-6014. 


Press Hospitality 
Food and refreshments are served throughout the game in the Notre Dame Stadium press box. 
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Hotel Rooms 


Hotel and motel rooms are booked far in advance of Notre Dame home football weekends. The Notre Dame 
sports information office has a limited number of rooms set aside at local hotels for accredited media representa- 
tives. Arrangements should be made through sports information senior administrative assistant Susan McGonigal 
at (574) 631-7516. All hotels in the South Bend area require a two-night stay (Fri. and Sat.) during Notre Dame 
home football weekends and a valid credit card is required for reservations made through the Notre Dame sports 
information office. Media members are responsible for their own lodging when Notre Dame is on the road. Rooms 
reserved by Notre Dame on the road at its headquarters hotel fulfill only the needs of administrators, coaches 
and players. 


Game Day Interviews 


Post-game interviews at Notre Dame Stadium are held in an auditorium outside the rear entrance of the Irish 
locker room. Both head coaches appear in the interview room following the game. Audio and video from those 
interviews is piped live into the press box for media on deadline. Television and radio crews can receive audio 
through a mixer in the auditorium. All Notre Dame player interviews will also take place in the auditorium once 
the coaches are finished. Please turn in all requests for players and coaches’ interviews by the eight-minute mark 
of the fourth quarter to Brian Hardin, who is sitting in the fourth row. Transcripts from both head coaches press 
conferences will be available approximately 60 minutes following the conclusion of their post-game comments. 
Typed post-game quotes from players of both teams also are available in the press box following the game. 


Mid-Week Interviews 


Interviews with Notre Dame players and coaches will only take place on Tuesday through Thursday during the 
week. All interviews should be arranged through the Notre Dame sports information office by calling Brian Hardin. 
Areminder: Media members are not allowed to call players in their dormitory rooms at any time, or 
talk to players on Sundays, Mondays or Fridays. 

A schedule of player and coach availability will be produced by the Sports Information Office each Sunday 
during the football season. 

Coach Charlie Weis conducts a weekly teleconference-style press conference each Tuesday at Noon Eastern 
time at the Guglielmino Athletics Complex for the benefit of both local and out-of-town media. The 45-minute 
weekly conference is distributed via satellite and also includes five minutes of video highlights from the previous 
week's game.

From O'Hare Airport: Take Route 190 east out of O'Hare to Route 90 east (Kennedy Expressway) toward down- 
town Chicago. Merges with Route 94 south (Dan Ryan Expressway). Take Skyway exit ofthe Dan Ryan and remain 
on Route 90 to Indiana Toll Road. Eventually merges with Route 80. Get off at Exit 77 (South Bend/Notre Dame). 

Note: With construction and traffic on the Kennedy, alternate route is to take Route 190 east out of O'Hare to 
Interstate 294 south (Tri-State Tollway) and follow the signs for 80/294 and then Interstate 80-90 (Indiana Toll 
Road). Get off at Notre Dame/South Bend exit. 

From Indiana Toll Road: Get off at Exit 77 (South Bend/Notre Dame). Turn right onto U.S. 33/Bus. 31 South 
(also known as Michigan Avenue and Dixieway). Turn left at third stoplight, which is Angela Boulevard (University 
of Notre Dame sign and golf course on left; St. Joseph High School on right). Go through stoplight at Notre Dame 
Avenue. Turn left at light on Juniper Road. Proceed north to area between Notre Dame Stadium and Joyce Center. 

From Indianapolis: Follow U.S. 31 North. That becomes U.S. 33/Bus. 31 just south of South Bend area. Proceed 
through downtown South Bend and continue north. Turn right at Angela Boulevard (University of Notre Dame sign 
and golf course on right; St. Joseph High School on left). Go through stoplight at Notre Dame Avenue. Turn left at 
light on Juniper Road. Proceed north to area between Notre Dame Stadium and Joyce Center. 


Does Anybody Know What Time It Is? 


Most of Indiana, along with the South Bend area, now observes Daylight Savings Time, changing clocks in the 
spring and fall while remaining in sync with the Eastern Time Zone year round. Notre Dame and South Bend will 
now be on the same time as the East Coast and one hour ahead of Chicago and most of the Midwest. Note that not 
all counties in Indiana are on Eastern Time, including the Northwest Indiana counties of Lake, Porter, and LaPorte 
aligning themselves with Chicago and the Central Time Zone.

Entering his fourth season at the University of Notre Dame, Brian Hardin 
serves as director of football media relations and is the primary media contact for 
the Notre Dame football program. 

Hardin works with Irish head coach Charlie Weis, Notre Dame players and 
assistant coaches while serving as the primary day-to-day liaison with the media.

His first media guide, the 2007 edition, was ranked as the 
best in the nation in the College Sports Information Directors (CoSIDA) Division I-A & I-AA Football Guides contest. 

Prior to joining Notre Dame, Hardin spent three seasons working in the media relations department of the 
Chicago Bears. He worked as a media relations assistant from 2004-05, assisting in all aspects of public relations 
for the 2005 NFC North Division champions. Hardin’s responsibilities included coordinating interviews for players 
and coaches, including working with a handful of specific players, writing and editing media guide and game 
program materials and partnering in the production of the team’s weekly game notes package.

In his position, he 
is the primary contact for the Irish baseball team and assists with football and the 
football game program. 

Prior to coming to Notre Dame, Bertsch spent three years (2003-06) at Wake 
Forest where he worked with numerous sports. Most recently, he served as the 
primary contact for the Demon Deacons nationally-ranked men’s soccer and 
baseball teams and served in a secondary role working with the football and 
men’s basketball programs. In addition he served as chief editor of Kickoff, the 
official game day program for Wake Forest football and the Wake Forest Men’s Basketball Yearbook. The 2005-06 
edition of the men’s basketball yearbook finished third in the country in the College Sports Information Directors

Senior Associate Athletics Director for Media and Broadcast Relations 


A South Bend native, John Heisler is in his 32nd year as a member of the Notre 
Dame athletic staff -- including 15 years as sports information director at Notre 
Dame after spending 10 previous years as a member of the sports publicity staff. 
He added the title of assistant athletics director in 1995, and then was named 
an associate athletics director in 2001. Heisler was promoted to senior associate 
athletics director in October of 2004. 

He has administrative duties working with the men’s lacrosse program, and 
also has responsibility in the areas of media relations, contest scheduling, broad- 
cast properties and assists with external events including football and basketball 
luncheons, banquets and pep rallies. He is also a key department liaison to Notre Dame Sports Properties, the 
athletic marketing branch of the department, and its manager Scott Corriera. Heisler originally joined the 
athletic staff in April 1978 as assistant sports information director and was promoted to associate director in July 
1982 under former longtime sports information director Roger Valdiserti. 

Heisler helped edit a variety of award-winning publications during his career, including 25 judged best 
in the nation by College Sports Information Directors of America panels. He worked primarily with the Notre 
Dame football and basketball departments following his promotion to associate director-and produced nine 
top-ranked football media guides and four more in basketball. 

He also has edited Irish football highlight films and coordinated production of various other Notre Dame 
video products and merchandise. He has done color analysis of Notre Dame basketball games on both radio 
and television. 

Heisler spent four years working in the University of Missouri sports information office as a student, han- 
dling publicity for basketball and non-revenue sports. Following his graduation from the School of Journalism 
in December of 1976, he was named the first full-time assistant to Missouri sports information director Bill 
Callahan-then moved to Notre Dame one year later. He helped direct research operations in Los Angeles for 
ABC Sports coverage of the ‘84 Olympics, worked with NBC Sports as an administrator of its research operation 
for its coverage of the 1996 Summer Olympics in Atlanta and served as network liaison with ABC Sports for its 
coverage of the 1987 International Summer Special Olympics at Notre Dame. He also assisted Lou Holtz in the 
writing of The Fighting Spirit, the best-selling story of Notre Dame's 88 national championship football season 
and edited Quotable Rockne, a book of Knute Rockne quotations published in 2001. Heisler collaborated with 
Gerry Faust and Bob Logan on Gerry Faust’s Tales from the Notre Dame Sideline in 2004 and edited Echoes of Notre 
Dame Football, published in 2005. 

Heisler served as media coordinator for NCAA men’s basketball tournament games at Notre Dame in 1985 
and °88 and has worked at five NCAA Final Four events. He helped initiate the CoSIDA writing contest as part 
of his longtime involvement with the writing committee that promotes excellence in writing among CoSIDA 
members. In 2003, he was named to the CoSIDA Hall of Fame, received the Heisman Memorial Trophy Excellence 
Award in recognition of outstanding contributions to collegiate football and the Scoop Hudgins Outstanding 
Sports Information Director Award from the All-American Football Foundation. In June “04, he also received 
the CoSIDA 25-Year Award. 

In 1994, he received the Special Presidential Award from Notre Dame president Rev. Edward A. Malloy, C.S.C., 
and was awarded an honorary monogram by the Notre Dame National Monogram Club in 1991.

BERNADETTE CAFARELLI 
Assistant Athletics Director/Sports Information Director 

Bernadette Cafarelli, a 1983 graduate of Notre Dame, is in her 16th year as a 
member of the sports information office and begins her seventh as sports informa- 
tion director. She was promoted to assistant athletics director in October of 2007. 

She joined the staff in September of 1994 following seven years as assistant 
director of marketing, promotions and media relations at Providence College. 
Cafarelli oversees the day-to-day operation of the sports information office and 
media relations and publicity material for all Notre Dame Olympic sports teams. 
She works primarily with the men’s basketball and rowing teams and is co-editor 
of the football program. 

At Providence, Cafarelli served as primary contact for 16 sports and served as chief editor of the women’s 
basketball guide. In addition, she assisted with daily operations of the men’s basketball team. 

She has been a member of the Academic All-America Committee for 16 years and currently is a vice-chair- 
man of that committee. Cafarelli received the Lester Jordan Award from the College Sports Information Directors 
of America in 2000 for outstanding contributions to the Academic All-America program. Prior to her position at 
Providence, Cafarelli spent three years as assistant sports information director at William and Mary. 

Born March 3, 1961, the Schenectady, N.Y., native graduated from Notre Dame with a degree in American 
Studies. She served for two years as a student assistant in the sports information office. Following graduation, 
Cafarelli attended Ohio University where she received her master’s in sports administration in November 1984. 
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The University of Notre Dame and the National Broadcasting 
Company continue their television relationship for the 19th 
consecutive season in 2008. On June 19, 2009, a new five- 
year renewal to televise all Notre Dame home football games 
was announced, giving NBC the rights to Fighting Irish home 
games through the year 2015. NBC began its original contract 
with Notre Dame in 1991. 

The latest extension provides NBC rights to Notre Dame 
home games from 2011 through 2015, extending the partner- 
ship between the University and network to 25 years. Notre 
Dame will provide seven home games per season to NBC and 
an additional eighth off-site game airing in prime time as part 
of the agreement. 

The latest joint announcement was made by NBC Sports 
& Olympics chairman Dick Ebersol, NBC Sports president Ken 
Schanzer, and Notre Dame's president Rev. John | Jenkins, 
CSC. 

“We are absolutely thrilled to be continuing our landmark 
agreement with Notre Dame, the most storied brand in college 
sports,’ Ebersol said. 

“We covet our association with Notre Dame because of its 
storied tradition, exceptional values and commitment to excel- 
lence, both on and off the field. 

“This new deal, which will bring us to 25 years as part- 
ners, is great tribute to the wonderful relationship that Ken 
Schanzer has built with the entire Notre Dame community.’ 

Father Jenkins said that the partnership with NBC has been 
as valuable academically as athletically. 

“For almost 20 years, the innovative partnership between 
Notre Dame and NBC has been a valuable relationship for both 
the University and the network, and we are delighted that it 
will be extended by another five years,” he said. 


The 2009 football season marks the second year of a 
10-year business partnership in which ISP Sports will serve as 
the exclusive national rights-holder for Notre Dame football 
radio broadcasts. The Notre Dame-ISP relationship began 
with the 2008 season and extends through the 2017 season 
-- with ISP managing, producing and syndicating Notre Dame's 
national football radio network. Notre Dame football is the 
only team, professional or college, to have all of its games 
broadcast nationally on the radio. Additionally, the broadcasts 
are available to listeners on Sirius Satellite Radio and online 
at sirius.com. 

Hall of Fame broadcaster Don Criqui and former Irish 
tailback Allen Pinkett will handle the broadcasting chores 
once again — with Criqui serving as play-by-play specialist and 
Pinkett providing expert analysis. 

Criqui previously served as play-by-play announcer for 
Notre Dame broadcasts from 1974-76 before rejoining the 
broadcast team in 2006. Criqui, a Notre Dame graduate, is 
renowned nationally as one of the outstanding play-by-play 
broadcasters on network television and radio. In addition to 
ISP’s Notre Dame coverage, Criqui also serves as play-by-play 
announcer for the NFL on CBS Television. Criqui received critical 
acclaim for his work on NBC and CBS Sports’ coverage of the 
NFL, and in 2003, he was presented with the highest award 
for a broadcaster when he received the Pete Rozelle Award at 
the Pro Football Hall of Fame in Canton, Ohio. 

Pinkett brings a wealth of football experience to his sev- 
enth season in the booth with Notre Dame Football. A native of 
Sterling, Va., he was a three-time All-American at Notre Dame, 
finishing eighth in Heisman Trophy voting in 1985. He ranked 
as the lrish’s all-time leading rusher and scorer when his career

As the football coach, it is very benefi- 
cial for the program to have all of our home games broadcast 
into every living room in the country for the foreseeable future. 
Asan alumnus, it is great to know that future students at Notre 
Dame will benefit from this partnership in the form of need- 
based scholarships.” 

Revenues from the NBC contract have played a key role 
in Notre Dame's financial aid endowment since the start of 
the relationship in 1991. University officers decided to use a 
portion of the football television contract revenue for under- 
graduate scholarship endowment (not athletic scholarships). 
Since the inception of this particular endowed scholarship 
fund, some 2,400 Notre Dame undergraduate students have 
received nearly $26 million in aid. 

The University also has committed NBC revenues to endow 
doctoral fellowships in its Graduate School and MBA scholar- 
ships in its Mendoza College of Business. 

The revenue generated through the NBC contract is a 
primary reason why Forbes magazine has recognized the 
substantial financial contributions made by Irish athletics to 
the University’s academic enterprise. In a 2007 survey, Forbes 
reported that the Notre Dame football program returns $21.1

million to academic initiatives, a total that is more than the 
survey's next five programs combined. 

NBC has been televising Irish home games since 1991, and 
this marks the fifth of a series of five-year agreements with 
Notre Dame. The original agreement covered the 1991-95 
seasons. The first five-year extension (announced in 1994) 
covered 1996-2000, the second extension (announced in May 
‘97) covered 2001-2005, and the third extension (announced 
in December ‘03) covered 2006-2010. 

Each of the initial three pacts featured a combined 30 home 
games over each five-year span. When the current contract 
expires in 2010, NBC will have televisied 36 games over five 
years, due to the addition in several years of a seventh home 
game and/or an eighth off-site game. 

Among the teams slated to play at Notre Dame Stadium 
during 2011-2015 include USC (three times), Michigan 
(twice), Oklahoma as well as multiple Big Ten and BIG EAST 
opponents.

Since the NCAA began producing its 
annual statistical rankings in 1937, individ- 
ual Notre Dame players have finished in th 
final top 10 on 75 occasions. 

From 1937 through 1969, all individual 
rankings were by season totals. Beginning 
in 1970, most season individual rankings 
were by per game averages. In total offense, 
rushing and scoring, it is yards or points per 
game; in receiving and interceptions, it is 
catches per game; in punt and kickoff 
returns, it is yards per return-and in field 
goals, field goals per game. Punting always 
has been by average. 

Beginning in 1970, passers were ranked 
on completions per game, and starting in 
1979, were ranked on efficiency rating 
points. The all-purpose running rankings 
have been compiled only since 1970. The 
field-goal rankings began when the goal 
posts were widened in 1959. Kick scoring is 
no longer an active category.

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The Big Games 

A number of games in Notre Dame history have been heralded 
among the greatest and most exciting in college football history. 

Some of the most acclaimed have been Irish bowl wins over 
Alabama in the ‘73 Sugar Bowl, Texas in the '78 Cotton Bowl, 
Houston in the '79 Cotton Bowl, West Virginia in the '89 Fiesta Bowl 
and Colorado in the ‘90 Orange Bowl. The wins over Alabama, 
Texas and West Virginia (all vs. unbeaten opponents) clinched 
national championships for Notre Dame. The triumph over Houston 
has been called the most incredible comeback in Notre Dame histo- 
ty, while the Colorado contest marked the latest in a series against 
top-ranked and unbeaten bowl opponents. 

There are many more games — such as the 1993 win over top- 
ranked Florida State, and the 29-27 win over Michigan in ‘80 on 
Harry Oliver's 51-yard field goal as time ran out — that have fea- 
tured fantastic finishes and others — like the ‘88 triumph over Miami 
— that have broken lengthy winning streaks by Irish opponents. 
Here are details of some of the most memorable games in Notre 
Dame's history: 


Notre Dame 35, Army 13 
November 1, 1913 


When Army reluctantly agreed to pay Notre Dame $1,000 for its 
ong journey to the plains of West Point, the good-but stingy-gener- 
als conceded the hefty sum would be worth a victory. 

Although the Cadets knew coach Jesse Harper's Irish were a 
Midwestern powerhouse (they'd lost just one game the previous 
hree seasons), most Army fans felt Notre Dame would serve merely 
as a tasty appetizer for the West Pointers’ annual picnic with Navy. 
The Irish might be able to give Army a run for its money, but surely 
he Cadets’ gridiron superiority would crush the Hoosier hayseeds 
who had arrived from their all-day train trip with 18 players — and 
just 14 pairs of cleats. 

Army, which had scouted Notre Dame's 62-0 thrashing of Alma, 
was expecting a hard-hitting, powerful running attack, led by a 
strong line. Instead, the Cadets found themselves in the middle of an 
unrelenting blitzkrieg. 

Notre Dame got off to a rocky start. After winning the coin toss 
and electing to receive (a bold move in those days), quarterback Gus 
Dorais fumbled during the opening series, and Army recovered on 
the Irish 27-yard line. But the potent Cadet offense gained just on 
yard on three tries, and the Army began to realize that $1,000 was a 
steep price tag for humiliation. 

“After we had stood terrific pounding by the Army line, and a 
trio of backs that charged in like locomotives, we held them on 
downs,” said Knute Rockne, then a senior end. “Dorais, in a huddle 
said, ‘Let's open up.’ It was amusing to see the Army boys huddle 
after a first, snappy ll-yard pass had been completed for a first 
down. Their guards and tackles went tumbling into us to stop line 
bucks and plunges. Instead, Dorais stepped neatly back and flipped 
the ball to an uncovered end or halfback. This we did on a march up 
the field, gaining three first downs in almost as many minutes.” 

Notre Dame's surprising passing game helped the visitors stake 
claim to a 14-13 lead at halftime. The Cadets certainly weren't 
strangers to the aerial toss; in fact, Army was the premier passing 
team of the East. But the Cadets, along with the rest of the football 
world, thought passes were thrown only in desperation — as a last 
resort. The West Pointers couldn't adjust to a team using the pass as 
its bread and butter. 

So the Irish offense continued to shoot rockets in the second half, 
and Army, with a young cadet named Dwight Eisenhower sitting on 
the bench, failed miserably on defense.

‘o that day. Notre Dame had rocked the football world with its stun- 
ning 35-13 victory. 

The win revolutionized college football as the forward pass, a 
egal weapon since 1906, gained popularity as a legitimate offensive 
ool. 
“The press and the football public hailed this new game, and 
Notre Dame received credit as the originator of a style of play that 
we simply systematized,” said Rockne. 

Notre Dame also earned a national reputation with its victory, 
and teams from all over the East were clamoring for a matchup. 
Notre Dame had made it to the big time. 


Notre Dame 12, Army 6 
November 10, 1928 


Knute Rockne was desperate. 

His 1928 team, decimated by injuries, already had lost two of its 
first six games. Three powerful teams — Army, Carnegie Tech and 
Southern California — loomed on the schedule before the season 
(the worst in Rockne’s illustrious coaching career) would mercifully 
draw to a close. 

Rockne knew that if his Ramblers could upend Army — winner 
of six straight games — in Yankee Stadium, a losing record could be 
averted. His critics were claiming he’d lost his touch; the magic was 
gone. But Rockne knew better. The week of the game he quietly told 
his neighbor that Notre Dame would beat Army. Rockne had a plan. 
His team might not be able to win on talent, but Notre Dame would 
win on emotion and spirit. Rockne would deliver what would later 
become the most famous pep talk in sports history. 

After pregame warm-ups, Rockne huddled his players in the 
ocker room. They laid down on World War I blankets that covered 
he cold, clammy floor. Rockne waited until the room was silent. He 
owered his head before speaking. 

He began slowly — telling the team about George Gipp, a Notre 
Dame player who had died during his senior season eight years 
ago. Although none of the players had known Gipp personally, each 
and every one of them had heard of his exploits. They knew Gipp 
had been the greatest player of his time. 
Rockne, who had been at Gipp’s bedside, repeated the young 
athlete’s last wish. 

"I've got to go, Rock. It's all right. I'm not afraid. Sometime, Rock, 
when the team is up against it, when things are wrong and the 
breaks are beating the boys — tell them to go in there with all they've 
got and win just one for the Gipper. I don’t know where I'll be then, 
Rock. But I'll know about it, and I'll be happy.” 

Rockne continued. 

The day before he died George Gipp asked me to wait until the 
situation seemed hopeless — then ask a Notre Dame team to go out 
and beat Army for him. This is the day, and you are the team.” 
“There was no one in the room that wasn't crying,” recalled line 
coach Ed Healey. "There was a moment of silence, and then all of a 
sudden those players ran out of the dressing room and almost tore 
the hinges off the door. They were all ready to kill someone.” 

Army didn't have a chance. 

After falling behind 6-0 in the third period, Notre Dame scored 
two touchdowns and held off a last-chance rally by the Cadets for a 
12-6 win. 

Jack Chevigny tied the score at 6-6 with a one-yard plunge. As 
he picked himself up in the end zone, he jumped up and shouted, 
“That's one for the Gipper.” 

The emotional Chevigny was helping Notre Dame drive toward 
its final and winning score in the last quarter when he was injured. 
Rockne was forced to take him out and replace Chevigny with Bill 


pair had mastered during the summer when they worked as life- 
guards at the beach resort of Cedar Point, Ohio), Ray Eichenlaub 
would break through the line for a long gain. Even the Army parti- 
sans oohed and aahed at Notre Dame’s amazing versatility. 

By game's end, Dorais had completed 14 of 17 passes (he mis- 
fired on his first two tries) for 243 yards — unheard of totals in 1913. 
And his 40-yard toss to Rockne was the longest pass ever completed

Drew. Reserve Johnny O’Brien, a willowy hurdler for the track team, 
ook Johnny Colrick’s place at left end. 

The Irish were 32 yards from the goal line. Left halfback Butch 
Niemiec took the ball, looked downfield to O'Brien and flung a wob- 
bly pass over an Army defender. O’Brien hauled the ball in on the 
10-yard line, squeezed past two tacklers and dove into the end zone 
or the winning touchdown. O’Brien never became a starter in his 
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career with Notre Dame, but “One-Play” was a legitimate hero to 
rish fans. 

As O'Brien scored, the Notre Dame bench erupted in whoops 
and hollers. The injured Chevigny cried on the sidelines, “That's one 
or the Gipper, too.” 

Even Rockne showed satisfaction with the play. 

“You could see a great, big smile on his face,” said quarterback 
Frank Carideo. "He was happy when things created during the 
week were used to perfection in the ballgame.” 

But O'Brien's touchdown didn't put the game safely away. Army 
had another chance with less than two minutes to go. The Cadets 
drove methodically through the Notre Dame defense, helped by a 
55-yard kickoff return by All-American Chris Cagle. Cagle, who had 
played all of the game, collapsed at the 10-yard line because of 


Bucks moved downfield. But the defense finally forced Ohio State to 
punt, and Notre Dame was back in the business of creating miracles. 

With three minutes to go, the Irish started from their own 20-yard 
line. Pilney’s zig-zag running brought the Irish quickly into Ohio 
State territory. Then he tossed a 33-yard touchdown pass to Mike 
Layden. A kick would tie the game. But the Irish missed again, and 
the Buckeyes clung to a 13-12 advantage. 

Layden called for an onside kick, but Ohio State wasn't fooled 
and recovered the ball. All the Buckeyes had to do was maintain 
possession for a win. But on Dick Beltz’ drive off right tackle, he was 
hit hard by Pilney and lost the football. Notre Dame’s second-string 
center Henry Pojman recovered on the Ohio State 49. 

The crowd was out of control. Layden was crouching on the 
sidelines, chain-smoking. He sent in a play. The ball came back to 


exhaustion and had to be carried from the field. Dick Hutchinson took 
he ball to the four and then to the one. But time ran out before th 


Pilney, who dropped back to throw. But all his receivers were cov- 
red. He took off, swerving to avoid a rush of Buckeye defenders. 


Cadets could get off another play, and Notre Dame had indeed “won 
one for the Gipper.” 


Notre Dame 18, Ohio State 13 
November 2, 1935 


More than 70 years have passed since Notre Dame's unbeliev- 
able 18-13 upset of Ohio State, but the 1935 confrontation is still 
abeled "The Game of the Century.” 

Although both teams were undefeated heading into the clash, 
he top-ranked Buckeyes were heavy favorites. One sportswriter 
picked Ohio State by 40 points since coach Francis “Close the Gates 
of Mercy” Schmidt had his Bucks riding rampant over every foe. The 
rish, good but not that good, weren't given much of a chance. 

But coach Elmer Layden, a former member of the Four 
Horsemen, said, “The 1935 team was one that believed in itself to an 
extraordinary extent. It was fired emotionally because death walked 
with it in every game.” 

Captain-elect Joe Sullivan, a starting tackle, had died of pneu- 
monia several months before the season began. His teammates did- 
n't elect another captain. Instead, they dedicated each contest to 
Sullivan. 
Electricity had been generating in Columbus for weeks before 
the big game. There were parades and pep rallies. University offi- 
cials and city politicians went into hiding to avoid “friends” seeking 
tickets. Scalpers were scoffing at any offer less than $50. 

On the Friday before the game, Layden took his team to a 
secluded seminary outside the city for workouts, hoping to avoid the 
carnival-like atmosphere on campus. But when the Irish arrived, 
they were greeted by thousands of Buckeye fans shouting, 
“Catholics, go home.” 

When Saturday came, over 81,000 fans jammed into Ohio 
Stadium. The Buckeyes got off to a quick start and owned a com- 
manding 13-0 lead at halftime. The pregame predictions were com- 
ing true. Ohio State’s offense operated at will, and Notre Dame 
couldn't do anything right. 

“Thad never seen a Notre Dame offense so completely stopped,” 
said writer Francis Wallace. “When the Irish passed, the ball was 
intercepted and converted into a touchdown. It was difficult to get a 
running play started against the hard-charging Ohio State line. It 
was even hard to get a punt away.” 
n the dressing room, Layden announced that the second team 
would start the second half. He ended his analytical pep talk by say- 
ing, “They won the first half. Now it's your turn. Go out and win this 
half for yourselves.” 
The defense finally figured out how to stop Ohio State’s razzle- 
dazzle, and the offense, behind the superb antics of Andy Pilney, got 
on track.

On the next 
play, Steve Miller went over for the touchdown The conversion 
attempt hit the crossbar and wobbled back onto the field, but Notre 
Dame had cracked the scoreboard.

They finally forced him out of bounds on the Ohio State 19-yard line. 
But Pilney didn't get up. He had torn cartilage in his knee and had to 
be carried from the field on a stretcher. 
Bill Shakespeare entered the game with half a minute remain- 
ing. He threw straight at Buckeye defender Beltz, who had his hands 
on the ball, but couldn't hang on. 

Layden sent in scrub quarterback Jim McKenna with another 
play. McKenna had sneaked aboard the team train to Columbus, 
and his teammates had helped hide him in a berth. When he could- 
n't scrounge up a ticket for the game, he talked his way into the Notre 
Dame locker room. When Layden saw him, he ordered the industri- 
ous youth to get dressed. He did, but in his excitement he forgot his 
pads. Now he was bringing in the winning play. 

Shakespeare threw another pass. Wayne Millner caught the 
ball in the end zone. The miracle was almost complete. 

"T've thought a lot about the pass. But I wake up nights dream- 
ing about the one before it - the one the Ohio State guy had in his 
hands and dropped,” said Shakespeare years after the game. “I 
he'd held it, Wayne and I both would have been bums.” 

Pilney, the game's hero, missed the touchdown. He was being 
carried to the locker room. 

“While they were carrying me toward the dressing room door, 
was trying to turn my head, even though I was in intense pain, to see 
what was happening,” he remembered. "I heard the crowd and the 
trainer says to me, ‘Andy, it's over. We won.’ That's the last thing 
remember. Then I went out.” 


Notre Dame 0, Army O 
November 9, 1946 


Once again Notre Dame found itself in the middle of a classic 
confrontation. Old rivals Army and Notre Dame were scheduled to 
meet in New York City's Yankee Stadium. Although the Cadets had 
won 25 straight and appeared headed for their third consecutive 
national championship, World War II was over, Frank Leahy was 
back from the Navy and many former Irish players were trading in 
their military uniforms for football jerseys. 
The Army-Notre Dame game would be the game of the year. 
Yankee Stadium had been sold out since June even though tickets 
didn't go on sale publicly until August 1. Over $500,000 in refund 
checks were issued to disappointed fans. Requests for press creden- 
tials reached record levels, and many lucky ticket holders were bla- 
tantly scalping them for $200. 
While Leahy was serving in the Navy, Notre Dame had been 
whitewashed twice by the Cadets - 59-0 in 1944 and 48-0 in 1945. 
Leahy had listened to those games overseas, and now that he was 
back, he was determined to change things. 

His Irish methodically pounded their first five opponents into the 
ground, setting the stage for a battle of the unbeatens in Yankee 
Stadium. The week before the game, his squad would take periodi- 
cal breaks during practice to chant, “Fifty-nine and forty-eight, this is 
the year we retaliate.” Notre Dame students sent daily postcards to 
Army coach Earl “Red” Blaik. All were signed “SPATNC” — Society 
for the Prevention of Army's Third National Championship. 

But the game of the year failed to answer any questions about 


zone and Ohio State recovered. Notre Dame’s hopes dimmed as th

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struggle ended in a disappointing and frustrating 0-0 tie. 
“T suppose I should be elated over the tie," mused Leahy after 
he game.

It was a vigorously- 
ought, terrific defensive game. Both teams played beautifully on the 
defense and that affected both teams’ attacks.”

Notre Dame drove all the way to the Army four-yard line in the sec- 
ond quarter, but the Black Knights stopped the Irish on downs. Notre 
Dame had moved the ball mostly by running down the right side. 
When the Irish got the ball to the Navy four-yard line, the Irish ran 
wo quarterback sneaks. Following those attempts, the Irish ran two 
plays to the left, but failed to score.

seven-yard line, but Lattner fumbled the ball away to Oklahoma. He 
redeemed himself on defense, however, snaring an Oklahoma pass 
at the 30 and taking it all the way down to the Oklahoma seven-yard 
line. Worden tied the game at 14-14 with a one-yard burst into the 
endzone. Not to be outdone, Vessels and the Sooners answered back 
on their next possession with a 44-yard touchdown romp down the 
sidelines. Notre Dame answered right back with a long drive that 
featured Worden carrying eight consecutive times to punch the ball 
into the endzone. 

On the ensuing kickoff, Notre Dame's Dan Shannon hit 
Oklahoma's Larry Grigg with a mammoth tackle, knocking both 
players unconscious and jarring loose the football. Irish reserve Al 
Kohanowich made the biggest play of his career, pouncing on the 
ball at the Oklahoma 25. Notre Dame drove down to the one and Tom 
Carey smashed through for the touchdown. The game was not over 


Doc Blanchard and Glenn Davis — who were often caught behind 
he line of scrimmage. 
But Blanchard, frustrated by an Irish line that refused to budge, 
made a last-ditch effort to score, and he almost succeeded. Army 
crossed into Notre Dame territory for the first and only time all day as 
Blanchard, “Mr. Inside,” broke around the end, cut for the sideline 
and had a clear path to the end zone. Only one man was in a posi- 
tion to try and stop him. As 74,000 fans leaped to their feet, Johnny 
Lujack sped across the field, closed in on his prey and dove for 
Blanchard’s ankles. The All-American was dragged down on the 
Notre Dame 37-yard line. 
“They said Blanchard couldn't be stopped one-on-one in the 
open field, yet I did it,” said an exhausted Lujack after the game. “I 
really can't understand all the fuss. I simply pinned him against the 
sideline and dropped him with a routine tackle.” 
Army then moved the ball to the Notre Dame 12-yard line and 
Davis threw an option pass, which was intercepted by future Irish 
head coach Terry Brennan at the eight-yard line. One play later, 
Brennan ran the ball past the Irish 30 and Notre Dame was out of 
rouble.

Notre Dame 27, Oklahoma 21 
November 8, 1952 


The first meeting of the Fighting Irish of Notre Dame and the 
Oklahoma Sooners sold out Notre Dame Stadium’s 60,000 seats 
weeks before kickoff. A total of 10,000 fans made the journey to South 
Bend, including 2,500 who came by special trains. The much antici- 
pated clash pitted Notre Dame, the dominant force in college football 
or nearly half a century, against an Oklahoma team which had post- 
ed the best record in the nation over the previous five years. 
Oklahoma entered the game as a heavy favorite, hailing a 13- 
game unbeaten streak and boasting an average of 42 points per con- 
est. The game featured two of the best backfields in college football 
history. Oklahoma's Eddie Crowder, Billy Vessels, Buddy Leake and 
Buck McPhail comprised one of the most well-balanced and versatile 
units the game had ever seen. 

"Beyond a doubt, Oklahoma had the bes 
he season and as far as | know 
Minnesota sportswriter Dick Callum. 

Although perhaps less experienced, the Irish backfield of Ralph 
Gugliemi, Tom Carey, John Lattner, Joe Heap and Neil Worden was 
no less talented. 

Oklahoma opened the scoring in the first period as Eddie

yet, however, as Oklahoma's Carl Allison blocked the extra point, 
leaving the score 27-21. Over 13 minutes remained on the clock and 
Oklahoma's high-powered offense needed only seven points to take 
back the lead. 

On the next drive, Oklahoma went down to the Irish 29 where 
Crowder narrowly missed Max Boydston with a touchdown pass, 
and the Irish held strong. On its next drive, Oklahoma busted down 
to the ND 25, but turned the ball over. The Sooners got the ball back 
in time for one more desperate try. With 40 seconds to play, Grigg 
raced back down to the ND 25. Vessels tried two passes for the end- 
zone, but neither found the mark. When the clock ran out, Notre 
Dame was victorious, 27-21. 

Jack Clowser of the Cleveland Press called this game, “a duel 
between a bulldog and a wolfhound.” 

He went on to remark that, “In my 30 years of covering football, 
I have] never seen a more inspiring performance.” 

“We are naturally extremely gratified and thrilled,” commented 
rish coach Frank Leahy. 

“Most of all it was a wonderful lesson for our lads. It proved to 
hem that if you want something bad enough, and if you are willing 
o dig in and work for it, almost any objective is possible. Oklahoma 
is a fine team and very well-coached by Bud Wilkinson. That Vessels 
boy is one of the best runners we've ever seen.” 

Vessels, who went on to win the Heisman Trophy that year, ran 
or nearly 200 yards and scored all three Sooner touchdowns. In a 
moment that truly captures the meaning of college football, Vessels 
eft the field arm and arm with his successor as Heisman Trophy win- 
ner in Lattner, as jubilant Notre Dame students leaped onto the field 
in celebration. 


Notre Dame 7, Oklahoma 0 
November 16, 1957 


[The odds were stacked heavily against the Irish. 

[The Sooners, defending national champions and No. 2 in the 
weekly polls, boasted the country’s longest winning streak at 47 
games. Oklahoma had not lost since the 1953 home opener when 
Notre Dame ruined the Sooners’ season debut, 28-21. 

Powerful Oklahoma, which had blasted the Irish 40-0 the year 
before in South Bend, had scored in 123 consecutive contests and 
was averaging 300 yards a game. The Sooners, playing in their own 
massive stadium, were favored by at least 19 points. 

Notre Dame, which suffered through its first losing season in 24 
years in 1956, had dropped two straight to Navy and Michigan State 
(the Irish were outscored 54-12 in those two contests). Coach Terry 
Brennan was under fire. 
Although the Sooners moved all the way down to the Irish 13- 
yard line on their first possession, the Notre Dame defense dug in 
and held. Oklahoma would get no closer the rest of the afternoon. 
Both teams threatened with several offensive drives, but strong 


answered back in the second quarter with a bruising drive capped 
by Gugliemi's touchdown pass to Heap. Shortly afterward, it was 
Vessels again for Oklahoma who broke through the Notre Dame line 
and danced 62 yards for a touchdown. After a wild opening half that 
saw 10 turnovers, the Sooners took a seven-point lead into the lock- 
erroom. 

Notre Dame took its opening drive all the way to the Oklahoma

defensive stands kept the score at a standstill until late in the fourth 
quarter.

There 
were only four or five basic plays — and if you stopped them you had 
a chance to win. The big thing was to stop their running game.” 
The Irish indeed halted the Sooners’ ground attack. Oklahoma 
managed 98 yards rushing. 

When the team arrived back in South Bend after the victory, the 
Irish were met by over 5,000 fans. That hearty welcome was richly

Notre Dame 10, Michigan State 10 
November 19, 1966 


When the brutal battle in East Lansing was finally over, there 
was nothing left but inconsolable emptiness and frustration. 

The epic battle between top-ranked Notre Dame and No. 2 
Michigan State didn’t settle much of anything for either team. When 
the clock ticked its last second-hand sweep, exhausted and battered 
players, emotionally-drought coaches and frenzied fans could only 
look at the 10-10 tie in exasperation and disappointment. 


The edge of the seats in Notre Dame Stadium may be worn thin, 
but the Stadium’s magic is alive and well. 

And so is Notre Dame's football program. 

When Pat Terrell batted away Steve Walsh's two-point conver- 
sion pass with 45 seconds to play, the Irish locked up a stunning 31- 
30 upset of No. l-ranked Miami. 
Erased was Miami's mystique and all the embarrassment it has 
handed the Irish in recent years. 
Walsh had his most prolific day and was saddled with his first 
loss in 17 college starts. The Miami regular-season winning streak is 
over at 36 games and its road win streak ends at 20. 
Notre Dame had lost the previous four emotional encounters by 


“Nobody can be happy with a tie,” said Irish quarterback Terry 
Hanratty who had to leave the game in the first quarter after Bubba 
Smith rearranged his shoulder. “It was a helluva ballgame, but we 
were all so tired. I don't think anyone wanted to go into a fifth quar- 
ter.” 


The Irish, who had rallied from a 10-0 deficit early in the second 
quarter, had a chance to go for the win. Notre Dame had the ball on 
its 30-yard line with time for at least four passing plays. The Spartans 
were expecting the Irish to go for broke. But under coach Ara 
Parseghian’s strict orders, the Irish played it safe. 

“We'd fought hard to come back and tie it up,” he explained. 
“After all that, I didn't want to risk giving it to them cheap. They get 
reckless and it could cost them the game. I wasn't going to do a jack- 
ass thing like that at this point.” 

His players agreed. 

“It was the worst kind of depression coming off the field after 
working that hard and coming out with a tie,” remembered pass- 
catching sensation Jim Seymour, who had a particularly disappoint- 
ing day by dropping the only pass that ever came near him. “What 
people don't realize is that we couldn't throw the ball because they 
had set up a specific defense to stop the pass. Our quarterback was 
so run down because of his diabetic problem that he couldn't throw 
he ball more than 10 yards. And they were really set for it. So why 
hrow the ball for an interception and really hang yourself? Ara’s 
been questioned many times about that decision ... But there was 
nothing else he could do under the circumstances.” 
Seymour was right. The Irish probably were lucky to survive 
with a tie. Their best halfback, Nick Eddy, had slipped getting off the 
rain in East Lansing and fell on an already banged-up shoulder.

Notre Dame 31, Florida State 24 
November 13, 1993 


This was one matchup where the game lived up to the pregame 
hype, maybe even beat it. Notre Dame and Florida State entered this 
“Game of the Century” with undefeated records, identical 16-game 
winning streaks and the top two rankings in the Associated Press poll 
as the Seminoles held the top spot. 

The buildup for this game was an all-time high, thanks in part to 
the two teams entering the game undefeated and thanks in part to 
the ever expanding electronic and print media. As each week during 
the college football season went by, and as the Fighting Irish and 
Seminoles both remained unblemished, it became clear that Nov. 13 
was not going to be just another football game at Notre Dame 
Stadium. 

National media began rolling in for this event on Monday and 
by the time kickoff came on Saturday, there were over 700 media cre- 
dentials issued. Personalities from television talk show host Regis 
Philbin to movie producer Spike Lee converged on Notre Dame 
Stadium, as did athletes like baseball's Roger Clemens and golf's 
Paul Azinger. On Friday night, the Joyce Athletic and Convocation 
Center was jam-packed for a pep rally two hours before it was 
scheduled to start. 
And through all the hype, all the glitter, all the celebrities, the 
most exciting part of the whole week was undoubtedly clear — the 
actual 60 minutes of football played on the Notre Dame Stadium turf. 
“T thought with all the hype, the game might not live up to it,” 
said Notre Dame head coach Lou Holtz. “I don't know how it looked 
from the press box and I don't know how it looked from the stands. But 
I want to tell you I wouldn't want it any more exciting from the side- 
lines. I can promise you that.” 
After controlling and leading most of the game, it all came down 
— as if the football gods wanted to put a spike in the heart of the hype 
once and for all — to the final play before the Irish won 31-24. 

With three seconds left to play Florida State quarterback and 
eventual Heisman Trophy winner Charlie Ward had one last chance. 
The previous series, on a fourth and goal from the 20, he had found 
a miracle by hitting Kez McCorvey for a touchdown pass that had 
bounced off the hands of Notre Dame safety Brian Magee to cut the 
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lead to seven with 1:39 left to play. 

After a three-and-out series for the Irish, Florida State got the 

ball back with 51 seconds, no timeouts, and the ball at its own 37. 
Three plays and 41 seconds later, the Seminoles were at the Irish 14 
and Ward's first try for the touchdown was batted down by defensive 
end Thomas Knight. 
That left three seconds and one play. “I was scared a little bit 
there,” said Irish quarterback Kevin McDougal. "You can have no 
control when you're on the sidelines and with Charlie Ward on the 
field, anything can happen. 
“T had watched the drive where they got the touchdown before 
so I said I'll switch up and not watch it. I just watched the clock and 
on the last play I waited for the crowd reaction.” 
He liked what he heard because here’s what everyone else in 
Notre Dame Stadium saw. Ward went back, got some pressure from 
the Irish defensive line, scrambled and fired for the end zone toward 
Kevin Knox. Notre Dame cornerback Shawn Wooden, inserted as a 
sixth defensive back, batted the pass down and bedlam followed. 

Amid jubilant fans who swarmed the field, linebacker Pete 
Bercich fell to his knees in thanks and Wooden raised his hand in the 
No. | salute and shouted: “How’s it feel! How's it feel!” 

“We had to throw the ball in the end zone,” said Ward. "I missed 
my guy who was wide open (Matt Frier at the five), but that's part of 
making the decision and the ball was batted down. I can't go back 
and rethink what I did.” 

Said Wooden: "Coach Holtz just told us to stay fundamentally 
sound, read your keys. Charlie came to my side. I looked at No. 1, he 
did a square-in, so I just stayed underneath. When Ward was scram- 
bling, I just tried to stay under No. 1. 1 was staying there, no matter 
what. The pass was right to me. I was surprised. 

“T just wanted to knock it down and make sure." 

Florida State scored on its first possession and then was chasing 
from behind for the rest of the afternoon. The Irish came right back 
with an 80-yard drive, capped by a 32-yard romp on a reverse by 
Adrian Jarrell behind the escort of linemen Aaron Taylor, Ryan 
Leahy and Todd Norman downfield. 

A 26-yard touchdown run by Lee Becton keyed the second Irish 
drive and three minutes later, the Irish cashed in on John Covington’'s 
interception.

It didn't get any better for the 
Seminoles in the third quarter, as the Irish received a 47-yard field 
goal from Kevin Pendergast. 

But Ward, who was 31 of 50 for 297 yards and three touchdowns, 
led FSU back with an 80-yard scoring drive, concluded with a six- 
yard pass to Warrick Dunn. Scott Bentley made a 24-yard field goal 
with 10:40 left to play for a 24-17 score. 

McDougal then went to work through the air. Becton made a 
one-handed catch on a screen that was good for 15 yards and on 
hird down, McDougal double-clutched and stepped under a heavy 
blitz to find Lake Dawson for a first down, setting up Burris’ second 
ouchdown of the day. 

“Just when it looked like we were going to give them a knockout, 
hey came right back and then it looked like we were on the ropes 
and we put on a 80-yard drive against the wind,” said Holtz.

Notre Dame has helped build its football tradition with impres- 
sive records against top-ranked opponents and against teams 
entering with lengthy winning streaks. The Fighting Irish own eight 
victories over number-one-ranked teams (most recently over 
unbeaten Florida State in 1993) — with five of those coming in bowl 
games beginning with the 1971 Cotton Bowl. Notre Dame also has 
played the spoiler role on numerous occasions — eight times com- 
ing up with a victory or tie in an opponent's final game of the sea- 
son to end a potential perfect season (Michigan State ‘66, Texas in 
‘71 Cotton Bowl, Alabama in '73 Sugar Bowl, Alabama in '75 
Orange Bowl, Texas in '78 Cotton Bowl, West Virginia in ‘89 Fiesta 
Bowl, Colorado in ‘90 Orange Bowl, Texas A&M in '93 Cotton Bow]).

Notre Dame O, Army O 


November 9, 1946 Yankee Stadium 


The Irish snapped the Cadets’ 25-game victory string with this tie 
before 74,000 fans at Yankee Stadium in New York. Notre Dame 
defenders were the heroes — in particular Johnny Lujack on a late 
solo tackle of Doc Blanchard — as they successfully contained 
Blanchard and Glenn Davis. Each team barely eclipsed the 200- 
yard mark in total offense. The Irish avenged 59-0 and 48-0 defeats 
o Army the previous two years and thwarted the Cadets’ chances 


game unbeaten streak (fourth-longest in college football history). 
The Irish had been the last team to defeat Oklahoma before that 
contest, as they had been victorious on September 26, 1953, by a 28- 
21 count. Lynch's score came on a fourth-down pitch from the three- 
yard line with just 3:50 left on the clock. The Sooners drove to the 
Irish 13 on their first possession but never got closer. 


Notre Dame 24, Texas 11 


January 1, 1971 Cotton Bowl 


Joe Theismann paced the sixth-rated Irish to victory in the Cotton 
Bowl that ended the top-ranked Longhorns’ 30-game winning 
streak and their bid for a second straight perfect season. Theismann 
accounted for three scores in the first 16 minutes of the game — 
throwing once to Tom Gatewood for a score and running twice for 
TDs himself — to give Notre Dame a 24-11 lead at halftime. The Irish 
defense, led by Walt Patulski and Mike Kadish, shut out the potent 
Texas offense in the second half, forcing nine fumbles, five of them 
recovered by Notre Dame. 


Notre Dame 23, USC 14 


October 27, 1973 Notre Dame Stadium 


Eric Penick’s 85-yard burst early in the third quarter keyed eighth- 
ranked Notre Dame’s triumph that ended the sixth-rated Trojans’ 23-

Notre Dame 27, Georgia Tech 14 
October 24, 1953 Notre Dame Stadium 


Heisman Trophy winner John Lattner and fullback Neil Worden 
keyed a dominating Notre Dame ground attack that helped the top- 
ranked Irish end fourth-rated Georgia Tech’s 3l-game unbeaten 
streak, then the longest current streak in college football. The Irish 
inished with a 323-131 edge in rushing yardage — led by Lattner’s 
96 yards and 101 by Worden. Notre Dame's four touchdowns 
marked the most by a Tech opponent during the streak — and a 
hird-period Ralph Guglielmi TD pass marked the first against Tech 
in 22 games. The win came despite the loss of Irish coach Frank 
Leahy, who fainted due to a lower chest muscle spasm while walk- 
ing into the dressing room at halftime.

20 straight road games and 16 games overall. The Hurricanes had 
not lost in an opponent's stadium since traveling to Michigan in 
1984. Irish safety Pat Terrell made the deciding play, batting down a 
two-point conversion pass attempt by Walsh with 45 seconds to play.

Notre Dame halfback Dick Lynch scored the only touchdown of the

Harper attended the University of 
Chicago and played football under the immor- 
tal Amos Alonzo Stagg from 1902-06. He 
acquired his first coaching position the follow- 
ing season at Alma College in Michigan where 
he accumulated a 10-4-4 record from 1906-1908. 
In 1909 he moved to Wabash College in Indiana 
} where he coached until 1913, leaving with a 15- 
9-2 record. In 1913 he became head coach and 
athletic director at Notre Dame, guiding the 


rish to an undefeated season that first year. He resigned at the ag 
of 33 in 1917 to live on his 20,000-acre ranch in Sitka, Kansas. His five- 
year record at Notre Dame stood 34-5-1. Harper was elected to the 
National Football Foundation Hall of Fame in 1971. 
Rockne was offered a post at his alma mater as 
a graduate assistant in chemistry. He accepted 
hat position on the condition that he be allowed 
o help Jesse Harper coach the football team. 
| When Harper retired after the 1917 season, 
Rockne was named his successor. During 
Rockne’s 13-year coaching tenure, the Irish won 
unbeaten and untied seasons. His lifetime winning percentage of 
.881 (105-12-5) still ranks at the top of the list for both college and pro- 
fessional football. Rockne was inducted into the National Football 
Foundation Hall of Fame in the first year of inductions in 1951. He 
also was named the 76th most influential sports figure of the 20th 
century by The Sporting News. 
Heartley (Hunk) Anderson

In 1947 
he became head coach at the University of San Francisco. He went 
to the All-American Conference to coach the Chicago Rockets in 
1948, then joined the LSU staff the following season. He became gen- 
eral manager of the Boston Patriots in 1960. 
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Terry Brennan (1954-58) 


Brennan played under Frank Leahy at 
Notre Dame graduating in 1949. He started for 
hree seasons at halfback and led the Irish in 
receiving and scoring in ‘46 and ‘47 while also 
rushing for 1,269 career yards. After winning 
hree straight city championships at Mount 
Carmel High School in Chicago, he returned to 
Notre Dame in 1953 to coach the freshman 
squad under Leahy. He succeeded Leahy as 
head coach in 1954 and his five-year 32-18 
record included 9-1 and 8-2 records his first two seasons that ranked 
he Irish fourth and ninth, respectively, in the final Associated Press 
polls. In 1959 he became the player conditioning coach for the 
Cincinnati Reds in spring training and eventually joined a Chicago 
investment banking firm. 


Hugh Devore (1945, 1963) 


After graduating from Notre Dame in 
1934 and serving as an end and Irish co-captain 
as a senior, Devore stayed on as freshman 
coach under Elmer Layden. From 1935-1937 he 
served as end coach at Fordham under Jim 
Crowley. He became the head coach at 
Providence in 1938 and stayed until 1941. In 
1942 he took over as assistant head coach at 
Holy Cross. He came back to Notre Dame in 
1943 as Frank Leahy’s end coach and left again 
in 1946, when Leahy returned from military service, to become head 
coach at St. Bonaventure until 1949. He moved on to become head 
coach at New York University until 1952, then became an assistant 
coach for the Green Bay Packers in 1953. He served as head coach 
or the University of Dayton from 1954-55. From 1956-1957 he was 
head coach for the Philadelphia Eagles. 


Sm joe Kuharich (1959-62) 


= Kuharich played professional footbal 

) with the Chicago Cardinals from 1940-1941. He 
served in the Navy for the next four years and in 
1946 became line coach for the Pittsburgh 
| Steelers. He moved on to become line coach a 
| the University of San Francisco in 1947, then 
became the head coach of the Chicago 
Cardinals. In 1953 he scouted for various clubs. 
From 1954-58 he served as the head coach o 
the Washington Redskins, earning pro coach o 
he year honors in ‘55. After his four-year stint at Notre Dame, from 
1958-1962, Kuharich became supervisor of officials for the Nationa 
Football League. From 1964-1969 he was head coach and genera 
manager of the Philadelphia Eagles. 


Ara Parseghian (1964-74) 


After a two-year pro career with the 
Cleveland Browns was halted by injury in 1949, 
Parseghian worked at his alma mater as an 
assistant coach under Woody Hayes at Miami o 
Ohio in 1950. In 1951 he became head coach a 
Miami, where he stayed until 1955. After an 
eight-year career with Northwestern he 
became the head coach at Notre Dame in 1964. 
He resigned in 1974 for health reasons after 1 
years at Notre Dame where he won two consen- 
sus national championships and also guided the Irish to victories in 
the 1971 Cotton Bowl, the 1973 Sugar Bowl, and the 1975 Orange 
Bowl. Named college coach of the year in 1964 after guiding his firs 
Notre Dame team to a 9-1 season, his overall 24-year college coach- 
ing record stood at 170-58-6 (.739). He worked as a color commenta- 


or with ABC Sports from 1975-1981 and served as college football 
analyst for CBS Sports through the 1988 season. He was voted into 
he National Football Foundation Hall of Fame in 1980. 


Dan Devine (1975-80) 


As head coach at Arizona State from 
1955-1957, Devine accumulated a 27-3-1 record. 
From 1958-1970, he guided Missouri to a 93-37-7 
mark. Among his achievements at Missouri 
were victories in the 1961 Orange Bowl, ‘63 
Bluebonnet Bowl, ‘66 Sugar Bowl and ‘69 Gator 
Bowl. He served as head coach and general 
manager of the Green Bay Packers from 1971- 
1974 before his arrival at Notre Dame in 1975. 
His Irish teams won the 1976 Gator Bowl, '77 
Cotton Bowl and ‘78 Cotton Bowl. The 1977 team captured the 
national championship with an 11-1 record. Devine resigned in 1980 
and later became executive director of the Arizona State Sun Angel 
Foundation in Phoenix. In 1992, Devine returned to Missouri as ath- 
letic director and retired at the end of the 1993-94 academic year. He 
was elected into the National Football Foundation Hall of Fame in 


1985. 
Gerry Faust (1981-85) 


Faust began as a three-time letterman 
as quarterback at the University of Dayton. His 
18 years of coaching at Moeller High School in 
Cincinnati (1963-80) produced a 174-17-2 record 
to go with seven unbeaten seasons, four mythi- 
cal national prep titles and five Chio state titles 
in his last six seasons. He coached Notre Dame 
to a 30-26-1 record, including a 1983 Liberty 
Bowl victory and an ‘84 Aloha Bowl appear- 
ance, before resigning at the end of the 1985 
season. Faust spent the next nine seasons (1986-94) as head coach at 
he University of Akron and finished with an overall record of 43-53- 


3 at the school. 
Lou Holtz (1986-96) 


Holtz coached 132 games in 11 seasons 
at Notre Dame and guided his teams to an over- 
all record of 100-30-2 as he holds the Irish record 
for most games coached and is second to Knute 
Rockne in total victories. Holtz led Notre Dame 
to the 1988 national championship and remains 
11th on the NCAA all-time win list for Division I 
A coaches. Holtz took his Notre Dame teams to 
nine straight New Year's Day bowl games from 
1987 through ‘95 and coached the Irish to finish- 
es of sixth or better in the final Associated Press poll in five seasons. 
Holtz was named the national coach of the year in 1988 by several 
organizations and saw his team play the most difficult schedule in 
the country three different years. Holtz had a 32-20-2 mark against 
teams ranked in the Associated Press top 25 during his career with 
the Irish. Before coming to Notre Dame, the Kent State graduate pre- 
viously served as head coach at William & Mary (1969-71), North 
Carolina State (1972-75), Arkansas (1977-83) and Minnesota (1984- 
85). He served as a college football analyst for CBS Sports in 1997 
and '98 before serving as head football coach at the University of 
South Carolina from 1999 to 2004. Holtz compiled a 33-37 record with 
the Gamecocks in six seasons at the helm of the program before 
retiring from coaching at the end of the 2004 season. Upon retire- 
ment, Holtz joined ESPN as a studio analyst for its college football 
coverage, a position he still holds today. In 33 seasons as a college 
head coach, Holtz compiled a record of 249 wins, 133 losses and 
seven ties for a winning percentage of .651. 
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Bob Davie (1997-2001) 


After leading some of the nation’s best 
defenses at Texas A&M and serving as Lou 
Holtz’s defensive coordinator for three seasons 
at Notre Dame, Bob Davie was promoted to 
head coach in November of 1996. During his 
five years at the helm, Davie posted an overall 
record of 35-25 (.583), leading the Irish to three 
bowl games including the 2001 Fiesta Bowl - 
marking Notre Dame's first-ever appearance in 
a Bowl Championship Series game. A Football 
News Coach of the Year Finalist twice during his tenure, Davie 
became the first head coach in Irish history to take his team to a 
bowl game in his first season. Davie’s players garnered the 2001 
AFCA Academic Acievement Award with a perfect 100 percent 
graduation rate and posted two of the highest semester team grade- 
point averages in school history. He is currently a color analyst at 


ESPN. 
Tyrone Willingham (2002-04) 


Willingham led Notre Dame to two bowl 
appearances during his tenure, highlighted an 
eight-game win streak to begin the 2002 season. 
Taking over the program after a successful turn 
at Stanford, he finished 21-15 (.583) in three 
years at Notre Dame. The Irish appeared in the 
2003 Gator Bowl under Willingham, as he 
became the first Irish coach to win 10 games in 
his first season. Willingham earned numerous awards after his 
inaugural campaign, including: ESPN/Home Depot College Coach 
of the Year, Scripps College Coach of the Year, the Black Coaches 


Male Coach of the Year and the George Hunger Award College 
Coach of the Year by the Maxwell Football Club. He also became 
the first college football coach to be named The Sporting News 
Sportsman of the Year in 2002 while also being named the most 
influential minority in sports by Sports Illustrated. Shortly after leav- 
ing Notre Dame, Willingham became the head football coach at the 
University of Washington and served in that role through the 2008 
season.

Since 1977, the NCAA has produced a 
ist of toughest schedules based on the record 
of Division I-A opponents when not playing 
he team in question (bowl games are not 
included). In those 32 years, Notre Dame's 
schedule (in 1978, 1985, 1987, 1989 and 1995) 
has been rated as the most difficult in the 
country five times, three other times finished 
hird (1986, 1999 and 2003) and placed fourth 
wice (1979 and 1990). 
otre Dame has ranked among the elite 
eams in college football in recent years, com- 
piling a combined 180-85-2 (.678) over the last 
21 seasons and playing in New Year's Day (or 
ater) bowl games in 14 of the last 21 years. 
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Tennessee and at USC. 

The Irish have faced four or more ranked 
opponents in 16 of the last 20 seasons and in 
21 of the last 26 years. 

In 1990, Notre Dame faced seven teams 
that held rankings at the time of the game 
and in 1989, the Irish again met a total of 
seven teams that were ranked at the time of 
the contest and faced eight teams that 
appeared in bowl games. In 1988, Notre 
Dame defeated teams ranked #1 (Miami), #2 
(USC) and #3 (West Virginia) at the time of the 
games. That marked the best effort in that 
category since Notre Dame's national cham- 
pionship team defeated the teams that fin- 


That glossy record becomes even mor 
noteworthy considering no team in the coun- 
ry has faced a more difficult schedule and 
achieved more victories over quality oppo- 
nents than the Irish during that period. 

In 2005, the Irish defeated three ranked 
opponents during the regular season with all 
of those victories coming on the road (at #23 
Pittsburgh, at #3 Michigan and at #22 
Purdue). Charlie Weis' debut season at Notre 
Dame featured five contests against ranked 
opponents, including a last-second loss to 
then-#1 USC in Notre Dame Stadium. 

During the 2002 season, Notre Dame 
defeated four ranked teams in the regular 
season, tying them with Miami for most wins 
against ranked opponents during the regular 
season. Tyrone Willingham’'s final team in 
2004 faced four ranked opponents, defeating 
two (#8 Michigan, #9 Tennessee). 

During Bob Davie's five seasons, Notre 
Dame faced 21 ranked opponents. The 2000 
schedule saw the Irish open the campaign 
against four ranked opponents, marking only 
the second time in college football history that 
has happened (Central Florida was the other 
team in 1999). The ‘99 schedule featured six 
games versus ranked opponents and was 
rated the third toughest. In Davie’s first sea- 
son, the Irish also played six ranked foes and 
had a schedule that was determined to be the 
15th toughest nationally. 
During Lou Holtz’s 11 seasons, Notre 
Dame played 56 games against teams 
appearing in the Associated Press top 25 poll 
— with the Irish achieving a 34-20-2 (.625) 
record, including a 21-15-1 mark (.581) against 
top 10 teams. 

Thrice during the Holtz era — in 1987, 
1989 and 1995 — the NCAA rated Notre 
Dame's schedule the most challenging. In 
fact, over the combined five years between 
1986-90, Notre Dame also rated tops on the 
difficulty list, according to the NCAA statistics. 

The Irish peaked in that category in both 
1989 and 1990 (when Notre Dame was finish- 
ing 12-1 and 9-3, respectively) when in each 
of those seasons they faced seven ranked 
opponents, the most ever confronted in a sea- 
son by a Notre Dame squad. 

In ‘89, Notre Dame finished the year with 
three straight road games against ranked 
foes, knocking off top-ranked and unbeaten 
Colorado in the Orange Bowl. In ‘90, the Irish 
closed the year playing four straight ranked 
teams (three on the road), including wins at 


ished #2 (lowa Pre-Flight), #3 (Michigan) and 
#4 (Navy) in the final AP poll. 

In 1987, Notre Dame played eight teams 
in the top 20 either at the time the game was 
played or in the final regular-season poll. In 
1986, Notre Dame played four teams ranked 
in the top 10 time of the game, which marked

Since the weekly AP rankings began in 
1936, the 1989 and 1990 campaigns marked 
he first in which the Irish played seven 
ranked opponents during the season. Notre 
Dame has had 10 seasons in which it played 
six ranked opponents (ranked at the time of 
he game) — in 1952 (Notre Dame finished 7- 
2-1 against that schedule), 1953 (9-0-1), 1958 (6-

Bowl Game Recaps 


1925 ROSE BOWL 


Notre Dame 27 - Stanford 10 


PASADENA (Jan. 1, 1925) — With the fabled Four Horsemen making 
their final appearance together, Notre Dame ventured to the distant 
West Coast and proved its worth by downing Stanford 27-10 in the 1925 
Rose Bowl. The win gave Notre Dame a 10-0 record for the 1924 season 
and the national championship. 

Although Pop Warner's Indians won the battle of the statistics-best- 
ing Notre Dame in virtually every offensive category-the Irish, coached 
by Knute Rockne, capitalized on Stanford miscues and came up on top 
on the scoreboard. 

Stanford opened the scoring in the first quarter as Murray 
Cuddeback kicked a 27-yard field goal. But that was all the Indians 
could manage until late in the game when the outcome was almost 
assured. 
Elmer Layden shone as a sparkling jewel in the Notre Dame crown 
all afternoon. The skinny fullback scored three touchdowns for the Irish, 
including two on interception returns. He also helped the Notre Dame 
cause with his punting that forced Stanford into poor field position on 
many occasions. 

Layden’s first score, a three-yard plunge across the goal line, 
capped a 46-yard drive by Notre Dame. Although Jim Crowley's kick 
failed, Notre Dame owned a 6-3 lead early in the second quarter. 

Late in the second period, Layden stunned the capacity crowd of 
53,000 in the Rose Bowl by intercepting an Ernie Nevers pass and gal- 
loping downfield for 78 yards for another touchdown. This time Crowley, 
another one of the Horsemen, converted the extra-point attempt. 
Even though the stronger, more physical Stanford Indians were 
controlling the line play, Rockne’s swift and crafty Irish kept putting 
points on the scoreboard. 
Late in the third quarter, Stanford fumbled an Elmer Layden punt 
on its own 20-yard line. A quick-thinking Ed Hunsinger picked up the 
ball and ran untouched into the end zone for another Notre Dame score. 
With Crowley's kick, Notre Dame held a commanding 20-3 lead. 
Stanford finally staged a late rally and threatened to dash the Irish 
hopes of a Midwest victory. Nevers, a star on both offense and defense, 
provided the heroics as he intercepted a Notre Dame pass on the 
Stanford 20-yard line, thwarting an Irish scoring drive. He then guided 
he Indians downfield to the Notre Dame seven. Another Stanford back, 
Ed Walker, passed to Ted Shipkey, a two-way star for the Indians, for the 
score. Cuddeback’s kick brought Stanford back to within 10 points at 20- 
10. 


The Indians moved into scoring territory again in the final stanza. 
Nevers brought Stanford all the way to the Notre Dame eight-inch line. 
But an inspired Irish line made a superb defensive stance on Nevers’ 
inal plunge, and the Notre Dame advantage stayed intact. 

Notre Dame crossed the goal line a final time with only 30 seconds 
eft in the contest that was played in 89-degree heat. Layden again inter- 
cepted a Nevers pass and took it 70 yards into the end zone. Crowley 
added the final touches with his kick. 
Layden and Crowley proved the Irish standouts of the afternoon, 
but the two other Horsemen-Don Miller and quarterback Harry 
Stuhldreher-also played a big part in the Notre Dame win. Stuhldreher 
broke an ankle early in the contest but continued to play despite the 
painful injury. Captain Adam Walsh anchored the line play at center. 

The story of the game proved to be Notre Dame's penchant for turn- 
ing Stanford mistakes into Notre Dame scores. 

“Tt is true that we got the breaks, but we would have won anyway,” 
said Rockne. “It is one thing to get the breaks and another thing to take 
advantage of them. Stanford played a wonderful game, but we won 
fairly, playing the ball as it came to us, and we hope to be given credit 
for that.”

Bowl Game Recaps 


1970 COTTON BOWL 


DALLAS — After a 45-year absence, Notre Dame reappeared on the 
bowl scene. 

The Irish, who headed into the battle with a respectable 8-1-1 
record, drew the unenviable assignment of challenging the nation’s 
number-one team - the unbeaten Longhorns of Texas. With visions of the 
Four Horsemen dancing in their heads, the Irish almost pulled off the 
upset. Only a 76-yard drive late in the final period, capped by Billy 
Dale's one-yard scoring plunge, gave the Longhorns a hard fought 21- 
17 victory and insured their claim to the national title. 

Although Texas won the annual Cotton Bow! Classic on this sun- 
drenched but chilly New Year's Day before a packed house of 73,000, 
Notre Dame, coached by Ara Parseghian, matched the powerful 
Longhorns yard for yard until the final gun. 

The Irish opened the scoring in the first quarter as Scott Hempel 
converted a 26-yard field goal. After the opening kickoff junior quarter- 
back Joe Theismann guided the Irish 82 yards downfield, eating up six 
minutes on the clock, to set the stage for Hempel's kick. 

Notre Dame scored again early in the second period as Theismann 
shocked the Longhorns by tossing a 54-yard touchdown bomb to Tom 
Gatewood on the first play from scrimmage after a Texas punt. Hempel's 
kick made it 10-0 for Notre Dame. 

The Longhorns first lit the scoreboard in the second quarter as they 
drove 74 yards in nine plays. Behind the running of Ted Koy and Jim 
Bertelsen and the passing of James Street, the Longhorns moved into 
Notre Dame territory and ended the scoring march on Bertelsen’s one- 
yard dash into the end zone. Happy Feller converted the PAT and the 
Longhorns trailed 10-7. 
Neither team crossed the goal line again until the final period. 

Texas jumped out in front of the Irish in the fourth quarter on a 
bruising 77-yard drive. Steve Worster, the game's leading rusher with 
155 yards, barreled his way through the Irish defense for long gains of 
eight, nine and seven yards, while Bertelsen, who finished the afternoon 
with 81 yards, added carries of five and six yards to the Longhorn effort. 
Koy took the ball in from the three, and Feller’s kick gave Texas a 14-10 
lead. 


Notre Dame fought right back. With Theismann at the controls, 
Notre Dame went 80 yards in eight plays to go ahead 17-14. The feisty 
Theismann put together scampers of 14 and 11 yards and tossed an 11- 
yard pass to Dennis Allen. The Irish finally scored on a 24-yard touch- 
down pass from Theismann to Jim Yoder. 
With still seven minutes left in the battle, coach Darrell Royal and 
his Longhorns weren't about to watch their national championship 
dreams be snuffed out by an upstart group of Irishmen from Notre 
Dame. Texas made the most of its final surge. Twice the Longhorns need- 
ed conversions on fourth down to maintain possession, and the final one 
dashed Notre Dame's hopes. Street, on fourth and two from the Irish 10- 
yard line, threw low and wide to end Cotton Speyrer, but the lanky red- 
head snared it at the two. The Irish defense then halted a pair of 
Longhorn rushing plays, but on the third try, Dale found the end zone 
and the Longhorns had their national championship with only 1:08 left 
on the clock. 

Notre Dame tried another comeback attempt with the seconds tick- 
ing away. Theismann brought the Irish all the way to the Texas 39, but 
with 28 seconds left, Tom Campbell intercepted Theismann’s final pass. 

Worster earned the game's offensive player award, while Notre 
Dame's captain Bob Olson won the most valuable defensive player 
honor. 

Theismann’s efforts established Cotton Bowl records in two cate- 
gories. His 231 yards passing broke Roger Staubach’s previous mark of 
228 (1964) and his 279 yards total offense surpassed Duke Carlisle's 267 
standard, also set in 1964.

DALLAS — Notre Dame's defense caused nine Texas fumbles and All- 
America quarterback Joe Theismann personally accounted for three 
scores in the first 16 1/2 minutes en route to a 24-11 Irish victory in the 
1971 Cotton Bowl Classic. 

The victory, Notre Dame’s 10th against only one loss during the sea- 
son, stopped the Longhorns’ 30-game winning string and knocked top- 
ranked Texas out of the race for its second consecutive national champi- 
onship. 

The decisive win was the first bowl victory in 46 years for Notre 
Dame, who returned to the postseason scene the year before after a 45- 
year absence. 

Both teams displayed their offensive fireworks in the first half as the 
rish built up a 24-11 advantage that held up until the final buzzer. 

Texas cracked the scoring barrier early in the first period on Happy 
Feller's 23-yard field goal. On the first play of the Texas possession, quar- 
erback Eddie Phillips rambled 63 yards downfield on an option play. 
But the Notre Dame defense stiffened its resistance and the Longhorns 
had to settle for only the three-pointer. 

Then, Theismann ignited the Notre Dame charge by rallying the 
rish to three touchdowns on their next four possessions. The senior all- 
star guided the Irish 80 yards in only 10 plays and tossed a 26-yard pass 
o Tom Gatewood for the touchdown. The scoring march included 
another Theismann pass to Gatewood (this one for 17 yards) and a 
Theismann scamper of 12 yards, along with runs of seven, 11 and six 
yards by John Cieszkowski. Scott Hempel's kick gave the Irish a 7-3 lead, 
and they never looked back. 

Notre Dame increased its lead by seven 2 1/2 minutes later. Tom 
Eaton recovered a Texas fumble on the kickoff at the Longhorn 13-yard 
ine. Six plays later, Theismann took the ball in himself on a three-yard 
run. Hempel again converted the PAT. 

The Irish scored again on another Theismann run - this one from 15 
yards - early in the second period. He helped the Irish march the 53 
yards in the drive by tossing a 19-yard pass to Mike Creaney. Ed Gulyas 
contributed a 12-yard run. 

Although the Longhorns had trouble getting their famed Wishbone 
attack off the ground because of a unique Notre Dame defensive align- 
ment, Texas did manage another score in the second period. Phillips 
abandoned the run and went to the most rusty weapon in the Longhorn 
arsenal - the pass. He hit tight end Deryl Comer three times (for eight, 36 
and 10 yards) in an 84-yard drive that climaxed on Jim Bertelsen’s two- 
yard run. A Phillips pass to Danny Lester added two points. 

The Irish wrapped up the scoring on a 36-yard field goal by 
Hempel with 24 seconds remaining on the clock before intermission. 
The second half turned into a defensive struggle as Notre Dame 
played it conservatively, and Texas tried to figure out the Irish defensive 
setup that featured six men on the line of scrimmage - with three across 
rom the Longhorn center. 

Neither team mounted much of a scoring threat. However, in the 
hird period, the fired-up Notre Dame defense took the steam out of a 
promising Longhorn drive. Irish linebacker Jim Musuraca met Bertelsen 
head-on at the Notre Dame 35-yard line and forced another fumble, one 
of five recovered by the Irish, that gave the ball and the momentum to 
Notre Dame. 

Texas, who entered the game as the nation’s top-ranked rushing 
eam with an average of 374 yards per game, managed only 216 yards 
against the Irish. Phillips accumulated 164 of those yards. Notre Dame's 
ground game netted only 146 yards, paced by Cieszkowski's 52. 

Phillips, who combined for 363 yards total offense, erased 
Theismann’s standard of 279, set the previous year. He was voted the top 
offense player, while Notre Dame's Clarence Ellis earned the defensive 
honor.

yards, galloped down the sidelines on a 50-yard touchdown pass 
play from quarterback David Humm and tossed a 52-yard scoring 
aerial to Frosty Anderson as the Cornhuskers rolled to their third 
consecutive Orange Bowl conquest. 

The defeat was the worst for the Irish since Ara Parseghian 
took over the Notre Dame coaching reins in 1964. 

Nebraska, a Big Eight power, bolted to a 20-0 halftime lead and 
added three more touchdowns - all by Rodgers - in the third period 
before Notre Dame managed a meaningless touchdown in the final 
quarter. That six-pointer, a five-yard scoring pass from Tom 
Clements to Pete Demmerle, kept Notre Dame’s streak of scoring in 
72 straight games alive. 

Rodgers scored his first touchdown in the first quarter on an 
eight-yard run that capped a 76-yard drive. That march also includ- 
ed scampers of 13 and 10 yards by Rodgers as well as runs of 12 and 
six yards by Dave Goeller. Rick Sanger’s kick made it Nebraska 7, 
Notre Dame 0. 

In the second quarter, Gary Dixon helped the Huskers go 80 
yards in 11 plays with a 36-yard burst. He then plunged over from 
the one-yard line and Sanger’s kick gave Nebraska a 14-0 lead. 

On Nebraska's next possession, Humm lateraled to Rodgers on 
the first play from scrimmage. Rodgers then heaved his 52-yard

NEW ORLEANS — It was to be a dream game. 

Two undefeated, highly-ranked teams with long and storied 
gridiron traditions were set to battle for the national championship. It 
was billed as a classic confrontation - the game of the century. 

The prognosticators’ predictions rang true as the 1973 Sugar 
Bowl saw Notre Dame emerge a 24-23 winner over Alabama in a 
thriller that saw the lead change hands six times. 

Bob Thomas, who had missed two attempts earlier in the game, 
kicked a 19-yard field goal with 4:26 remaining to give the Fighting 
Trish and coach Ara Parseghian the one-point upset over top-rated 
Alabama. The win also clinched the national championship for Notre 
Dame which finished the season at 11-0. 

The record crowd of 85,161 was treated to a pulsating battle that 
went to the wire. With three minutes to play, Alabama's punting spe- 
cialist, Greg Gantt, booted a 69-yard punt that backed up the Irish to 
heir own one-yard line. However, Gantt was fouled on the play and 
Alabama was entitled to keep the ball with fourth down and five 
yards to go. 
But Alabama's Paul “Bear” Bryant elected to decline the penalty, 
hoping his defense could force an Irish turnover deep in their own ter- 
ritory. Moments later, Notre Dame quarterback Tom Clements rifled a 
pass to tight end Robin Weber at the 38 and secured the national 
championship. 
The Irish opened the contest with a superb defensive effort that 
held the Tide without a yard gained in the first period. Led by 
Clements, who shot passes of 19, 26 and 14 yards to split end Pete 
Demmerle, the Irish offense drew first blood in the opening period. 
Fullback Wayne Bullock capped a 64-yard scoring drive with a six- 
yard gallop into the end zone. 
Alabama's thoroughbred backs made it out of the starting gate 
in the second period. They produced three long drives that resulted in 
a pair of scores - the first coming with 7:30 remaining. Randy 
Billingsley scored on a six-yard run and Bill Davis added the extra 
point that put Alabama up by one at 7-6. 

On the ensuing kickoff, Notre Dame's Al Hunter stunned the 
crowd with his dazzling 93-yard return, the longest in Sugar Bow] his- 
tory. The Irish went for two and converted as Clements hit Demmerle

MIAMI — Alabama and Notre Dame locked horns again. 

Although the stakes weren't as high (only Alabama was ranked 
number one, undefeated and looking for a national championship), 
the atmosphere was just as electric and frenzied as the 1973 Sugar 
Bowl. And this game was to be Ara Parseghian’s last as head coach 
at Notre Dame. After 11 successful seasons and two national champi- 
onships, he was hanging up his coach's playbook. 

The Fighting Irish, though decided underdogs with their 9-2 
ledger, gave Parseghian a proper going-away present - a 13-11 victo- 
ry that denied the Tide the national title for the second straight year 
and gave Alabama and coach Paul “Bear” Bryant its eighth consecu- 
tive non-win in bowl competition. 

Notre Dame staked itself to a 13-0 lead midway through the open- 
ing half and withstood the Tide's offensive thrust until the final gun 
sounded. The Irish got their first touchdown in the opening period. 
Alabama fumbled a Tony Brantley punt and Al Samuel recovered the 
ball at the Tide's 16-yard line. 

Three plays later Notre Dame faced a fourth-and-one call at the 
seven. Wayne Bullock powered his way over the left side for three 
yards and a crucial first down. On the next play, he slithered into the 
end zone on a four-yard jaunt for the first Irish score. Dave Reeve 
added the extra point. 

With 50 seconds left in the first quarter, the Notre Dame offense 
took control at its own 23-yard line and quarterback Tom Clements 
engineered another scoring drive - this one encompassing 77 yards in 
17 plays and taking 7:21 off the clock. The Irish attempted only one 
pass in the march, a nine-yard completion to Mark McLane. The run- 
ning game featured McLane and Samuel working the sweeps and 
Bullock picking up his yardage up the middle. 

The drive almost stalled at the Alabama 28-yard line when the 
Irish faced a fourth-and-four situation. But an offsides call on the Tide 
on the Irish field-goal attempt gave Notre Dame new life. The Irish 
made the most of that resurrection, as McLane took a pitchout and ran 
12 yards. Two plays later he twisted loose from the Alabama defense 
and went nine yards for the score. Reeve's kick was off the mark and 
Notre Dame had to settle for a 13-0 lead. 

The Irish fumbled on their next possession and gave the Tide the 
football on the Notre Dame 40-yard line. Alabama's game plan was to 
go to the air, and quarterback Richard Todd hit Ozzie Newsome for 11 
yards and Jerry Brown for 12 yards to help the Tide move to the Notre 
Dame eight-yard mark. But the Irish defense dug in, and Alabama 
could manage only a 21-yard field goal by Danny Ridgeway. 

After a scoreless third quarter in which the Irish held Alabama to 
just three first downs, all by passing, Notre Dame took over at its own 
eight. The offense, dormant since the second quarter, surged to life. 
Samuel picked up 20 yards on a pair of sweeps to get the Irish out of 
the hole. But the Tide stopped a fourth-down try and immediately 
went to work. 

Again, Alabama, which had averaged only 11 passes a game 
during the season, went to the air. Todd carried the Tide to the Irish 12- 
yard line but then delivered an interception to John Dubenetzky, who 
returned the ball 16 yards to the 26. 

The Irish couldn't put together a sustained drive and turned the 
ball over to Alabama with 4:29 left. On fourth down and five yards to 
go, Todd let loose a 48-yard touchdown pass to Russ Schamun. The 
Tide added two points on a conversion pass from Todd to George 
Pugh. 

Alabama got the ball back with just under two minutes remain- 
ing. Needing only a field goal to avenge the 24-23 loss in the ‘73 Sugar 
Bowl, Todd tossed to Schamun for a 16-yard gain and to Randy 
Billinsley for an eight-yard reception. But Reggie Barnett intercepted 
Todd's next throw and sealed the verdict in favor of the Irish.

Reeve. That Irish drive was helped by a punt interferenc 


against Penn State, one of six penalties assessed against the Nittany 
Lions during the game. 
Led by linebackers Bob Golic, Doug Becker and Steve 
Heimkreiter and strong safety Jim Browner, the Irish defense 
clamped down on Penn State’s usually proficient offense. Notre 
Dame never allowed the Lions beyond their own 32 in the first half 
after their initial possession. 

And despite good yardage totals in the second half, Penn State 
was unable to score a touchdown until Bruce Clark blocked a punt 
deep in Notre Dame territory with 9:14 left in the game. Quarterback 
Chuck Fusina tossed an eight-yard pass to Matt Suhey on the sec- 


ond play from scrimmage for the score. The Nittany Lions’ two-point 
conversion attempt failed. 
Penn State edged the Irish in total offense by one yard - gain- 


ing 274 yards to 273 for Notre Dame. The Nittany Lions gained 156 
yards on the ground compared to the Irish total of 132. But 15th- 
ranked Notre Dame edged the Lions 141-118 in the passing depart- 
ment. 

Hunter was the leading rusher in the game, gaining 102 yards 
on 26 carries. Bob Torrey paced the Nittany Lions with 63 yards in 12 
tries.

DALLAS — And then there were none. Not one unbeaten football 
team in major college football remained. 

Dan Devine's Fighting Irish of Notre Dame took care of the last 
one, using an unrelenting defense to force six Texas turnovers and 
an opportunistic offense which capitalized on five of them to rout the 
previously unbeaten Longhorns 38-10 in the Cotton Bowl and claim 
the national championship for themselves. 

The victory elevated Notre Dame into the top spot in both the 

AP and UPI final polls. Meanwhile, Texas - which had held the num- 
ber-one ranking in both polls coming into the game - slipped to 
fourth in AP and fifth in UPI. 
The Irish were devastating, particularly in the trenches, where 
the Irish defensive line threw a lasso around Texas Heisman Trophy 
winner Earl Campbell. Though Campbell did gain 116 yards on 29 
carries, they were all tough yards. His longest run from scrimmage 
was only 18 late in the second quarter. 

The Irish also forced the Longhorns into six turnovers, three 
umbles and three interceptions, and took advantage of what Texas 
gave them with an offensive line performance which was awe- 
some. 

Backs Jerome Heavens and Vagas Ferguson gained 102 and 
00 yards, respectively, by going where the Longhorns weren't. 
Ferguson, who also scored three touchdowns, won the outstanding 
offensive player honor. 

Defensively, the top honor went to Irish middle linebacker Bob 
Golic, who made 17 tackles and blocked a field-goal attempt by 
Russell Erxleben. 
After the teams had traded field goals in the first quarter - Notre 
Dame's Dave Reeve hit a 47-yarder (after a Texas fumble) before 
Erxleben connected on a 42-yarder into a 12 mph wind - Golic and 
eammates Mike Calhoun and Doug Becker forced a Ham Jones 
umble on a screen pass from Randy McEachern and Jim Browner 
recovered at the Longhorn 27. 

Senior captain Terry Eurick scored on the fifth play after that 
urnover to give the Irish a 10-3 lead on the first play of the second 
quarter. 
Defensive tackle Ken Dike then got into the act on Texas’ next 
possession, stripping a scrambling McEachern of the ball, which 
Willie Fry recovered at the Longhorn 35. 

Five plays later, Eurick scampered in from the 10 for a 17-3 lead. 
An interception by linebacker Becker set up Notre Dame's third 
ouchdown of the period, a 17-yard pass from Joe Montana to 
Ferguson. 
But the Longhorns threw a scare into the Irish late in the quar- 
er when McEachern directed a 68-yard, six-play drive in just 22 sec- 
onds to score. The touchdown came on a 13-yard aerial from 
McEachern to Mike Lockett after Irish safety Jim Browner had been 
called for interference on the last play of the first half. 

The Irish regained the lost momentum when linebacker Steve 
Heimkreiter intercepted a McEachern pass midway through the 
hird quarter. Ferguson went the final three yards on the 29-yard 
drive off left tackle to score, making it 31-10. 

The loss ended a storybook season for first-year coach Fred 
Akers whose Longhorns had won 11 straight games. Notre Dame 
survived an early loss to Mississippi to finish 11-1 with 10 straight 
victories.

DALLAS — Notre Dame utilized a miracle rally beginning midway 
hrough the fourth period to shock Houston 35-34 and capture the 
43rd and coldest Cotton Bowl. It featured a comeback that many 
ongtime observers called the greatest in Irish football history. 
Quarterback Joe Montana, who missed most of the third quar- 
er because of below-normal body temperature, captained an Irish

Two points were once again a 
must for the Irish, who brought the score to 34-28 with a Montana-to- 
Haines completion. 

The once dumfounded Notre Dame legions suddenly had rea- 
son to cheer. Their Irish were rolling, or so it seemed, until all 
momentum seemed gone with 2:05 left in the game. It was then 
when Montana fumbled after a 16-yard run to the Houston 20 and 
Cougar Tommy Ebner recovered. 

The Irish defense stiffened, and with a fourth-and-one from the 
Cougar 29 and 35 seconds left, Yeoman overruled a possible punt to 
go for the first down that would seal a win for the Southwest 
Conference champions. But Notre Dame held on a great stop by 
reshman Joe Gramke and the Irish took over with 28 ticks of the 
clock left, just 29 yards short of paydirt. 

Montana, who needed a dose of chicken soup to help erase his 
hypothermic condition, started the last-ditch Irish effort by running 
or 11 yards and then throwing to Kris Haines for a gain of 10.

Georgia 17 - Notre Dame 10 


NEW ORLEANS — The day before Georgia met Notre Dame in the Sugar 
Bowl, Vince Dooley was hoping his football players would spend New 
Year's Eve night “in their hotel rooms, watching whatever it is they drop in 
New York, that ball or whatever.” 

By the time the two teams had played out Georgia's 17-10 win over 
Notre Dame in the 47th Sugar Bowl, Georgia had watched and claimed 
everything that fell from the heavens of the Superdome, including its firs’ 
national championship. 
The Bulldogs capitalized on two critical Notre Dame mistakes in the 
irst half for touchdown drives of one and 22 yards, then fought back 
repeated Notre Dame threats in the second half giving 12-0 Georgia its firs 
unbeaten season since 1946. 

After seventh-ranked Notre Dame took a 3-0 lead on the game's firs 
possession, the Irish drove to the Georgia 31 the next time they had the ball. 
But freshman Terry Hoage shot through the middle to block Harry Oliver's 
48-yard field goal attempt. The play did two things. It led to Georgia's firs’ 
score and warned Notre Dame of the strange perils that lay ahead. 

The game’s most valuable player, Herschel Walker, ran the ball six 
times to the Notre Dame 19 before the drive stopped and Rex Robinson 
kicked a 46-yard field goal to make it 3-3. 

Robinson kicked off and drove the ball high and deep. Notre Dame 
deep backs Jim Stone and Ty Barber drifted away from the ball before it hit 
near the goal and began bouncing laterally. Stone had called for Barber to 
take the kick, but the crowd noise drowned out the call. Stone went after the 
ball but Georgia's Bob Kelly recovered at the one. Two plays later Walker 
dove over from the one and Georgia was ahead to stay 10-3. 

If the 59-yard onsides kick hadn't done enough damage, Notre Dame 
gave Georgia the eventual game-winning score in the first minute of the 
second quarter. 

Notre Dame fullback John Sweeney’s only carry of the game ended in 
a fumble when he was hit by linebacker Frank Ros at the Notre Dame 20. 
Chris Welton recovered for Georgia at the 22, the first of four Notre Dame 
turnovers. 

Walker ran off right tackle for 12 yards and quarterback Buck Belue 
scrambled for seven more to the three. Walker took it over from there, scoot- 
ing around right end untouched. Georgia had only three first downs and a 
17-3 lead. 

After Georgia went ahead on Walker's run, Notre Dame drove to the 
Bulldog 13 but again came away frustrated. Quarterback Mike Courey’s 
lob pass for Pete Holohan was intercepted by Scott Woerner in the end 
zone. Midway through the third period the game's next serious threat 
developed when Notre Dame again drove to the Georgia 13. It was 
stopped when Woerner tipped away a Blair Kiel pass to Holohan in the end 
zone. 


If Georgia's special teams ignited the win, the Bulldog defense fanned 
he flames in the second half. Belue went almost 58 minutes of the game 
without a completion and finished one-for-12. Walker, who gained 95 yards 
on 17 first-half carries managed only 55 on 19 second-half attempts. 

As the third period wore on, Notre Dame's size began taking its toll on 
he smaller Bulldogs. Hanging in became an obvious chore. 

With five minutes rem aining in the third period Kiel - who quarter- 
backed the entire second half after Courey broke his right hand just before 
halftime - drove Notre Dame 57 methodical yards in 10 impressive plays. 
Phil Carter scored from one yard out and Oliver's kick made it 17-10 with 
:04 left in the third period. 

On its next possession Notre Dame drove from its 46 to the Georgia 27 
in five quick plays. But just when it appeared the Irish had the Bulldogs on 
he ropes, Woerner made another big play. On third and three at the 
Bulldog 20, the Georgia safety sliced through and dropped Phil Carter for 
a one-yard loss. Oliver - who had a one-for-four day on field goals - missed 
a 38-yard attempt. 

Georgia defensive coordinator Erk Russell watched the mounting 
rish momentum with a degree of concern. Notre Dame’s domination - the 
rish outgained Georgia 328 yards to 127 and had a 78-65 edge in plays - 
appeared to be mounting with each possession. 

With nine minutes remaining Georgia had an opportunity to put 
Notre Dame out of reach of a one-touchdown comeback. Kiel's deep side- 
ine pass from Hunter was intercepted by Mike Fisher at the Notre Dame 37. 
An incomplete long pass and two running plays by Walker gained six 
yards. Robinson pushed his 48-yard field goal wide to the right.

EMPHIS — Notre Dame risked being labeled a “Scrooge” by finally 
shedding its charitable image in the 1983 Liberty Bowl. 

After literally giving away victory and a chance at a major bowl bid 
to Penn State and Air Force in the waning seconds of the last two games 
the regular season, the Irish defense tightened its money clip and 
mphatically refused Boston College's request for a 10-2 record and resi- 
ency among the nation’s top 10 teams. 
With just 1:08 left on the clock and the Irish clinging to a perilously 
im 19-18 advantage, Boston College faced a crucial fourth-and-four situ- 
ation at the Notre Dame 35-yard line. Quarterback Doug Flutie, the 
Eagles’ shifty 5-9 junior who already had completed 16 of 36 passes for 287 
yards, was threatening to pull off another magical comeback. 

But Flutie’s last attempt fell incomplete. The Notre Dame defense 
blitzed and forced Flutie, who had slipped on the frozen turf, to unload the 
ball a bit sooner than planned. Freshman cornerback Troy Wilson smoth- 
ered intended receiver Joe Giaquinto, who dove for Flutie’s pass and 
missed. 

The Irish took possession with just a minute left and needed only to 
run out the clock for the 19-18 victory in Memphis. The Notre Dame 
defense had clung to its final margin of victory for 22 minutes-an eternity 
for Irish players, coaches and fans who were shivering with the thought of 
deja vu. 

Senior quarterback Blair Kiel, who was relegated to relief duties after 
the first three games of the season, regained the starting nod on the basis 
of his off-the-bench performance in the last game against Air Force. He 
responded by completing 11] of 19 passes for 151 yards, including a 14- 
yard touchdown pass to freshman Alvin Miller. 

Kiel’s accurate passing complemented Notre Dame's two-pronged 
running attack which somehow managed to establish a strong footing on 
the icy field that was slippery between the hash marks and soft on the 
sides. 

Instead of the usual I-formation, fullback Chris Smith and tailback 
Allen Pinkett shared time behind the huge Irish offensive line. The set-up 
was new, but the plays were the same. And the wrinkles caused the Eagle 
defense plenty of problems. Pinkett skated for 111 yards and a pair of 
touchdowns on 28 carries, while it took Smith 18 tries to gain his personal 
best of 104 yards. 

But despite the offensive displays of Flutie and Kiel and Company 
and the last-minute heroics of the Irish defense, the difference in the game 
proved to be Mike Johnston's one successful extra point. His next two 
attempts were blocked, but he still fared better than the Eagles. Brian 
Waldron slipped on his only try and both two-point conversion attempts 
failed. 

Flutie’s pinpoint passing (three completions for 64 yards) moved 
Boston College into the end zone in just seven plays after the opening 
kickoff. Flutie’s favorite receiver, Brian Brennan, dove for a 17-yard touch- 
down catch to put the Eagles on the board. 

But the Irish came right back with a 15-play, 87-yard drive that con- 
sumed nearly eight minutes. On fourth and one, Pinkett crossed the goa 
line. Johnston kicked the only successful PAT of the evening and Notre 
Dame led 7-6. 

Holding penalties thwarted Notre Dame's next two scoring opportu- 
nities and nearly wiped out a third after Golic blocked a John Mihalik pun 
and Stacey Toran recovered at the Eagles’ six. But on third and 14, Kie 
lofted a scoring pass to Miller, who had only caught two the entire season. 

On their next possession, the Irish marched 53 yards in six plays as 
Pinkett scored from the three around right end. Notre Dame moved in fron

But Flutie got back on track after the ensuing kickoff with a 42-yard 
pass to fullback Bob Biestek. Three plays later he connected with flanker 
Gerard Phelan for a 28-yard touchdown. 

The Irish opened the second half by driving to the Eagles’ 15 but 
were forced to give up the football when Pinkett was stopped short on 
fourth and one. 

Flutie then directed the Eagles 85 yards downfield and tossed a 
three-yard scoring pass to tight end Scott Gieselman. But Tony Furjanic, 
Notre Dame's defensive MVP with seven tackles and an interception, bat- 
ted Flutie’s two-point conversion pass away from Gieselman, and the Irish 
were still ahead, 19-18.

HONOLULU — It had all the earmarks of a classic Notre Dame come- 
back. 

In fact, the Irish already had done it once that day-rebounding 

rom a quick 14-0 deficit to tie the contest at 17 heading into the final 
period of the Aloha Bowl against SMU. 
This time, the Ponies had grabbed a 27-17 advantage with 6:13 
remaining. With SMU expecting a pass, Notre Dame ran nine straight 
imes in a 2:57 period before John Carney’s 3l-yard field goal at the 
3:15 mark. 

The Irish defense then did the job, halting Reggie Dupard on a 
hird-and-four attempt from the SMU 26. Mike Kovaleski stopped him 
after only a single yard. 

After SMU's punt, quarterback Steve Beuerlein went to work from 
he Irish 23 with 2:42 left on the clock. Beuerlein had thrown only 12 
passes to that point in the game. He would throw 11] in the next 2:19, 
almost enough for a patented Notre Dame finish. But he finished one 
short. 

A second down Beuerlein run for 14 yards gave the Irish a first 
down at the SMU 17. Mark Bavaro grabbed a first-down pass for one 
yard and the clock kept moving. On second down, Beuerlein’s throw 
or Joe Howard near the goal line caught Howard leaning the wrong 
direction. On third down, Beuerlein threw for Tim Brown, only to have 
he ball tipped into the air and knocked to the ground by SMU safety 
Tim Green. On fourth down, Beuerlein scrambled out of the pocket to 
his right and found Milt Jackson open in the end zone. 

For the 10th-ranked Mustangs, it marked the moment of their 27- 
20 victory. Beuerlein’s throw was just past the outstretched hands of 
ackson with 23 seconds remaining. 

SMU took advantage of its quickness to put touchdowns on the 
board on its initial two possessions. Junior quarterback Don King 
hrew for 24 yards on the first SMU play from scrimmage, then Dupard 
ran for 1] yards the next down. A sprained ankle quickly put Dupard 
on the sidelines, but it mattered little. Sophomore Jeff Atkins-who 
eventually earned the offensive MVP award-caught a key 16-yard 
pass on third down and eventually scored on a seven-yard run. 

The next time they had the ball, the Mustangs drove 80 yards in 
4 plays-with King throwing to Cobby Morrison for a 21-yard score. 
King made the key play of that drive, throwing for 21 yards to Ron 
Morris on a third-and-18 call from the Irish 29. 

Brown returned the SMU kickoff 53 yards to the SMU 47 - and 
Pinkett went to work. He carried five times down to the Pony 17 before 
catching a pass from Beuerlein in the end zone for the touchdown. 
The Irish defense held this time, and Notre Dame again went to work. 
Starting from their own 15, the Irish had a 27-yard pass to Alonzo 
efferson nullified by clipping. Still, they came right back with a 15- 
yarder to Bavaro plus a facemask violation against SMU-then a 28- 
yard shovel pass to Jefferson. Another key stop of Jefferson on third 
and two by SMU halted the march-but Carney connected from 51 
yards (the longest of his career and an Aloha Bow] record) to make it 
14-10. SMU scored the final points of the half on a 47-yard field goal 
with seven seconds remaining to make it 17-10 at the break. 

otre Dame was able to force Mustang punts on the first three 
possessions of the second half, but the Irish couldn't take advantage 
until the third try. Pinkett ran off gains of 11 and 13 yards, and Mark 
Brooks finally took it in from 11 for a 17-17 tie with 2:10 left in the third 
period. 
SMU came right back to take the lead on an agonizingly long, 19- 
play drive that took more than seven minutes off the clock. The Ponies 
did it the hard way, with Dupard twice converting on fourth-down 
runs after SMU reached the Notre Dame 25. Brandy Brownlee’s 30- 
yard field goal made it 20-17 with 11:47 left in the game. 

The Mustangs needed seven running plays to score what 
appeared to be the clinching touchdown. Atkins took a pitch for 22 
yards and Dupard added 11 before Dupard's eventual two-yard scor- 
ing run.

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1988 COTTON BOWL 


DALLAS — For Notre Dame the 1988 Cotton Bowl closely resembled 
he 1987 season - a good start and a tough luck finish. The Irish, 
appearing in their first New Year's Day bowl in seven years, played 
ike the team that shut down Michigan and Alabama-for almost a half, 
anyway. 

But Texas A&M made the most of a costly second-period Irish 
urnover, and the momentum and breaks went the Aggies’ direction 
he rest of the way as the Southwest Conference champions rolled to a 
35-10 victory. 

After losing the last two games of the regular season, the Irish 
ooked like they were back on track on the opening kickoff, a 37-yard 
return by Heisman Trophy winner Tim Brown, his longest of the season. 
The next three plays were Anthony Johnson left, Anthony Johnson mid- 
dle, and Anthony Johnson right to pound out the first down. Then Terry 
Andrysiak, playing for the first time since breaking his collarbone in 
October, took to the air with a 29-yard strike to Brown to the Aggie 20. 
After two runs for short gains, Notre Dame found itself facing a third 
down and seven. But once again it was Andrysiak to Brown, this time 
for 17 yards and a touchdown. 

Texas A&M missed a field goal on the next possession, but a 
career long 64-yard punt by Craig Stump late in the quarter put the 
Trish on their own two-yard line and helped get the ball back to the 
Aggies in a hurry. Scott Slater managed to put a 26-yarder through the 
uprights as time expired in the first quarter. 

The second quarter started out like the first. Notre Dame scored on 
its first possession with a 36-yard field goal by Ted Gradel. The Irish 
defense held the Aggies to 23 yards on their next drive and the Irish 
again began to march down the field. Andrysiak to Brown for 22. 
Andrysiak to Brown for 24. Andrysiak to Reggie Ward for 13. The Irish 
seemed unstoppable as they stood poised on the 18-yard line ready to 
score again. 

Then, with 4:06 on the clock, the bottom fell out. A play-action pass 
intended to go right went left. Andrysiak's pass to tight end Andy Heck 
was picked off in the end zone by Alex Morris who made a one-hand- 
ed catch and barely landed in bounds. The Aggies came alive. 

Backup Lance Pavlas, who alternated at quarterback with the 
game's offensive MVP, Bucky Richardson, directed an 80-yard drive 
highlighted by a 33-yard pass to Gary Oliver. But it was freshman half- 
back Darren Lewis who took a pitch, stopped short and hit Tony 
Thompson for a 24-yard touchdown to tie the game. 

The Irish took over on their own 29-yard line, but not for long. 
Braxston Banks dropped a short pass from Andrysiak and a controver- 
sial fumble call gave the Aggies the football. Four plays later Larry 
Horton drove two yards for an A&M touchdown with 0:26 left in the 
half. A “swinging gate” play, in which Wally Hartley ran three yards 
behind a wall of Aggies, gave Texas A&M the two-point conversion 
and an 18-10 halftime lead. 

Texas A&M's momentum continued into the second half as the 
Aggies drove 80 yards to the Notre Dame one-yard line on their first 
possession. The Irish had a chance to stem the tide when Wes Pritchett 
hit Matt Gurley, forcing a fumble. Brandy Wells recovered for Notre 
Dame in the end zone for the touchback. But on the next play tailback 
Mark Green fumbled the ball and Dana Batiste recovered for A&M. A 
defensive pass interference penalty moved the Aggies down to the 
eight-yard line. Then Richardson ran one yard for the touchdown. 
The Aggies continued to dominate the Irish in the fourth quarter, 
shutting out Brown, keeping Andrysiak to only two completions and 
holding Notre Dame to only 76 yards in the second half. Kip Corrington 
stopped Andrysiak on fourth and nine on the Aggie 28-yard line early 
in the quarter, ending any hopes of an Irish comeback. The Aggies ran 
at the Irish for 59 yards, setting up a Scott Slater 25-yard field goal with 
8:32 on the clock. 

Corrington would haunt Andrysiak again, this time with an inter- 
ception of another pass intended for Heck on the Irish 30-yard line. 
Texas A&M wasted no time converting the turnover into the final score 
of the game as Richardson ran eight yards for his second touchdown.

TEMPE — Combining a knock-'em-in-the-dirt style of defense with a 
imely passing game set up by the pounding Irish running attack, 
Notre Dame did it all in putting the finishing touches on its first nation- 
championship since 1977. 

The Irish got on the scoreboard early, made life miserable for West 
Virginia star quarterback Major Harris and methodically dismantled 
the only other unbeaten team left in the country. The result in this 
Fiesta Bowl battle of perfect records - the 13th in bowl history - left Notre 
Dame with a 34-21 victory that actually was more convincing than the 
score indicated. 

Michael Stonebreaker and Jeff Alm bashed Harris’ left shoulder 
into the Sun Devil Stadium turf on the third play of the game and West 
Virginia's quarterback was never the same. 

With Harris’ effectiveness - and, thus, West Virigina’s - reduced 
almost from the start, it was Irish quarterback Tony Rice who played 
ike a Heisman Trophy contender. Shrugging off the nagging doubts 
about his passing ability, Rice first went about establishing Notre 
Dame's relentless ground game by calling for rushes on 16 of Notre 
Dame's first 17 plays. 
Every time West Virginia was poised to stop the Irish option, Rice 
ook advantage of single coverage in the secondary to throw for big 
yardage. He attempted only 11 passes, completing seven, but aver- 
aged more than 30 yards per completion on his way to the offensive 
MVP award. 
“This is a great football team because nobody proved otherwise,” 
said Holtz. 

It took Notre Dame hardly any time at all to prove that to the 74,911 
ans in attendance. Sending West Virginia's offense to the sideline after 
hree downs, Rice scampered 31 yards around left end on third and 
seven. That set up a 45-yard Billy Hackett field goal just 4:35 into the 
game. 

Three more plays netted only six yards, and Notre Dame took over 
again at their 39. Rice connected with Derek Brown for 23 yards but 
otherwise stayed on the ground all the way to first and goal from the 
three. West Virginia put up a fight at that point, but Anthony Johnson 
finally carried for the last yard on fourth down. 

West Virginia went two more possessions without gaining first 
down yardage and the Irish capitalized again. On third and 11 at his 
own 48, Rice again found Brown wide open over the middle and Notre 
Dame’s rookie tight end sprinted to the five. Rodney Culver scored on 
the next play to make it 16-0, 5:19 into the second quarter. 

The Mountaineers finally found the scoreboard on a 29-yard 
Charlie Baumann field goal, but two of the three first downs on the 52- 
yard drive came via Irish penalties. And the Irish came right back with 
an answer. Rice hit Johnson for 19 yards, then zipped one to Raghib 
Ismail for 29 yards and six points for a commanding 23-3 advantage. 
Only a 36-yard pass play with four seconds left from Harris to Reggie 
Rembert put West Virginia in position for a 3l-yard field goal to close 
the half. 

Notre Dame got those three points right back after Pat Terrell inter- 
cepted Harris on West Virginia's initial third-period offensive thrust. 
This time, it was Reggie Ho connecting from 32 yards after Rice's 35- 
yarder to Mark Green had picked up the largest chunk of ground. 

Next came the only opportunity the Mountaineers had to get back 
in the game. After Harris had led his team 74 yards for a touchdown to 
make it 26-13, Willie Edwards intercepted a Rice pass to give West 
Virginia the ball back at the Irish 26. Notre Dame's defense proved 
equal to the challenge. 

On first down, Flash Gordon hemmed in Harris on the option for 
a loss of two. 

On second down, Stan Smagala made a spectacular deflection in 
the end zone of a Harris pass. 

On third down, Frank Stams - who earned defensive MVP honors 
-and Arnold Ale stormed Harris for a loss of 12, knocking West Virginia 
completely out of field goal range. The Mountaineers had to punt, and 
Notre Dame promptly drove for another touchdown.

Bowl Game Recaps 


1990 ORANGE BOWL 


MIAMI — Notre Dame made use of its standard weapons — a bend-but- 
don't break defense, a rugged running game plus a timely pass comple- 
tion or two. Those items, plus some uncharacteristic miscues by top- 
ranked Colorado enabled the Irish to dash the national title hopes of the 
Buffs with their 21-6 Orange Bowl victory. 

The Notre Dame triumph over unbeaten Colorado helped the Irish 
make amends for their loss to Miami that ended the regular season and 
marked the only blemish on the record for the last two seasons. It also lent 
credence to the pregame speculation that the Irish experience in big 
games would pay dividends. 

That certainly appeared to be the case in the first half when the Buffs 
— who came in averaging 34 points and 473 yards per game — squan- 
dered three golden scoring opportunities. Colorado rolled up and down 
he field the initial two periods, but putting the ball in the end zone was 
another matter. 
First, the Buffs drove to the Irish 35 on their second possession. From 
here, Eric Bieniemy darted into the clear at the Notre Dame 25, only to 
umble as he changed hands with the football. Pat Terrell recovered for 
Notre Dame at the Irish 19. 
On their next possession, the Buffs moved from their own 18 to the 
Notre Dame five. On fourth and three from there, kicker Ken Culbertson 
oddly pulled a chip-shot, 23-yard field-goal attempt to the left. 

Finally, Colorado ran the ball to a first and goal at the Irish one—only 
‘o have Notre Dame pull off what Lou Holtz tabbed as the most impressive 
goal line stand he'd seen in a bowl game. On fourth down, the Buffs gam- 
bled with a fake field-goal attempt, but holder Jeff Campbell had no one 
o throw to and Troy Ridgley and Stan Smagala smothered him at the one. 

Notre Dame’s lone scoring chance in the first 30 minutes ended when 
Colorado blocked a Billy Hackett field goal try as the first half ended in a 
rather bizarre 0-0 tie. As it turned out, all the momentum shifted to the 
Notre Dame side of the ledger from that point on. 

The Irish took the second half kickoff and required just over three 
minutes to score. A 27-yard pass from Tony Rice to Tony Smith and a 27- 
yard run by fullback Anthony Johnson — who played impressively in fin- 
ishing with 89 rushing yards — set the stage for Johnson's two-yard scor- 
ing run that made it 7-0. 
otre Dame immediately got the ball back when Ned Bolcar tipped 
a third down Darian Hagan pass into the air and intercepted at the Buff 
46. Twenty-five yards in penalties for clipping and holding calls almost 
sabotaged the Irish. But Rice threw to Johnson for 13 yards on a third 
down play, then hit Pat Eilers for 18 on first and 32. Finally, Orange Bowl 
MVP Raghib Ismail raced 35 yards down the Notre Dame sideline on a 
reverse for a 14-0 Irish lead. Ismail, who ended up playing tailback most 
of the night, in part due to an early knee injury to Ricky Watters, finished 
with 108 yards rushing to lead both teams. 

Colorado bounced back on the final play of the third period, account- 
ing for the longest rush against the Irish all season on a 39-yard Hagan 
keeper that made it 14-6 when Culbertson’s PAT hit the upright. When the 
Buffs were forced to punt the ball away to Notre Dame at the 10:27 mark, 
they had no idea they'd nearly never get it back. 

Notre Dame promptly embarked on a stereotypical Irish march — 17 
runs, none longer than 11 yards, no passes — that knocked 8:55 off the 
clock. When Johnson negotiated the final seven yards for a clinching 
touchdown that made it 21-6 with only 1:32 remaining, the Buffs were fin- 
ished. 

For the Irish, the triumph finished off a long season that began way 
back in August in the Kickoff Classic and featured Holtz’s squad atop the 
polls throughout the regular season. Then, the one week the Irish weren't 
number one after their defeat at the hands of the Hurricanes, they 
bounced back to beat the number-one team. 

They did it by playing mistake-free football — no turnovers for the 
Trish compared to a lost fumble and pair of interceptions thrown by 
Hagan. 

“Coming away from the first half without any points after controlling 
the game for a while was too much to overcome,” said Colorado coach 
Bill McCartney. “Anytime you're playing a team like Notre Dame, you've 
got to capitalize on your chances. We didn't. I didn't think anybody could 
keep us out of the end zone like they did on the goal line, but they did.”

MIAMI — Turnovers, mistakes and missed opportunities — they all played 
major roles for Notre Dame as the fifth-ranked Fighting Irish self-destruct- 
ed on offense in their Orange Bowl rematch with top-ranked Colorado. 
This time, it was the Buffs who survived one last amazing attempt by 
Raghib Ismail and claimed the national championship on a 10-9 victory. 
The game produced some strange twists, notably the starring role 
played by reserve Colorado quarterback Charles Johnson. He came off the 
bench after Darian Hagan injured a knee late in the first half and looked 
impressive in completing five of six passes after intermission. 
eanwhile, the Irish offense — coldly proficient most of the season — 
struggled to five turnovers, including three within four plays in the second 
half. The Notre Dame defense, which had its share of struggles in 1990, 
played maybe as well as it had all year against a potent Buffalo attack. 
But it was a play that didn't even count that had everyone talking once this 
one was over. 
With Colorado nursing its one-point lead and pushing toward field 
goal range in the waning moments, Notre Dame's defense came to the fore. 
From a first-and-10 situation at the Irish 27 for the Buffs, Notre Dame pro- 
duced three straight lost-yardage plays, the last two sacks of Johnson for a 
combined 19 yards in losses, pushing Colorado back to its own 47 with 43 
seconds to go — and brought punter Tom Rouen onto the field. In turn, 
smail wandered back toward the goal line for the Irish. 

Electing not to boot the ball out of bounds, Rouen boomed a 44-yarder 
hat Ismail fielded at his own nine. Rocket weaved his way through all 
kinds of traffic and eventually broke free down the right sideline for what 
appeared to be a spectacular 91-yard return. But a flag had been thrown 
against Greg Davis for a clip as Ismail was breaking to the outside. The 
rish began instead at their own 22 and couldn't advance beyond their own 
38 before time ran out. 
The frustrating finish typified what proved to be an unusually ineffi- 
cient evening for Notre Dame's offense. The Irish endured just about every- 
hing — a blocked PAT, a 50-yard field goal that banged off the upright, 
hree interceptions and a pair of lost fumbles. Still, Ismail’s last gasp return 
might very well have turned out to be the gamewinner. 

Colorado wasted little time throwing its best shots at the Irish, sending 
speedy Mike Pritchard on a reverse for 15 yards on the game's first play. But 
when Rouen mishandled the punt snap on fourth down, Notre Dame 
began at the Colorado 48. That's when the Irish should have known they 
might be in for a long evening, as a pressured Rick Mirer saw his first- 
down pass for Ismail picked off and returned to near midfield. 

Notre Dame's next possession took up 14 plays — but moved only as 
far as the Buff 35 following two straight incompletions. A Jim Sexton punt 
penned Colorado at its three, and enabled Notre Dame to take over on the 
Big Eight champion’s 35. This time, two more incompletions prompted a 
Hentrich field goal attempt from 50 yards that clanged off the right upright. 

Colorado broke the scoring drought early in the second period, taking 
the ball from its own 82 to the Irish five. Notre Dame held off the Buffs from 
a first-and-goal situation at the seven and forced a Jim Harper field goal 
that made it 3-0. 

The Irish responded by throwing a 62-yard march of their own at 
Colorado. Mirer threw twice to Ismail for 21 total yards and later to Irv 
Smith for nine yards on third down. Ricky Watters negotiated the last two 
yards for the touchdown, but Colorado blocked Hentrich’s extra-point 
attempt. Notre Dame’s lone other first-half attempt ended in a 48-yard field- 
goal try by Hentrich that misfired. 

Notre Dame took the second half kickoff and drove methodically from 
its own 28, getting 26 yards on a first-play throw to Derek Brown and 19 
more on a Watters run. But, after first and goal at the Colorado four saw the 
Trish manage two runs for lost yardage and an incompletion, Hentrich con- 
verted the field goal from 24 yards to make it 9-3. 
Next for the Irish came their offensive undoing, as lost fumbles by 
Watters and Tony Brooks were followed by an interception of a Mirer throw. 
In between came Colorado's only other points — a one-yard Eric Bieniemy 
run capping a 40-yard drive, plus the eventual game-winning PAT — and 
it could have been worse. Notre Dame's defense thwarted one possession 
with a pair of minus-yardage plays and ended another when George 
Williams blocked a 36-yard field-goal attempt early in the final period. 

The Irish couldn't convert after Willie Clark recovered a Bieniemy 
fumble near midfield at the halfway mark of the fourth quarter. That set up 
Ismail's ill-fated punt return that left fans of both teams gasping.

DALLAS — Defenses dominated late in the Cotton Bow] as the Irish shut 
down Texas A&M's comeback in the fourth quarter for an edgy 24-21 win 
in Dallas. Tailback Lee Becton led all runners with 138 of Notre Dame's 206 
yards rushing, marking his seventh consecutive 100-plus yardage game. 

Texas A&M countered the Irish ground attack with an aerial display 
headed by quarterback Corey Pullig. Pullig hit the airways 31 times, com- 
pleting 17 for 238 yards to balance out what Notre Dame had done on the 
ground. Both teams scored touchdowns on their first possessions of the 
game. Notre Dame drove 91 yards and capped off the drive with quarter- 
back Kevin McDougal's electrifying 19-yard keeper around the right end. 
The Aggies reloaded and struck back with a drive that resulted in Greg 
Hill's eight-yard touchdown sweep around the right side.

Pullig would end the half with 123 yards passing, completing 50 per- 

cent of his passes and leading A&M to a 14-7 halftime lead. Notre Dame's 
explosive attack was limited to only 123 yards of total offense. To blame for 
that was an Aggie defense that swarmed anywhere it saw blue and gold. 
otre Dame, after holding Texas A&M to a three-yard series on the 
opening drive, started the second half in the same fashion in which it 
began the game — by scoring a touchdown. The engines ignited for the 
rest of the game as Becton hit on all cylinders. The tailback carried four 
times for 32 yards before Notre Dame tied the game at 14-14 with Ray 
Zellars going off tackle for a two-yard score. 
Slocum's troops battled right back to remain in the driver's seat. 
Using only 3:31, the Aggies assembled a 10-play, 80-yard drive with Pullig 
hitting on three quick attempts, and Rodney Thomas plowing his way in 
from the one to put the Aggies back on top at 21-14.

Placekicker Kevin Pendergast and the Notre Dame field goal unit 
trotted out to the field, only to head back to the sidelines. The Irish took a 
timeout with 2:22 left in the game after trying to draw the Aggies offsides. 
Pendergast and company returned to the field and connected on the 31- 
yard field goal to give the Irish a 24-21 lead. 

A&M received the kickoff, and Pullig entered the game to try and 
muster one last heroic effort. But, on first and 10, Notre Dame's Bobby 
Taylor picked up a loose fumble and seemed to have thwarted any last 
Aggie chance of survival. Slocum's boys on defense held Notre Dame to 
three and out and got the ball back with a minute left to play. Needing a 
big play, Pullig went to the air one more time and found tight end Greg 
Schorp for a gain of 32. After unsuccessful second and third down plays, 
the Aggies had one last chance to win. Pullig dropped back to pass and 
found Tony Harrison who then tried to lateral the ball back to teammate 
Leeland McElroy. The ball never made it there, and Irish linebacker

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1996 ORANGE BOWL 


MIAMI — Notre Dame's 1996 Orange Bowl matchup with eighth-ranked 
Florida State qualified as a historic occasion, since the Irish and Seminoles 
comprised the final combatants in Miami's venerable Orange Bowl facility 
before the game's switch to Joe Robbie Stadium for 1997. 
The game itself was not without its challenges for Lou Holtz’s sixth- 
ranked team that was without injured quarterback Ron Powlus and leading 
rusher Randy Kinder — and found itself facing a Florida State offensive 
attack averaging 48.4 points and 551.5 yards per game. 
Still, backup quarterback Tom Krug, all-star split end Derrick Mayes 
and their Irish teammates combined to keep the Seminoles on their heels 
most of the evening until a 17-point fourth-quarter rally wiped out a 12-point 
Notre Dame lead and gave Florida State a 31-26 win for its 11th consecutive 
postseason victory. 

Krug took a physical pounding but still managed to rush for 45 yards 
and tie an Irish bow] record with three touchdown passes and an overall 14- 
of-24 throwing performance. Mayes earned Notre Dame's MVP honor by 
catching six passes for 96 yards, including TD grabs of 39 and 33 yards. 

Those two helped Notre Dame claim a 26-14 edge with less than 12 min- 
utes on the clock before a furious Seminole response, aided by the last two 
of four scoring throws by Danny Kanell, put Bobby Bowden's club back on 
top. Andre Cooper claimed the Seminole MVP award thanks to three TD 
receptions, the last of which put Florida State ahead for good at 29-26 with 
6:09 to go. 

The Irish had their share of early opportunities, especially after Florida 
product Autry Denson rambled 48 yards on the first play from scrimmage 
and Mare Edwards followed that effort with a 28-yard gain of his own on the 
next play. But, after reaching the six, a sack and a missed field goal sent 
otre Dame to the sideline emptyhanded. 
A Shawn Wooden interception ended Florida State's first possession at 
midfield, and five plays later Krug led Mayes perfectly into the end zone for 
39 yards and a 7-0 lead. The Seminoles required just more than two minutes 
o tie it, with Warrick Dunn adding 23 yards on one play and Kanell finding 
Cooper for 15 yards and the touchdown. 

With the Irish going to a spread passing game that at times saw Krug 
ined up with no one else in the backfield, Notre Dame pounded out a 62- 
yard answering drive. This time Scott Cengia’s 20-yard field goal attempt fell 
hrough after hitting the left upright and the Irish led by three. 

Notre Dame's chance to take control fell through the cracks when an 
illegal block negated a 52-yard score on a punt return by Mayes. With Kanell 
hitting Cooper a second time in the end zone, this time for 10 yards, the 
Seminoles claimed a 14-10 halftime advantage. 

The third quarter and first part of the fourth were all Notre Dame. The 
rish forced the ‘Noles to punt the ball away to start the second half, then 
drove 55 yards to take the lead on Krug’s second TD pass to Mayes, this one 
or 33 yards and a 17-14 score. Meanwhile, Ivory Covington ended another 
Florida State threat with an interception and Scott Bentley's missed 42-yard 
ield goal maintained that margin at the end of three periods. 

On the fourth play of the final quarter Irish punter Hunter Smith kicked 
he ball 44 yards to the Florida State one. From there on first down, Kanell 
dropped one step too far into the end zone, with the resulting safety making 
he margin 19-14. Emmett Mosley returned the free kick 21 yards, Robert 
Farmer rushed 51 yards down the left side — and Krug’s five-yard toss to 
ight end Pete Chryplewicz made it 26-14 with 11:43 on the clock. 

The Seminoles wasted little time getting back into the contest, requiring 
only five plays and 1:56 to negotiate 73 yards. Kanell passed 24 yards to 
Wayne Messam, 21 more to E.G. Green, then 11 more to Green to cut the 
margin to 26-21. 

After the Irish couldn't gain a first down, Dee Feaster’s 41-yard punt 
return put the ‘Noles in prime position. A key fourth-and-five completion to 
Green put the ball on the Irish three, and on second down the familiar 
Kanell-to-Cooper pairing made it 29-26 after the duo also combined on a 
two-point conversion. 

An Irish fumble stopped one late Notre Dame foray, but Florida State 
misfired on a pass attempt into the end zone on fourth and goal from the 
three. Notre Dame took over one more time from the three with 2:06 left, but 
on first down Krug was called for intentional grounding from the end zone. 
The two points and resulting Seminole possession enabled Florida State to 
run out the clock.

SHREVEPORT — The rematch track record alone didn't bode well for 
the Irish. 

In 12 previous bowl games that had been rematches of regular- 
season contests, the same team had won both games on only four 
occasions. 

It had been tough enough for Notre Dame to venture into 
Louisiana once, with the Irish coming away with an impressive 24-6 
conquest of 1lth-rated LSU in Baton Rouge in mid-November. 

Now, Bob Davie's crew was assigned to return to that same state, 
this time to Shreveport, for an Independence Bowl date with those 
same Tigers of LSU. 

And the Irish showed signs early on making it two straight against 
Gerry DiNardo’s team. While holding LSU to less than 100 total yards 
in the opening half, Notre Dame made good use of Autry Denson's 68 
first-half rushing yards and saw 60- and 70-yard marches end up ina 
pair of Scott Cengia field goals good for a 6-3 halftime lead. In fact, 
LSU's only first-half points came following the only turnover in the first 
30 minutes, a lost fumble by the Irish. 

Then came Rondell Mealey. He, more than any other single play- 
er, accounted for the eventual 27-9 LSU triumph. 

Technically listed as the third-string tailback early in the year 
behind eventual top Southeastern Conference groundgainer Kevin 
Faulk and Cecil Collins, Mealey found his best-ever career opportuni- 
y staring him in the face at Independence Stadium with Collins long 
since lost for the season with a broken leg and Faulk idled since the 
irst period with a sprained left ankle. Enter Mealey, a sophomore from 
Destrehan, La. 

After receiving the second half kickoff, Mealey carried the ball on 
LSU's first seven plays from scrimmage. Those seven rushes account- 
ed for 40 yards (of the 46 on the drive) and a Wade Richey field goal 
ied the game at six. 

After bottling up the Irish at their own six, the Tigers took the lead 
or good on their next possession, this time with Mealey carrying four 
straight times for 27 yards in the middle of the eight-play touchdown 
excursion. 

The Irish didn't manage a third period first down until the final 
play of the quarter. Nonetheless, a roughing-the-passer penalty 
against LSU and a 26-yard Ron Powlus rushing gain put Notre Dame 
in position for another Cengia field goal, this one from 33 yards out to 
make it 13-9 with 13 minutes remaining. 

Just as quickly as Irish fans regained hope that Davie’s squad 
could get back into the game, Mealey took it away. On first down from 
his own 20, he stunned the record crowd of 50,459 by romping 78 yards 
to the Irish two. When he scored on the next play to make it 20-9, the 
decibel level of the Tiger fans rose with the Irish deficit on the score- 
board. 

Three quarterback sacks energized the Tigers over the next two 
Notre Dame drives, leaving Mealey to add a final score with 2:22 
remaining. On this seven-play drive, he carried six times for 34 of the 
35 yards (27 on one run). 

Denson finished with 101 yards for the Irish, Malcolm Johnson 
caught five passes for 49 yards, Hunter Smith punted for a 45-yard 
average and Melvin Dansby added 14 tackles, three for losses. 

But it was Mealey who carried the day, with all but 37 of his 222 
rushing yards coming in the second half. 

Notre Dame might have held a larger margin at the half had the 
Trish managed to cash in more effectively once inside enemy territory. 

On the first Irish scoring drive, a Denson gain of 35 yards put Notre 
Dame at the LSU 13 with a first down. But successive rushing gains of 
zero, minus-three and zero yards by Denson left Cengia to kick a 33- 
yarder on fourth and 13. 

Later, after a first and goal at the LSU four, the Irish managed a net 
of two yards on three rushing attempts, again leaving it for Cengia to 
connect from 21 yards for the 6-3 halftime lead.

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1999 GATOR BOWL 


JACKSONVILLE — Nearly all the pre-game speculation in the Notre 
Dame camp prior to the 1999 Gator Bowl matchup with Georgia Tech 
centered around the physical condition of Irish quarterback Jarious 
Jackson. 

Though Jackson wasn't quite 100 percent, his gutty contributions 
and those of record-setting Irish tailback Autry Denson nearly were 
enough to carry green-clad Notre Dame to victory at Alltel Stadium. 
nstead, it was the big-play offense of Georgia Tech that paved the 
way for a 35-28 Yellow Jacket victory in a rematch between the same 
‘wo teams that had opened the 1997 regular season in the dedication 
game of the expanded Notre Dame Stadium. 
ackson played it safe in the opening half, disdaining the option 
most of the time in the interest of simply making sure he was healthy 
or the second half. But he turned things loose a bit more after the 
break, even running for a third-period Irish score that brought the Irish 
within a point at 21-20. Denson, meanwhile, gained 96 of his game- 
high 130 rushing yards in the final two periods and his three touch- 
down runs helped earn him the Notre Dame MVP honor. 

But all that wasn't enough to prevent Tech's diversified offense 
rom using a banner 237-yard throwing effort by quarterback Joe 
Hamilton and TD receptions of 44 and 55 yards by Dez White in the sec- 
ond half to hold off the Irish. The Jackets scored on five drives of 71 
yards or longer. 

Tech took a lead midway through the opening period, as Hamilton 
deftly mixed his plays, hitting four straight attempts good for 59 yards 
down to the Notre Dame 28. From there, the Jackets ran off seven 
straight running plays — including a conversion on fourth and one — 
with Joe Burns taking a pitch from Hamilton from the five, then throw- 
ing back to the Tech signalcaller for the score. 

Notre Dame responded quickly, with Jackson finding Bobby 
Brown good for 33 yards on second down to the Tech 31. After a Jamie 
Spencer run for 10 yards, Denson ran for nine to tie the score. 

Tech responded in kind, with Hamilton throwing to Charlie 
Rogers for 26 yards and to White for 11. Phillip Rogers went the final 
two yards for a 14-7 Georgia Tech advantage. 

Jackson was sacked to thwart each of the next two Irish series. 
Then it was Tech that put together another impressive 84-yard march, 
68 of it coming on the ground. Hamilton found Mike Sheridan for nine 
yards and a 21-7 advantage. Jackson completed five straight passes in 
the final few minutes of the first half, but a Jim Sanson 44-yard field 
goal attempt fell short with 45 seconds remaining. 

Denson nearly took control of the game by himself as the second 
half began. An 80-yard Irish excursion involved seven carries for 54 by 
the senior back, with his one-yard gain cutting the deficit to 21-14. Tony 
Driver's fumble recovery on the ensuing kickoff set the Irish up at the 
Tech 26, and on the eighth play Jackson found paydirt. A blocked PAT 
attempt left Tech ahead 21-20. 

Then it became big-play time for the Jackets. A second-down 
Bobbie Howard sack left Georgia Tech with third and 10 from the Irish 
44 — but Hamilton responded by finding Jacksonville native White 
behind the defense to put Tech back up 28-20. But the Irish weren't fin- 
ished. 

On a 12-play, 88-yard drive, Denson carried seven times — 
including for the TD — and Jackson found Jay Johnson on a key 27-yard 
pass play. Jackson's two-point conversion throw to Brown tied the score 
at 28 with 11:56 to go in the contest. 

The Irish nearly recovered a second fumble on the kickoff, but 
from there Tech launched its game-winning drive. After Hamilton 
threw twice for the necessary yardage on third downs, on first and 10 
he again found White on a post pattern and the 55-yard scoring play. 

The Irish had three more shots, but none of the three possessions 
advanced past the Notre Dame 28-yard line.

TEMPE — Oregon State used four third quarter touchdowns, capitalizing 
on two Notre Dame turnovers, to defeat the Irish 41-9 in the first-ever meet- 
ing between the two schools. 

Notre Dame's trip to the Tostitos Fiesta Bowl was its 11th New Year's 
Day Bowl game in 14 years and second in the four-year tenure of Irish 
head coach Bob Davie. The loss was its fifth straight bowl-game defeat, a 
drought that goes back to the 1994 Cotton Bowl win over sixth-ranked 
Texas A&M. 

“That football team out there impressed me.” Davie said. 

While the scoreboard showed the worst defeat for the Irish since a 
58-7 loss at Miami in 1985, Notre Dame was still within striking distance at 
halftime. 

Oregon State tallied scores on its first two possessions with field goals 
of 32 and 29 yards. Both drives covered over 50 yards, but the Irish 
defense got tough deep in its own territory holding the Beavers on third- 
and-18 and third-and-one. 

The Beavers had another chance to score midway through the sec- 
ond quarter, but Notre Dame snuffed out the opportunity with a stop on 
fourth-and-goal from the Irish one-yard line. 

Notre Dame was again forced to punt with the Beavers taking over 
at their own 10-yard line. At that point, Oregon State appeared to be 
ready to run away with the game when Chad Johnson caught a Jonathon 
Smith pass on second down and sprinted 74 yards for the first touchdown 
of the game. The Beavers’ two-point conversion attempt failed and 
Oregon State led 12-0. 

Notre Dame then took the ball at its own 23 and quarterback Matt 
LoVecchio was sacked on the first two Irish plays. After seeing its third- 
and-31 pass fall incomplete, the drive was kept alive by a personal foul 
call against Oregon State. A 40-yard pass from LoVecchio to Javin Hunter 
moved Notre Dame into Beaver territory for the first time in the game. An 
Oregon State pass interference call moved Notre Dame to the Beaver 12, 
but after two incomplete passes, Nick Setta booted a 29-yard field goal as 
ime expired in the first half. 

Notre Dame trailed just 12-3. 

Oregon State took possession to open the second half, but the drive 
izzled after just four plays. Notre Dame took over following the punt, but 
he Beavers forced a LoVecchio fumble on second down deep in his own 
erritory. Oregon State turned that possession into a touchdown in just two 
plays, scoring on a 23-yard pass to T.J. Houshmandzadeh. 

“Tf I had to say there was one big series, I think it was probably the 
irst possession of the second half when it was 12-3 and we finally stopped 
hem,” Davie said. “We ran the ball on first down and got stoned, and 
hen on second down we get sacked and turn the ball over. We were just 
off-rhythm all night, and I have to give (Oregon State) credit because they 
jumped up and made a bunch of plays on defense.” 

Oregon State, up 19-3 three minutes into the third quarter, turned it 
up offensively and defensively in the next seven minutes. The Beaver 
defense held Notre Dame to minus-11 yards on its next three possessions, 
orcing two punts and an interception while scoring three touchdowns in 
its next eight plays. 

After forcing another LoVecchio interception late in the third quarter 
o stop an Irish drive, Oregon State was content to let the clock run. They 
had turned a 12-3 halftime lead into a 41-3 celebration. 

Notre Dame rounded out the scoring by capitalizing on the lone 
Oregon State turnover by following a Beaver fumble with a 57-yard 
ouchdown drive capped by a Tony Fisher dive from a yard out. 

“Their speed was definitely a factor," Davie said. “They played 
extremely hard. When we can't run the football any more effectively than 
we did tonight, we virtually have no chance.” 

The Irish were limited to season lows with 155 yards total offense and 
17 yards rushing.

JACKSONVILLE — Progress can be measured in different ways. 
While Notre Dame's 28-6 loss to North Carolina State in the Gator 
Bowl might have put a damper on an otherwise brilliant season, it 
did serve as an indicator of the progress the Irish made it in a very 
short period of time. 

Notre Dame controlled the ball for more than 33 minutes and 
5 more plays against the Wolfpack. However, the Irish wer 
undermined by the one thing that had been their calling card all 
season -- turnovers. 

Notre Dame entered the game with a +8 turnover ratio, good 
or 26th in the nation. Against North Carolina State, that mark was 
urned upside down, as the Irish tossed three interceptions, includ- 
ing a critical game-changing theft late in the first half. 

Playing his final game at Notre Dame, wide receiver Arnaz 
Battle caught 10 passes for 84 yards, setting a school record for 
receptions in a bowl game. Battle wound up with 58 catches on the 
season, the third-highest total in school history and the most by an 
rish wideout in 33 years. Tailback Ryan Grant added 68 yards rush- 
ing on 21 carries, giving him 1,085 yards on the ground for the sea- 
son, the 10th-highest single-season mark in school history. 

Spirits were high for Notre Dame early on, as the Irish moved 
smartly downfield on their second possession, going 52 yards in 12 
plays to set up a 23-yard field goal by Nicholas Setta. However, in a 
precursor of Notre Dame's misfortune, starting quarterback Carlyle 
Holiday injured his shoulder late in the drive and would not return. 

N.C. State moved in front on its next possession, driving 92 
yards in 12 plays, and culminating with a two-yard TD run by T.A. 
McLendon. It was the first of two scores for the Wolfpack runner, who 
added a three-yard scamper the next time his team had the ball, 
putting N.C. State on top, 14-3, with 5:02 remaining in the first half. 
The Wolfpack then dealt Notre Dame's comeback hopes a stag- 
gering blow, as Rod Johnson intercepted a pass by Irish reserve 
quarterback Pat Dillingham, setting up N.C. State at the Notre Dame 
48-yard line. It took Wolfpack signal-caller Philip Rivers six plays to 
march his team to the end zone, finding Jerricho Cotchery on a nine- 
yard scoring toss with 1:16 left in the first half. 

The Irish looked strong on their first possession of the third 
quarter, moving all the way to the N.C. State 24-yard line. However,

Oregon State 38 - Notre Dame 21 


PHOENIX — Playing under an interim head coach at the conclusion 
of one of the most tumultuous months in Notre Dame football histo- 
ry, the Irish ended the 2004 season with a loss to Oregon State in the 
nsight Bowl at Bank One Ballpark in downtown Phoenix. 

Derek Anderson passed for 358 yards and four touchdowns as 
Notre Dame fell to Oregon State, 38-21. Anderson, who completed 
28-of-45 passes, tossed two touchdowns to Joe Newton and one each 
o George Gillett and Dan Haines. Oregon State (7-5) opened a 14-0 
irst quarter cushion behind scoring tosses of 12 yards to Gillett and 
11 yards to Newton. Anderson's 11-yard pass to Haines made it 21- 
0 with 7:49 left in the second quarter, and the Beavers led by at least 
10 points thereafter. The first two scores were set up by a long punt 
return by Sammie Stroughter and a blocked punt by Derrick 
Doggett, respectively. 

Notre Dame (6-6) was playing its one and only game under 
Kent Baer, its defensive coordinator under former head coach 
Tyrone Willingham, who was fired on November 30. "I'd be lying if I 
told you that it didn't affect'some people," said Irish quarterback 
Brady Quinn, who completed 17-of-29 passes for 214 yards and two 
touchdowns. 

The Irish showed plenty of fight, recovering from an early 21-0 
deficit by pulling within 10 points late in the third period (24-14). 
Notre Dame cut the halftime deficit to 21-7 with an impressive 13-

play, 84-yard scoring drive that was capped by a 13-yard pass from 
Quinn to tight end Anthony Fasano 56 seconds before the intermis- 
sion. 

After OSU added a field goal early in the third quarter, the Irish 
moved 49 yards in six plays for a touchdown to cut the deficit to 10 
points. A 29-yard pass from Quinn to Jeff Samardzija keyed the 
march that concluded with a five-yard scoring run by Darius 
Walker with 2:40 left in the period. 

Notre Dame’s comeback hopes were stalled on OSU's next 
drive. The Beavers took the ensuing possession 90 yards in 12 plays 
for a touchdown, chewing up 5:23 of game time before a one-yard 
pass from Anderson to Newton gave OSU a commanding 31-14 
edge. 

The Irish responded with a score of their own, marching 88 
yards in 10 plays to pull within 31-21 on an 18-yard pass from Quinn 
o Rhema McKnight, who made a spectacular one-handed grab in 
he end zone for the score with 4:52 left. But the Beavers added an 
insurance score just 1:33 later, after recovering Notre Dame's 
attempted on-side kick at the Irish 28. Dwight Wright scored on a 
wo-yard run with 3:19 to go for the final margin. 

Notre Dame's receivers were the team’s standouts as 
Samardzija nabbed a career-high five passes for 89 yards while 
McKnight had four catches for 90 yards to key the offense.

TEMPE — Notre Dame's return to national prominence under first-year head 
coach Charlie Weis was capped by the first Irish appearance in a Bowl 
Championship Series game in five years. Unfortunately, the result was not 
indicative of the team's success in the regular season as the fifth-ranked Irish suf- 
fered a 34-20 loss to fourth-ranked Ohio State in the 2006 Tostitos Fiesta Bowl. 

Much of the pre-game hype about the contest focused on the matchup 
between the Notre Dame offense and the Buckeye defense, but the game actual- 
ly turned on the ability of the Ohio State offense to exploit matchups against the 
Trish defense. The Buckeyes racked up 617 yards of offense, a record by a Notre 
Dame opponent, on the way to handing the Irish their third defeat of the season. 

OSU quarterback Troy Smith earned Game MVP honors by using his 
maneuverability and poise under pressure to repeatedly create big plays at cru- 
cial moments, accounting for 408 yards (66 rushing, 342 passing) and two touch- 
downs. Meanwhile, the Irish stayed in the game thanks to a plucky defense that 
wouldn't quit and an offense (led by quarterback Brady Quinn and tailback 
Darius Walker) that came out blazing, stalled, then regrouped to rally the team in 
the game’s late stages. 

The game started just as Weis and the Irish drew it up as Notre Dame took 
the game's opening kickoff and proceeded to march to a quick touchdown. 
Walker rushed three times for 39 yards and Quinn completed a pair of passes for 
33 more as the Irish drove 72 yards in six plays to a touchdown as Walker raced 
20 yards to pay dirt for a 7-0 Notre Dame lead just 2:01 into the game. 

Ohio State responded with a drive characteristic of the rest of the game. 
Twice Smith managed to create big plays on key third down situations, scram- 
bling for 15 yards and a first down on a third-and-nine play and passing for six 
yards to Santonio Holmes on a third-and-six situation. Then, Smith fired a 56-yard 
bomb to wideout Ted Ginn Jr. for a touchdown to tie the game at 7-7 with 10:02 left 
in the opening quarter. 
otre Dame squandered a golden scoring opportunity late in the opening 
period when Irish linebacker Corey Mays sacked Smith and forced him to fumble 
at the Buckeye 14. Defensive end Ronald Talley recovered for the Irish and Notre 
Dame took possession in the shadow of the OSU end zone. But the Irish failed to 
produce points as the Buckeye defense stiffened and stopped the Irish on a fourth- 
and-two play, sacking Quinn for an eight-yard loss to end the threat. 

The Buckeyes took the lead on the ensuing possession, driving 86 yards in 
six plays. Smith connected with Ginn for 18 yards on a third-and-nine play imme- 
diately before Ginn took a reverse and sprinted 68 yards to the end zone, dodg- 
ing the entire Irish defense on his way and a 14-7 OSU lead early in the second 
quarter. The Buckeyes extended the lead to 21-7 at the half on a 85-yard pass from 
Smith to Holmes with 2:21 left in the second quarter and appeared to be in con- 
trol as the second half began. 

But the Irish showed impressive resolve to stay in it, blocking a Huston field 
goal attempt early in the third period then marching 71 yards in 10 plays to pull 
within 21-13 on a 10-yard run by Walker with 4:25 left in the period. Late in the 
quarter, the game's most controversial play went against the Irish. Safety Tom 
Zbikowski picked up what appeared to be a fumble by OSU receiver Anthony 
Gonzalez, returning the loose ball for an apparent 87-yard touchdown that would 
have narrowed the score to 21-19. But officials ruled via replay that Gonzalez had 
not retained possession, negating the play. Huston kicked a 40-yard field goal on 
the next play for a 24-13 OSU lead. 

“That was THE play,” Weis said. “What I said to the official on the field is I 
hope your guy upstairs was right because that changed the whole complexion of 
the game.” 

Huston added another field goal early in the fourth, this one from 26 yards 
out, to give the Buckeyes a 27-13 edge. But the Irish would not go down quietly. 
Quinn, who set Irish bowl passing records for yards, completions, attempts and 
consecutive completions (tying a school mark with 14 consecutive at one point in 
the game), led them 80 yards in 13 plays. The scoring play, a three-yard run by 
Walker off a direct snap, was his third of the game (another Irish bowl mark), and 
pulled Notre Dame within 27-20 with 5:27 remaining. 

But OSU responded with a clinching score. Smith wiggled out of pressure 
twice on third down plays to complete clutch passes for first downs before 
Antonio Pittman sealed the outcome with a 60-yard run for a score with 1:46 
remaining. 

It was a tough loss for the Irish, but not one without memorable performanc- 
es. Stovall had nine catches for 126 yards to set new Irish bow] record for receiv- 
ing yards. Quinn finished with 29 completions in 45 attempts, tying the single- 
game Notre Dame record for completions. For his gutsy perfomance, Quinn was 
awarded the game's sportsmanship award. Defensively, linebackers Corey Mays 
and Brandon Hoyte had standout performances. Mayes made a game-high 12 
tackles, forced a fumble, had two tackles for losses and one quarterback sack. 
Hoyte added 10 tackles, including one for a loss. 

"There are two ways you can go after a loss,” Weis said. “One way is you 
sit there and feel sorry for yourselves. The other way is to take that bitter taste in 
your mouth and say I don't want to have that taste a year from now.”

NEW ORLEANS — JaMarcus Russell cocked his head, glanced toward the 
towering Superdome stands and soaked up the pleas of the LSU faithful. 

"One more year! One more year!" they screamed. 

The way the mammoth quarterback played against Notre Dame, there 
seems little reason for him to spend any more time in college. 

Russell led No. 4 LSU to a 41-14 rout of college football's most storied 
program Wednesday night. 

The Sugar Bowl returned to New Orleans with a Cajun-style party, 
with left the 11th-ranked Fighting Irish with a most unwanted spot in the 
record book. They lost their ninth straight bowl game, more than any other 
school. 

Certainly he had the best on this night. The 6-foot-6, 257-pound Russell 
completed 21-of-34 for 332 yards and two touchdowns. He also had his first 
rushing score of the season and set up another TD with a 3l-yard pass. 

Russell and LSU's feared defense took control after halftime, turning a 
tenuous 21-14 game into a laugher. The Tigers (11-2) outgained Notre 
Dame by a staggering 333 yards to 30 over the final two quarters. 

The school of Touchdown Jesus and Knute Rockne snapped a tie with 
South Carolina and West Virginia for most consecutive bowl] losses in 
NCAA history. And this was like most of the others, a double-digit blowout 
that showed Notre Dame still has work to do if it wants to compete with the 
nation's best. 

"We've got to turn the corner," coach Charlie Weis said. "Right now, 
we're just a nice, solid team. That won't cut it. We want to be an upper-ech- 
elon team." 

Quinn doesn't have a decision to make about his pro future, but the 
senior's hopes of being the No. 1 pick in the NFL draft may have taken a 
blow. He struggled to cope with the speed and size of LSU's defense, com- 
pleting just 15-of-35 for 148 yards, his two TD passes offset by two intercep- 
tions. 

LSU romped after halftime. After a pair of field goals by Colt David, 
Russell blew it open with a 58-yard touchdown pass to Brandon LaFell in 
the final minute of the third quarter. 

Notre Dame (10-3) bounced back from an early 14-0 deficit and tied the 
game with 2 1/2 minutes left in the first half. But Russell's took matters in his 
own hands - and legs - to put the Tigers ahead to stay before the teams 
went to the locker room. 

First, Russell went deep to Early Doucet for a 58-yard completion. 
Then, Russell scored himself on a 5-yard keeper up the middle. 

Notre Dame hasn't won a postseason game since its 24-21 victory over 
Texas A&M in the 1994 Cotton Bowl. "O-ver-ra-ted!" the Tiger-dominated 
crowd roared after freshman Keiland Williams ripped off his second touch- 
down of the game, a 20-yard run with just under 7 1/2 minutes remaining. 

But the biggest cheers came on LSU's next possession. Russell made 
one handoff, then came out of the game to standing ovation. 

Notre Dame was determined to get off to a strong start, but it sure did- 
n't work out that way. Weis called a fake punt that backfired, and the Irish 
looked just as tight and nervous as they did at the beginning of blowout 
losses to Michigan and Southern Cal. 

At least they didn't fold until the second half, fighting back to tie the 
game at 14. 
The offenses had their way, with three 80-yard scoring drives and 
another covering 82. The only exception followed the fake punt on Notre 
Dame's opening possession. With the Irish facing fourth-and-3 at their own 
34, the coach called for a direct snap to up-back Travis Thomas, but he was 
stuffed for no gain. 

Two plays later, LSU had the lead. Russell hooked up with Doucet on a 
3l-yard pass and Williams powered over from the 3. 

The Tigers made it 14-0 on their next possession. Russell broke off a 21- 
yard run on a draw to get deep into Notre Dame territory, and finished off 
he drive with an 11-yard scoring pass to Dwayne Bowe. 

otre Dame's next possession started ominously - Quinn was sacked 
or a 10-yard loss. But Darius Walker ran for 11 yards and turned a short 
pass into a 21-yard gain. Quinn finished it off with 24-yard TD pass to 
David Grimes. 

Walker rushed for all but three of his 128 yards in the first half. 

David missed a 31-yard field goal try, and Notre Dame responded to 
hat momentum-changer with the tying touchdown as Quinn went to his 
avorite receiver, Jeff Samardzija, on a 10-yard TD pass.

HONOLULU — Jimmy Clausen ended Notre Dame's long bow] drought - and 
Hawaii's bid for a fourth straight Hawai'i Bowl victory - with a record-break- 
ing passing night. 

Clausen set Notre Dame bowl records with 406 yards passing and five 
touchdowns to lead the efficient Fighting Irish to their first postseason victory 
in 15 years, 49-21 over Hawaii. 

"I told the team that's the only thing I wanted (for Christmas). I just want- 
ed to win a bowl game," Irish coach Charlie Weis said. 

"l heard it a hundred times in the locker room after the game and they 
wanted to know what I was giving them for Christmas. I told them: 'a flight 
home." 
Golden Tate had six catches for 177 yards and three touchdowns, also 
Notre Dame bow] records, including a 69-yarder that sparked a 28-point out- 
burst to help the Irish (7-6) end their NCAA-record bow] losing steak at nine. 

"I'm very happy for Notre Dame. This was a great step forward for us," 
Weis said. "It leads us into 2009 with a good taste in our mouth." 

With Weis calling the plays from the coaches box for the first time 
because of knee problems that require him to walk with crutches, the Irish 
were unstoppable. 

The offense scored at will. The blitzing defense shut down Hawaii's run- 
and-shoot. And the special teams wasn't too shabby, either. 

"The guys came out here on a mission," Clausen said. 

After the Warriors (7-7) scored to end Notre Dame's 28-point run, 
Armando Allen returned a kickoff 96 yards for a score. Allen also caught an 
18-yard TD pass on the Irish's opening drive of the second half. 

Weis said he had an injection in his knee before the game, but still 
couldn't walk. The last time he coached from the box was in 2001. 

"It's 10 times easier. It's night and day easier," Weis said. "I haven't been 
up in the box since Drew Bledsoe got hurt. ... You don't want to do that long 
term, but calling a game from up there is pretty sweet. As a head coach, you 
want to be on the sideline." 

It was evident Weis, who was all smiles after the game, and his players 
cherished its long-awaited bow] victory. 

As Notre Dame was presented the Hawaii Bowl's pineapple-football 
trophy at midfield, each player came around to put their hands on it. 

otre Dame's victory was its first in the postseason since it beat Texas 
A&M in the Cotton Bowl to end the 1993 season. The Irish also avoided con- 
secutive losing seasons. 

Clausen was confident and sharp, completing 22 of 26 passes. He 
racked up 300 yards passing and three TDs by halftime alone, sending the 
crowd home early. 

The sophomore broke Brady Quinn's postseason school record of 286 
yards passing set against Ohio State in the 2006 Fiesta Bowl. 

Warriors coach Greg McMackin said, including his years in the NFL, 
Clausen was "as accurate as I've ever seen." 

"He was outstanding, his receivers were outstanding," McMackin said. 

With Notre Dame up 14-7, Clausen broke open the game by connecting 
with Tate on a 69-yard TD play, the Irish's longest play from scrimmage of the 
season. 

Clausen faked a handoff, turned and heaved it to Tate, who had blew 
past cornerback Calvin Roberts along the left sideline. With the catch, Tate 
became the fifth Irish receiver to break 1,000 yards receiving in a season. 
The Irish made it 28-7 with a second left in the first half on an 18-yard 
hookup between Clausen and Tate on third-and-goal. Hawaii challenged 
he play, but replays showed Tate got his left foot down before stepping out. 
Tate followed it up in the third quarter with a 40-yard TD reception that 
pushed the lead to 42-7 and gave the Warriors flashbacks of the pounding 
hey received from Georgia in the Sugar Bowl to end last season. 

Hawaii couldn't get much going. Quarterback Greg Alexander was 
kept off balance and on the run by the Irish defense, which had eight sacks 
and forced two turnovers.

The Football Writers Association of America has presented the 
Grantland Rice Award since 1954, with Notre Dame earning the trophy 
in 1966, ‘73, '77 and ‘88. The National Football Foundation and Hall of 


Fame 


has presented the MacArthur Bowl to its national champion since 


1959. Notre Dame has won it on five occasions — 1964, ‘66 (tie with 
Michigan State), ‘73, '77 and ‘88. 

A variety of other rating systems have been recognized over the years 
in attempting to determine the top team in college football each season. 

Notre Dame generally is considered to have earned 11 consensus 
national titles (1924-29-30-43-46-47-49-66-73-77-88). But there have been 
19 seasons in which Notre Dame has qualified as a national champion 
from at least one legitimate poll, with all teams receiving national cham- 
pionship mention and their individual selectors noted.

AP: Associated Press (1936-current); the first major 
nationwide poll for ranking college football teams is 
voted on by sportswriters and broadcasters. It is 
probably the most well-known and widely circulat- 
ed among all of history’s polls. 


Berry: Berryman System (1990-present); a mathe- 
matically based power rating system based on a 
quality point rating formula developed by Carl P.

Predated 
national champions from 1869-70. 


Boand: Boand System (1930-1960); known as the 
Azzi Ratem System developed by William Boand of 
Tucson, Ariz. He moved to Chicago in 1932. 
Appeared in many newspapers as well as 
llustrated Football Annual (1932-42) and weekly in 
Football News (1942-44, 1951-60). Predated national 
champions from 1919-1929. 


Davis: Parke H. Davis Ratings (1933); a noted col- 
ege football historian, Parke H. Davis, went back 
and named the championship teams from 1869- 
932. He also named a national champion at the 
conclusion of the 1933 season. Interestingly, the 
years 1869-75 were identified by Davis as the 
Pioneer Period; the years 1876-93 were called the 
period of American Intercollegiate Football 
Association, and the years 1894-1933 were known as 
he Period of Rules Committees and Conferences. 


DeVold: DeVold System (1939-current); a mathemat- 
ical rating system developed by Harry DeVold from 
Minneapolis, a former football player at Cornell. He 
eventually settled in the Detroit area and worked in 
real estate. The ratings have appeared in The 
Football News since 1962. Predated national cham- 
pions from 1939-1944. 


DS: Dickinson System (1924-40); a mathematical 
point system devised by Frank Dickinson, a profes- 
sor of economics at the University of Illinois. 
Dickinson divided teams into two categories, those 
that had a higher than .500 winning percentage 
and those below. Dickinson mentioned his method 
in class one day and the Daily Illini sports editor 
featured a story which came to the attention o 
Chicago clothing manufacturer Jack Rissman, who 
decided he would like to use Dickinson's ratings to 
select the top team in the Big Ten each year so tha 
he could present a trophy to the winner. When 
Knute Rockne heard about this, he invited both the 
professor and the clothing manufacturer to lunch a@ 
South Bend and said, “Why don't you make it a 
national trophy that Notre Dame will have a 
chance to win?” Never one to miss out on a good 
thing, Rockne also persuaded Dickinson and 
Rissman to predate the whole thing a couple o: 
years so that the 1924 Irish — the Four Horsemen 
team — could be the first official, system-rated 
national champion. 

The annual Dickinson ratings were emblem- 
atic of the national championship and the basis for 
awarding the Rissman Trophy and the Knute K. 


Rockne Intercollegiate Memorial Trophy. Notre 
Dame gained permanent possession of the 
Rissman Trophy after its third victory in 1930. 
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Minnesota retired the Rockne Trophy after winning 
it for a third time in 1940. Subsequently, the 
Associated Press annual national champions were 
awarded the Williams Trophy and the Rev. J. Hugh 
O'Donnell Trophy. In 1947, Notre Dame retired the 
Williams Trophy (named after Henry A. Williams, 
Minnesota coach, and sponsored by the M Club of 
Minnesota). In 1956, Oklahoma retired the 
O'Donnell Trophy (named for Notre Dame's presi- 
dent and sponsored by Notre Dame alumni). 
Beginning with the 1957 season, the award was 
known as the AP Trophy, and since 1983 the award 
has been known as the Paul “Bear” Bryant Trophy. 


Dunkel: Dunkel System (1929-current); a power 
index rating system devised by Dick Dunkel, Sr. 
(1929-71); from 1972 by Dick Dunkel Jr. 


FACT: FACT (1968-current); a computerized mathe- 
matical ranking system developed by David 
Rothman of Hawthorne, Calif. FACT is the 
Foundation for the Analysis of Competitions and 
Tournaments and began selecting a national 
champion in 1968. 


FN: Football News (1958-current); weekly poll of its 
staff writers has named a national champion since 
1958. 


FR: College Football Researchers Association 
(1919-current); founded by Anthony Cusher of 
Reeder, N.D., and Robert Kirlin of Spokane, Wash. 
Announced its champion in its monthly bulletin 
and No. 1 team determined by top-10 vote of mem- 
bership on a point system. Predated national cham- 
pions from 1919-1981. 


FWAA: Football Writers Association of America 
(1954-current); the No. 1 team of the year is deter- 
mined by a five-man panel representing the 
nation’s football writers. The national champi- 
onship team receives the Grantland Rice Award. 


INS: International News Service (1952-57); a poll 
conducted for six years by members of the 
International News Service (INS) before merger 
with United Press in 1958. 


Helms: First Interstate Bank Athletic Foundation 
(1883-1982); originally known by this name from 
1936-69 and established by the founding sponsor, 
Paul J. Helms, a Los Angeles sportsman and philan- 
hropist. After Helms’ death in 1957, United Savings 
and Loan Association became its benefactor during 
1970-72. A merger of United Savings and Citizen 
Savings was completed in 1973, and the Athletic 
Foundation became known as Citizen Savings 
Athletic Foundation. In 1982, First Interstate Bank 
assumed responsibility for its final rankings. In 1941, 
Bill Schroeder, managing editor of the Helms 
Athletic Foundation retroactively selected the 
national football champions for the period begin- 
ning in 1883 (the first year of a scoring system) 
hrough 1941. Thereafter, Schroeder, who died in 
1988, then chose, with the assistance of the Hall 
board, the annual national champion. 


Houl: Houlgate System (1927-58); a mathematical 
rating system developed by Deke Houlgate of Los 
Angeles, Calif. His ratings were syndicated in 
newspapers and published in Illustrated Football 
and Football Thesaurus (1946-58). 


LS: Litkenhous System (1934-1976); a “difference-by- 
score” method syndicated by Fred Litkenhous and 
his brother Edward. 


Matthews: Matthews Grid Ratings (1966-present); a 
mathematical rating system developed by college 
mathematics professor Herman Matthews of 


Middlesboro, Ky. Has appeared in newspapers and 
The Football News. 


NCF: National Championship Foundation (1869- 
present); established by Mike Riter of Germantown, 
N.Y. Issues an annual report. Predated national 
champions from 1869-1979. 


NYT: New York Times (1979-current); a mathemati- 
cal rating system introduced by the newspaper. 


NFFHF: National Football Foundation and Hall of 
Fame (1959-current); the National Football 
Foundation and Hall of Fame named its first nation- 
al champion in 1959. Headquartered in Larchmont, 
-Y., the present National Football Foundation was 
established in 1954 to promote amateur athletics in 
America. The national champion was awarded the 
MacArthur Bow] from 1959-90. In 1991 and 1992, the 
FF/HOF joined United Press International to 
award the MacArthur Bowl, and in 1993 the 
FF/HOF joined with USA Today to present the 
Sears MacArthur Bowl. 


Poling: Poling System (1924-84); a mathematical 
rating system for college football teams developed 
by Richard Poling from Mansfield, Ohio, a former 
football player at Ohio Wesleyan. Poling’s football 
ratings were published annually in the Football 
Review Supplement and in various newspapers. 
Predated national champions from 1924-34. 


Sag: Sagarin Ratings (1978-current); a mathemati- 
cal rating system developed by Jeff Sagarin of 
Bloomington, Ind., a 1970 MIT mathematics gradu- 
ate. Runs annually in USA Today. Predated nation- 
al champions in 1938, 1956-77. 


SI: Sports Illustrated (1981-present); voted on annu- 
ally by a committee of writers representing various 
regions of the country for this nationally circulated 
magazine. 


TSN: The Sporting News (1975-current); chosen by 
editorial staff. 


USA: USA Today (2005), was USA Today/ESPN 
(1997-2004); introduced a weekly poll of sportswrit- 
ers in 1982 and ranked the top 25 teams in the 
nation with a point system. The poll results are fea- 
tured in USA Today, a national newspaper, and 
ESPN, a national cable television network. Took 
over as the coaches’ poll in 1991. USA Today also 
formed a coalition with the National Football 
Foundation in 1993 to name the MacArthur Bowl 
national champion. Poll was co-sponsored by the 
Cable News Network, another national cable tele- 
vision network, through 1996. 


UPI: United Press International (1950-96); in 1950, 
he United Press news service began its full poll of 
ootball coaches (replaced as coaches’ poll after 
990 season). When the United Press merged with 
he International News Service in 1958, it became 
known as United Press International. The weekly 
UPI rankings were featured in newspapers, radio 
and television nationwide. UPI and the National 
Football Foundation formed a coalition for 1991-92 
o name the MacArthur Bow] national champion. 


WS: Williamson System (1932-63); system of syndi- 
cated power ratings chosen by Paul Williamson of 
ew Orleans, a geologist and member of the Sugar 
Bowl committee.

The 1924 Notre Dame football team will 
always be known best for New York Herald 
Tribune sportswriter Grantland Rice's account 
of the Notre Dame vs. Army game played 
October 18 at the Polo Grounds in New York: 

“Outlined against a blue-gray October sky, 
the Four Horsemen rode again. 

"In dramatic lore they are known as famine, 
pestilence, destruction, and death. These are 
only aliases. Their real names are Stuhldreher, 
Miller, Crowley, and Layden. They formed the 
crest of the South Bend cyclone before which 
another fighting Army team was swept over 
the precipice at the Polo Grounds this after- 
noon as 55,000 spectators peered down on the 
bewildering panorama spread out on the 
green plain below.” 

Quarterback Harry Stuhldreher, fullback 
Elmer Layden, and halfbacks Jim Crowley and 
Don Miller were the cornerstone of a team con- 
sidered one of the best in college football histo- 
ry. 

The Fighting Irish won the Army game 13-7, 
as the Four Horsemen played magnificently. 
Miller rushed for 148 yards, Crowley for 102 
and Layden for 60, while Stuhldreher orches- 
trated the offense masterfully from the quarter- 
back position. It was the third victory of the sea- 
son for the Irish, it came against a foe consid- 
ered the toughest on the schedule, and it 
spurred the Irish on to a perfect 10-0 season 
and the school's first recognized national 
championship. 

Rice's account led to near-mythic status for 
the Irish backfield, but the Seven Mules, who 
did the blocking, and the Shock Troops, who 
were perhaps the best second string in the 
game, played indispensible roles, too. Each 
week in 1924, seventh-year Notre Dame coach 
Knute Rockne started his second stringers, his 
Shock Troops. 

When Rockne felt his Shock Troops had done 
their job, he brought in the Four Horsemen and 
the Seven Mules, a group so good “that the 
Holy Ghost couldn't have broken into that line- 
up,” said Harry O'Boyle, a kicker and reserve 
halfback on the Shock Troops. Center Adam 
Walsh was the heart of the Seven Mules, a 
group that also included ends Ed Hunsinger 
and Chuck Collins, tackles Rip Miller and Joe

Bach, and guards Noble 
Kizer and John Wiebel. 
Walsh characterized the 
win over Army with a late 
interception—which he 
made with two broken 
hands. 

The combination of the 
Shock Troops, the Seven 
Mules, and the Four 
Horsemen worked 10 times 
in 10 tries in 1924 against a 
national schedule that 
ook the Irish to New York, 
Princeton, N.J., Madison, 
Wis., Soldier Field in 
Chicago, and Pittsburgh 
during the regular season 
while giving them only 
four home games.

bowl trips with the 1970 Cotton Bowl— the Irish 
were faced with stopping an undefeated, 
once-tied Stanford team that included leg- 
endary coach Pop Warner and quarterback 
Ernie Nevers. Rockne was concerned his play- 
ers might not be ready physically for the heat 
of the West Coast, so he arranged for a slow, 
cross-country train trip that included stops in 
Louisiana, Texas and Arizona so players 
would have time to adjust to warmer, more 
demanding weather.

f the Great Depression wasn't 
reason enough for Notre Dame 
football partisans to be az little 
down, then the fact the Irish were 
without a home for the 1929 sea- 
son was surely enough to bring 
some anxiety into the minds of 
both the team and its 
followers. Plans were 
underway at Notre 
Dame for a new stadi- 
um to be built, and 1929 
was the transition year in 
which the Irish had no home. 

That didn't keep Notre Dame 
from winning, however, some- 
thing the team had accomplished 
only five times in nine tries in 1928. 
Knute Rockne had promised to 
return Notre Dame football in 1929 
to what had become its customary 
level of excellence, homefield 
advantage or not. He would not 
be stopped from fulfilling that 
promise.

Dame-USC tradition was 
already a great one, and the 
first half foretold the kind of 
game everyone expected, with 
the teams battling to a 6-6 tie.

Line coach Tom Lieb 
took over for Rockne that day, as 
the Irish won 14-7. But back in 
South Bend, doctor's orders could- 
n't keep Rock away from practice 
at Cartier Field, where he set up 
his command post in his car and 
used a loudspeaker to direct activ- 
ities. 

By the time the USC contest 
rolled around, the Irish were 6-0, 
and recognized as one of the top 
teams in the nation. Running back 
Joe Savoldi had earned acclaim in

Finds A Home 

In Notre Dame Stadium 


Brand new stadium, same old 
result — another national champi- 
onship for the Notre Dame football 
eam. 

The 1930 football season marked 
he opening of Notre Dame 
Stadium, just another in the long 
ine of Knute Rockne master- 
pieces, only this was a football 
stadium instead of a team. With 
ypical meticulosity, he had super- 
vised every minute detail of the 
construction of the stadium. 

In addition, Rockne had for the 
irst time a full-time equipment 
manager, a trainer, a doctor who 
raveled with the team, a business 
manager, several secretaries, a 
staff to handle the complex sale 
and distribution of tickets. On top 
of all that, Rockne was healthy 
again. The doctors at the Mayo 
Clinic had given him a thorough 
going-over from head to foot dur- 
ing the offseason and had given 
him a clean bill of health. 

All the Rock had to do was 
coach, and what a job he did. 

On October 4, 1920, the Fighting 
Irish opened their season in the 
imposing new stadium — an 
impressive ampitheatre of dull red 
brick trimmed with limestone. 
Rockne had the original sod from 
Cartier Field transplanted just for 
good measure. 

The Irish christened the good 
earth with a 20-14 win over 
Southern Methodist. The stadium 
was officially dedicated the fol- 
lowing week, as Notre Dame 
trounced Navy, 26-2. In the third 


week of the season, Notre Dame 
played its third straight home 
game, defeating Carnegie Tech, 
21-6, to cap off a successful first 
homestand. 

Preseason prognosticators 
across the country considered the 
1930 Notre Dame team to be 
Rockne's strongest yet. Rockne 
had said as much himself prior to 
he start of the season, and he had 
good reason for such high expec- 
ations. Frank Carideo, Marchy 
Schwartz, Marty Brill, and Jumpin’ 
oe Savoldi made up a latter day 
version of the Four Horsemen in 
he backfield, and all of them 
earned All-America status on one 
eam or another for that season. 
The Fighting Irish were not only 
stocked with an explosive collec- 
ion of running backs, but the 
eam also sported a tremendous 
crew of linemen. Center Tommy 
Yarr, guards Nordy Hoffman and 
Brent Metzger, tackles Joe Kurth 
and Al Culver, and end Tom 
Conley all made All-America 
eams either that season or the fol- 
owing one. 
The Irish left home three times in 
he fourth through eighth weeks of 
he season but continued to roll. 
Notre Dame traveled to Pitt and 
beat the Panthers, 35-19. A 27-0 
romp over Indiana followed, 
before the Irish visited a 60-20 wal- 
oping on the Quakers of 
Pennsylvania. Marty Brill, who 
had transferred to Notre Dame 
trom Pennsylvania, played the 
greatest game of his career that 


day, breaking loose for three 
touchdowns on runs of 45, 52 and 
65 yards. 

The Notre Dame winning streak 
stood at 15 games over two sea- 
sons, and it quickly grew to 17 as 
the Irish sprinted past Drake and 
Northwestern. All that remained 
between Notre Dame and another 
national title were games against 
Army and USC. 

On a November 29 afternoon 
that saw rain and sleet turn 
Soldier Field into a swamp, the 
Cadets and the Irish squared off, 
and it appeared that neither team 
was going to budge. Near the end 
of the game, however, Schwartz 
broke loose for a 54-yard scoring 
tun. The all-important extra point 
gave the Irish a 7-0 lead. Army 
scored quickly thereafter, though, 
on a blocked punt, and it 
appeared that things would be 
knotted up. But Notre Dame 
blocked the extra point, and that's 
the way it ended. 

To finish off the season, Rockne 
used all his psychological expert- 
ise in a ploy that helped the Irish 
get ready for USC. Injuries during 
the season left the team with only 
one healthy fullback, Dan Hanley. 
So Rock decided to turn Bucky 
O'Connor, a second-team half- 
back, into a first-string fullback. 
However, in practice, Rock had 
O'Connor and Hanley trade jer- 


seys, and not a single soul sus- 
pected anything unusual. 

When the game got underway, 
Notre Dame had one of the speed- 
iest fullbacks the Trojan defense 
had ever seen. O'Connor scored 
‘wo touchdowns, including one on 
an 80-yard dash, and the Irish 
dominated the favored home 
eam to the tune of 27-0. 

It was a fitting script to what 
urned out to be Rockne’s final 
game as the Notre Dame head 
ootball coach. The team won its 
second consecutive national 
championship, and the following 
winter Rockne died in a plane 
crash in Kansas.

At the beginning of the 1943 sea- 
son many experts called Notre 
Dame's schedule its most difficult 
in school history. The Irish faced 
seven teams that season that were 
ranked among the nation’s top 13 
teams in the year's final 
Associated Press Poll. 

Frank Leahy’s squad only had 
two returning starters from the ‘4 
squad that finished 7-2-2. To mak 
matters worse, seven of the 
games in ‘43 were on the road. 

The Irish were still in the early 
stages of adjusting to the T-forma- 
tion, which Leahy installed the 
season before, moving away from 
the traditional Notre Dame “Box 
Formation.” The new offense 
enabled the ‘43 team to score 340 
points, 156 more than the season 
before. The T-formation also led to 
the emergence of Angelo Bertelli, 
who moved from tailback to quar- 
terback to lead the Irish offense. 

Bertelli led the Irish to a 6-0 start 
as the team outscored its oppo- 
nents 261-31. Included in that 
stretch were key victories over 
second-ranked Michigan and 
third-ranked Navy.

White, both of whom finished 
in the top 10 in the Heisman 
balloting that year, the Irish 
rolled to a 50-0 victory over 
Wisconsin and a 47-0 bashing 
of Illinois following the win 
over Michigan, to extend their 
record to 5-0. 

Those wins were followed by a 
colossal matchup between top- 
ranked Notre Dame and third- 
ranked Navy in Cleveland. The 
Irish cruised to a 33-6 win but lost 
their quarterback. The Marine 
Corps called Bertelli into service 
with four games left in the season. 

Leahy called on a sophomore to 
be Bertelli's replacement in the fol- 
lowing week's game against 
Army, the third-ranked team in 
the country that week. 

All Bertelli's replacement did 
was throw for two touchdowns, 
run for another and intercept a 
pass to lead the Irish to a 26-0 win. 
A new star was born— the incom- 
parable John Lujack. 

With Lujack calling the signals, 
the Irish defeated two more top 
ten teams in the following two 
weeks, Northwestern and lowa 
Pre-Flight. 

All that stood between Leahy’s 
first undefeated and untied sea- 
son was Great Lakes, a team the 
Irish had tied in their two previous 
meetings during the 1918 and 1942 
seasons. 

Notre Dame scored first but 

trailed 12-7 late in the 
fourth quarter. Miller 
capped off an 80-yard 
drive with a touchdown 
to put the Irish ahead 
14-12 with 1:05 to play. 


With 33 seconds 
remaining, Great 
| Lakes quarterback 


Steve Lach connected 
on a 46-yard pass to 
Paul Anderson, who 
fielded the ball at the 
six-yard line and then 
went into the end zone for the 
game-winning score, ruining 
Notre Dame's perfect season. 


After 
the game, 
Leahy told his team, 
“You're still champions to me, 
boys. You fought your hearts 
out every inch of the way in the 
greatest drive I've ever seen. 
Nobody is to blame for that last 
Great Lakes touchdown. It was 
just a fine play, splendidly execut- 
ed.” 

Despite the season-ending loss, 
Notre Dame picked up several 
awards that would become com- 
monplace for the school. The Irish 
were crowned national champi- 
ons by the Associated Press for the 
first time ever and Bertelli became 
the first Notre Dame player to win 
the Heisman Trophy. 

Bertelli easily outdistanced Bob 
O'Dell of Pennsylvania and Otto 
Graham of Northwestern for the 
Heisman.

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Leahy Returns From Service to Lead 
Irish To First of Four Consecutive 
Undefeated Seasons 


World War II had finally ended 
and the United States was ready 
to think about something more 
pleasant than international con- 
flict for a change — like Notre 
Dame football. The year was 1946, 
the coach was hard-driving Frank 
Leahy and it was the beginning of 
a dynasty for Notre Dame football. 

In 1943, Leahy had guided the 
Fighting Irish to their first wire- 
service national championship, 
and fourth overall, behind 
Heisman Trophy winner Angelo 
Bertelli and future Heisman win- 
ner John Lujack. World War II took 
many football players from col- 
lege, including Bertelli in the mid- 
dle of his Heisman campaign in 
‘43, but many returned to the grid- 
iron after the war ended, includ- 
ing Lujack, who would go on to 
win the Heisman in 1947. 

For the players who returned to 
Notre Dame in ‘46, losing a college 
ootball game was not to be one of 
heir post-war experiences. From 
1946 to 1949, Notre Dame went 36- 
0-2 and won three national cham- 
pionships in one of the most suc- 
cessful four-year periods in col- 
ege football history. 

The 1946 season started it all. 
Halfback Terry Brennan and line- 
men Bill Walsh, Bill Fischer, and 
ohn Mastrangelo were among 
he group of returnees from the 
previous season. There were sev- 
eral new faces who came to Notre 
Dame after Navy hitches had 
interrupted their respective 
careers at Holy Cross and Texas 
A&M. There were also players for 
whom the war had postponed col- 
ege football, like end Jim Martin 
and running back Emil (Red) 
Sitko, and there were freshmen 
ike Leon Hart. Returning to Notre 
Dame along with Lujack were vet- 
erans such as tackle Zygmont 
(Ziggy) Czarobski, end Jack Zilly, 
and fullback Jim Mello. Even 
Leahy was coming back to Notre 
Dame after a couple years in the 
service. 

Leahy was a perfectionist and 
strict disciplinarian, and enduring 
his practices wasn't much more 
fun than being a soldier. But it 
sure produced results. The Irish 
usually had two separate pla- 
toons ready for each game, and 


often the first string didn't play 
much more than half the game. 
On the football field, the Irish had 
strength in numbers, and Leahy 
ought a war of attrition. 

The season began with the Irish 
routing their first five opponents — 
llinois, which went on to win the 
Western (now Big Ten) conference 
championship, Pittsburgh, 
Purdue, lowa, and Navy before 
acing top-ranked Army. Coached 
by the great Earl (Red) Blaik and 
eaturing Doc Blanchard and 
Glenn Davis in the backfield, 
Army had won two straight 
national championships and 25 
straight games, including two 
defeats of Notre Dame in the pre- 
vious two seasons by a combined 
score of 107-0. 

The showdown was set for 
November 9 in Yankee Stadium 
where 74,121 fans turned out to 
see a 0-0 tie. Notre Dame 
advanced to the Army four-yard 
line in the second quarter for the 
game’s deepest scoring threat, but 
the Cadets held on downs. 
Blanchard broke into the clear 
once and appeared to be headed 
for a score, but an open-field tack- 
le by Lujack saved the Irish from 
defeat. 


Army retained its top ranking in 
he Associated Press poll after the 
game. But the Irish walloped their 
inal three opponents by a com- 
bined score of 94-6 and were 
named national champions in the 
inal poll of the season. When the 
smoke cleared, the Irish found 
hemselves the nation’s statistical 
eaders in total offense (441.3 
yards per game), rushing offense 
(340.1 yards per game), total 
defense (141.7 yards per game) 
and scoring defense (2.7 points 
per game) and had allowed only 
Illinois, Purdue, lowa, and USC to 
score points against them. For the 
season, Notre Dame outscored its 
opponents 271 to 24 in nine 
games.

In any discussion of college foot- 
ball's greatest teams, one team 
that always comes to mind is the 
1947 Notre Dame squad. The Irish 
never trailed in any game that 
year and compiled a 9-0 record, 
their first unblemished record in 
17 years. 

Notre Dame held its opponents to 
under six points a game while 
averaging over 32 points.

Notre Dame then exploded for 
hree consecutive shutouts over 
Nebraska (31-0), Iowa (21-0) and 
Navy (27-0). The win over the 
Cornhuskers avenged a 17-0 loss 
hat Knute Rockne’s 1925 squad 
suffered to Nebraska, the last time 
he two schools had met. 
Following three impressive 
shutouts, the Irish faced Army, a 


team that had become such a 
fierce rival in previous years that 
the series was discontinued for 10 
years after the 1947 game.

The Irish ended the season with 
a 59-6 thrashing of Tulane and an 
impressive 38-7 win over third- 
ranked Southern California. 
When the final national polls 
came out, Notre Dame was No. 1 
for the second straight year. 

Just how good was this ‘47 team? 
Well, consider that several of the 
first string players that year (such 
as Brennan) didn't even try out for 
professional football but opted to 
coach instead. 

The great ‘47 squad also includ- 
ed six players who were elected 
into the National Football 
Foundation Hall of Fame — 
Lujack, Connor, Hart, Fischer, 
Sitko and Ziggy Czarobski. And to

Era of Ara 


Coach Ara Parseghian, in his 
third season at Notre Dame, made 
a difficult decision at the start of 
the 1966 season, picking sopho- 
more Terry Hanratty as his start- 
ing quarterback over classmate 
Coley O’Brien, yet the decision 
proved without a doubt to be the 
correct one. Hanratty and split 
end Jim Seymour, also a sopho- 
more, turned out to be one of the 
best passing combinations Notre 
Dame fans have ever seen. 

The two had begun working 
together during the previous win- 
ter, developing their timing, 
moves, and patterns so they 
would know each other's habits 
inside out when the 1966 season 
began. Seymour was a good bet 
to take over one of the end posi- 
tions that was being vacated after 
the ‘65 season, but Hanratty had 
no such assurances of whether or 
not he would be the number-one 
quarterback. 

Fortunately for Hanratty, 
Parseghian decided to balance 
an already steady running game, 
manned by Nick Eddy, Larry 
Conjar and Rocky Bleier, with the 
passing talent of Hanratty. 

The decision bore fruit in the first 
game of the season, as Hanratty 
and Seymour hooked up 13 times 
for 276 yards — Notre Dame 
records for receptions and yards 
— and three touchdowns, which 
tied a school record. The Irish

Bend. 

Notre Dame traveled to 
Northwestern for the second game 
of the season and won, 35-7. The 
tish defense gave up its last 
points for the next three games 
and showed the kind of stiffness 
hat ensured Notre Dame would 
never be out of any contest. Notre 
Dame returned home for the next 
wo games and defeated Army 
and North Carolina by a com- 
bined score of 67-0, setting the 
stage for a showdown with 
Oklahoma. 

Notre Dame traveled to Norman 
for what was supposed to be any- 
body's ballgame. The game was 
billed as a matchup between the 
small, quick, strong Sooners and 
the big, slow Irish. But Oklahoma 
was out of its depth. Although the 
Irish lost Seymour to an ankle 
injury that would cost him two 
games, the Fighting Irish rolled to 
a 38-0 victory and their third 
straight shutout of the young sea- 
son. 

Notre Dame pounded its next 
three opponents—Navy, 
Pittsburgh, and Duke, giving up 
only one score, a touchdown to 
Navy. Meanwhile, the offense 
was hitting on all cylinders, rack- 
ing up 31 points versus the 
Midshipmen, 40 against Pitt, and 
a whopping 64 against the Blue 
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Coley O’Brien and Larry Conjar 


Devils. 

The game of the century took 
place on November 19 when num- 
ber-one ranked Notre Dame trav- 
eled to East Lansing, Mich., to 
play second-ranked Michigan 
State for all the marbles. 

Notre Dame fell behind 10-0 in 
the second quarter, but O’Brien, 
who had been diagnosed with 
diabetes only a few weeks earlier 
and was still adjusting, brought 
the Irish back to a tie in the second 
half. The Spartan offense was 
unable to net a single yard run- 
ning the ball in the second half, 
and when Notre Dame intercept- 
ed a pass and returned it to the 
Spartan 18-yard line in the fourth 
quarter, it looked like Notre 
Dame's chance to win. But three 
plays and minus-six yards later 
left the Irish with a 41-yard field 
goal attempt, which sailed wide to 
the right. 

Notre Dame had the ball again 
on its own 30 with 1:24 left in the 
game. But rather than gamble 
with passes deep in their own ter- 
ritory, the Irish attempted to run

Title With Sugar Bowl Win 


Over No. 1 Tide 


Every college football season 
seems to have its own game of the 
century, but the 1973 matchup 
between Notre Dame and 
Alabama was special. It came in 
the Sugar Bowl, and it was to be a 
dream game. 

Two undefeated, highly-ranked 
teams with long and storied grid- 
iron traditions were set to battle 
or the national championship. 
The prognosticators’ predictions 
rang true as the Fighting Irish 
emerged 24-23 victors over the 
Crimson Tide of Alabama in a 
thriller that saw the lead change 
hands six times. 

Bob Thomas, who had missed 
two earlier attempts in the game, 
kicked a 19-yard field goal with 
4:26 remaining to give the Irish 
and coach Ara Parseghian the 
one-point triumph over top-rated 
Alabama. The win clinched Notre 
Dame's sixth wire-service national 
championship and ninth overall 
as the Irish finished the season 
with a perfect 11-0 record. 

The balanced Irish attack was 
keyed by four backs who gained 
over 300 yards apiece: fullback 
Wayne Bullock (752), halfback Art 
Best (700), halfback Eric Penick 
(586) and quarterback Tom 
Clements (360). It was one of the 
fastest backfields Notre Dame had 
ever assembled, as 
Penick had 9.5 speed 
in the 100-yard dash, 
while Best checked in 
at 9.7. 

The Irish were

Notre Dame cruised through the 
remainder of the schedule. Navy 
was an easy victim, 44-7, and 
20th-ranked Pittsburgh played the 
docile host to the Irish and fell 31- 
10. The Irish finished off 
Parseghian’s first perfect regular 
season with a 48-15 win over Air 
Force and a 44-0 whitewashing of 
Miami at the Orange Bowl. 

The stage was set for the contest 
between number-one Alabama 
and third-ranked Notre Dame that 
seemed to deserve every phrase 
of its high-powered buildup. The 
Trish opened the contest with a 
superb defensive effort that held 
the Tide without a yard in the first 
period as Notre Dame took a 6-0 
lead. Alabama's thoroughbred 
backs made it out of the starting 
gate in the second period, howev- 
er. They produced three long 
drives that resulted in a pair of 
touchdowns, the first of which put 
the Tide up 7-6.

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Then There Were None — 
Irish Defeat Top-Ranked, 
Unbeaten Texas 


For ‘77 Title 


Who could forget the cover of 
Sports Illustrated the week after 
Notre Dame had defeated Texas 
38-10 in the 1978 Cotton Bowl? A 
fierce Terry Eurick was pictured 
fighting through a hole in the 
offensive line, the caption read- 
ing, “The Irish Wake the Echoes.” 
On the inside, “Shakin’ Down the 
Thunder” was the title of an article 
about how Notre Dame's victory 
over the previously-unbeaten 
Longhorns was enough to vault 
he Irish from fifth to first in the 
wire-service polls and give the 
University its seventh wire service 
national championship and 10th 
overall. 

The theme for that January 2 in 
Dallas could have been “and then 
here were none.” For there was 
not one unbeaten team remaining 
after the Irish had knocked Texas 
rom its No. 1 ranking. 

Third-year Irish coach Dan 
Devine made sure his charges 
were ready to take care of 


America's last undefeated team. 
An unrelenting defense was the 
reason why. The defense featured 
1976 Outland Trophy winner Ross 
Browner at one end and Willie Fry 
at the other, supported by a tough, 


Terry Eurick romped for two touchdowns and caught a 12-yard pass to set up a Vagas Ferguson score in the Irish win over top- 


mobile group of linebackers head- 
ed by All-American Bob Golic. 
The Irish forced six Texas 
turnovers in the Cotton Bowl, and 
an opportunistic offense capital- 
ized on five of them. Notre Dame's 
devastating strength in the trench- 
es roped up Texas’ Heisman 
Trophy winner Earl Campbell. He 
managed a tough 116 yards on 29 
carries. 

Notre Dame's defensive strength 
came as no surprise in 1977, and it 
was the primary reason the Irish 
were near the top of the polls in 
the preseason rankings. But it was 
an unexpected boost from the 
offense that gave Notre Dame the 
national championship in 1977. 
Quarterback Joe Montana and 
running back Jerome Heavens 
both rebounded on offense, team- 
ing with All-America tight end 
Ken MacAfee, who led the team in 
receiving for the third straight 
year. 

The offense came on strong in 
1977 as Montana threw for over 
1,600 yards and 11 touchdowns 
and Heavens led the team with 
994 rushing yards. Montana 
earned a reputation as “The 
Comeback Kid" with performanc-

thrashing of fifth-ranked USC in 
Notre Dame Stadium. In that one, 
the Irish warmed up in their usual 
blue jerseys, only to emerge in 
green just prior to kickoff. That tri- 
umph helped wipe out the memo- 
ty of Notre Dame's second-game 
road loss, a 20-13 defeat at Ole 
Miss that proved its sole '77 blem- 
ish. 

The Irish ran out to a 24-10 half 
time lead in the Cotton Bowl and 
then added touchdowns in each 
of the final quarters for an over- 
whelming 28-point victory. Few 
questioned who was number one. 

Notre Dame leapfrogged over 
the four teams ranked ahead of it 
to grab the nation’s top position. 

The Irish did, indeed, wake the 
echoes and shake down the thun- 
der.

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Ends Perfectly With 
National Title 
In Fiesta Bowl 


It wasn't long after Lou Holtz’s 
arrival as head football coach at 
Notre Dame that he opined that the 
Trish couldn't expect to be a great 
team until they were great on 
defense. 

That prophesy came true for Holtz 
and the Irish in 1988 - ironically, just 
a year after Notre Dame’s Tim 
Brown had captured the Heisman 
Trophy. But with his departure 
came a revitalization of the 
defense, led by senior defensive 
end Frank Stams, junior linebacker 
Michael Stonebreaker, sophomore 
defensive tackle Chris Zorich and 
senior linebacker Wes Pritchett, all 
of whom merited some sort of All- 
America honors. They were sup- 
ported by cornerback Todd Lyght, 
linebacker Ned Bolcar and defen- 
sive tackle Jeff Alm, who went on to 
earn that same All-America 
acclaim a year later. 

The end result was a consensus 

national championship for the Irish 
in 1988, thanks to a perfect 12-0 
campaign. The title came in Holtz’s 
hird season as Irish head coach, 
much as Frank Leahy, Ara 
Parseghian and Dan Devine before 
him had claimed national crowns 
in their respective third seasons as 
tish head coach. It came thanks to 
riveting regular-season triumphs 
over Michigan, Miami and USC — 
and it ultimately featured wins over 
eams ranked first, second and 
hird in the polls when they faced 
Notre Dame. 
When the 13th-ranked Irish 
debuted against  ninth-rated 
Michigan in Notre Dame Stadium, 
Holtz knew his youthful offense 
would be tested, particularly with a 
green group of receivers featuring 
Ricky Watters at flanker in a switch 
rom tailback, plus rookies Derek 
Brown and Raghib Ismail. His con- 
cern was borne out when Notre 
Dame did not score a touchdown 
rom scrimmage. 

But Watters returned a Michigan 
punt 81 yards for a touchdown, and 
unheralded walk-on kicker Reggie 
Ho knocked through four field 
goals, twice bringing the Irish from 
behind including the game winner 
with 1:13 remaining. A field goal 
miss from 48 yards as time expired 
by the Wolverines earned Notre 
Dame a 19-17 opening victory. 

Four wins later, the fourth-rated 
Trish welcomed top-ranked Miami 
and its 36-game regular-season 
unbeaten streak to Notre Dame 
Stadium. The streak bit the dust

that day by a 31-30 count, as Notre 
Dame forced seven Hurricane 
turnovers and made use of a bevy 
of heroes, lastly Pat Terrell, who 
knocked down Miami quarterback 
Steve Walsh's two-point conversion 
pass with 45 seconds remaining. 

Terrell previously ran an intercep- 
tion back 60 yards for a score, 
Stams forced two Walsh fumbles, 
recovered another and tipped the 
pass Terrell intercepted — and 
quarterback Tony Rice threw for a 
career-high 195 yards. The Irish 
took the lead for good midway 
through the third period after 
thwarting a fake punt by Miami 
and then held on down the stretch. 
Though Walsh threw for 424 yards, 
the stingy Irish front line limited the 
‘Canes to 57 rushing yards. 

The season finale found the 10-0 
and top-ranked Irish underdogs 
against second-rated and also 
unbeaten USC in the Los Angeles 
Coliseum. Again, it was defense 
that dominated for Notre Dame in a 
27-10 victory. Stams had nine tack- 
les, two and a half sacks, fumble 
recovery and made life miserable 
for Trojan standout Rodney Peete. 
Cornerback Stan Smagala ran an 
interception back 64 yards for a 20- 
7 halftime lead after Rice had skirt- 
ed left end for 65 yards for the first 
points of the game. 

The Irish prevailed despite going 
29 minutes in the second and third 
periods combined without a first 
down — and in spite of the fact 
leading rusher Tony Brooks and 
leading receiver Watters, both 
sophomores, were suspended the 
day before the game.

Notre Dame met third-ranked and 
unbeaten West Virginia in the 
Fiesta Bowl in hopes of claiming 
the championship — and the Irish 
rode early leads of 16-0 and 23-3 to 
an eventual 34-21 victory banking 
on another staunch defensive 
effort. 

Rice ran for 75 yards and complet- 
ed seven throws for 213 more 
yards. Meanwhile, Stams had two 
sacks on his way to the defensive 
MVP award, and the Irish dominat- 
ed a heralded Mountaineer offen- 
sive line that had been one of the 
main reasons West Virginia had 
never trailed in a game all season. 
The more physical Notre Dame 
team knocked quarterback Major 
Harris out of the contest early due 
to a bruised shoulder and limited 
the potent Mountaineer ground 
game to 108 yards. 

Holtz’s final pronouncement: “This 
team will go down as a great foot- 
ball team because nobody proved 
otherwise.”

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Exactly where and how Notre 
Dame's athletic nickname, “Fighting 
rish,” came to origination never has 
been perfectly explained. 

One story suggests the moniker was 
born in 1899 with Notre Dame leading 
Northwestern 5-0 at halftime of a game in 
Evanston, Ill. The Wildcat fans supposed- 
y began to chant, “Kill the Fighting Irish, 
kill the Fighting Irish,” as the second half 
opened. 


Consistent with the Irish nickname 
that the University's sports teams carry is 


the mascot of the University—the lep- 
rechaun. It was registered as an official 
University mark in 1965. 

Fans, though, do think of the lep- 


Another tale has the nick- 
name originating at halftime of the 
Notre Dame-Michigan game in 
1909. With his team trailing, one 
Notre Dame player yelled to his 
teammates — who happened to 
have names like Dolan, Kelly, 
Glynn, Duffy and Ryan — “What's 
the matter with you guys? You're 
all Irish and you're not fighting 
worth a lick.” 

Notre Dame came back to win 


The Notre Dame Scholastic, in 1929, 
printed its own version of the story: 

“The term ‘Fighting Irish’ has been 
applied to Notre Dame teams for years. It 
first attached itself years ago when the 
school, comparatively unknown, sent is 
athletic teams away to play in another 
city.... At that time the title ‘Fighting Irish’ 
held no glory or prestige. .. 

“The years passed swiftly and the lit- 
tle school began to take a place in the 
sports world. ... ‘Fighting Irish’ took on a 


the game and the press, after over- 
| hearing the remark, reported the 
| game as a victory for the “Fighting 
Trish.” 

The most generally accepted 
explanation is that the press 
coined the nickname as a characteriza- 
tion of Notre Dame athletic teams, their 
never-say-die fighting spirit and their 
Irish qualities of grit, determination and 
tenacity. The term likely began as an abu- 
sive expression tauntingly directed 
toward the athletes from the small, pri- 
vate, Catholic institution. Notre Dame 
alumnus Francis Wallace popularized it 
in his New York Daily News columns in 
the 1920s. 


There was a companion mascot 
named Pat in the late 1950s along with 
several female terriers, but most of the 
terriers went by Clashmore Mike. 
Clashmore Mike had his own column in 
the football game programs in the 1930s 
and 1940s , was the subject of a 1949 book, 
“Mascot Mike of Notre Dame” in 1949, and 
appeared on the cover of the 1963 Notre 
Dame Football Dope Book along with 
coach Hugh Devore and captain Bob 
Lehmann. 

Notre Dame traditionally has had 
male cheerleaders, but females from 
Saint Mary's joined that group in the late 
1960s. Since women were admitted to the 
University beginning in 1972, female 
cheerleaders have come from both Notre 
Dame and Saint Mary’s. 

Hailing from all over the country, 
these men and women act as ambassa- 
dors for the University both in South Bend 
and around the world. Regardless of their 
residence hall affiliation, major or outside 
interests, they represent the student body 


rechaun as the mascot of Irish teams, but 
it wasn't always that way. For years Notre 
Dame teams were represented by a suc- 
cession of Irish terrier dogs. The first — 
Brick Top Shuan-Rhu—was donated by 
Charles Otis of Cleveland, Ohio, and pre- 
sented to Knute Rockne the week of the 
1930 ND-Pennsylvania game.

Notre Dame competed under the 
nickname “Catholics” during the 1800s 
and became more widely known as the 
“Ramblers” during the early 1920s in the 
days of the Four Horsemen. 

University president Rev. Matthew 
Walsh, C.8.C., officially adopted 
“Fighting Irish" as the Notre Dame nick- 
name in 1927. 


women's basketball. Each season, the 
two squads combine for 180 appearances 
at University events and community serv- 
ice functions. 

Led by head coach Jonette Minton, 
the Irish cheerleaders practice four days 
a week and add two days of strength and 
conditioning to their schedules during the 
season, which formally runs from 
September through April. 


Although Notre Dame's official colors for 
athletics long have been listed as gold and 
blue, the color of the Irish home football jer- 
sey has switched back and forth between 
blue and green for more than 50 years. 

The origin of school colors can be traced 
back to the founding of the University. At the 
time of its founding in 1842, Notre Dame's 
original school colors were yellow and blue; 
yellow symbolized the light and blue the 
truth. However, sometime after the Dome 
and Statue of Mary atop the Main Building 
was gilded, gold and blue became the offi- 
cial colors of the University. 

Notre Dame made moderate adjust- 
ments on its uniforms for the 2001 season as 
adidas took over the design, adding a panel 
of gold down the sides of the white road jer- 
seys with a single shamrock and the word 
“Trish” at the V of the neckline. A single green 
shamrock with an interlocking ND was also 
added to the traditional gold pants, while the 
football helmet remained the same. 

Further adjustments occurred for the 
2004 season as the uniform featured slimmer 
numbers on jerseys while removing the gold 
panel on the sides of the white road jerseys. 
Before the adidas-era uniform change 
in 2001, the 1984 season marked the most- 
recent major change as the Irish returned to 
he standard navy blue worn throughout the 
Ara Parseghian years and early portion of 
he Dan Devine era. The gold Irish helmets 
and pants remained unchanged. 

When Gerry Faust took over in 1981, 
Notre Dame went to royal blue jerseys with 
hree one-inch stripes on the sleeves, two 
gold surrounding one white. But the stripes 
were eliminated on the ‘84 tops, which didn't 
eature any trim or feathering other than the 
white numbers on the navy blue shirts. Lou 
Holtz’s only change beginning in ‘86 
involved adding the interlocked Notre Dame 
ogo to the shoulder of the jerseys and to the 
eft front side of the pants. 

While dark blue jerseys with a gleam- 
ing gold helmet and gold pants is the signa- 
ure uniform for the University of Notre Dame 
ootball team, green has developed into an 
unofficial third school color and is used 
across Notre Dame's 26 varsity sports as an 
added inspirational tool. 

Any discussion about the green uni- 
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forms in Notre Dame athletic 
history begins with the Notre 
Dame - USC contest on Oct. 
22, 1977. Irish head coach 
Dan Devine, taking a friend- 
ly suggestion from head bas- 
ketball coach Digger Phelps 
during an off-season conver- 
sation, ordered _ special 
green jerseys four months in 
advance of the Irish-Trojan 
contest. Notre Dame had not 
donned green jerseys since 
a 1968 Thanksgiving Day 
game in Yankee Stadium 
against Syracuse. 

In what was billed as 
the best-kept secret in Irish football history, 
most of the team was unaware of the uniform 
switch until 20 minutes before kickoff, 
although Devine allowed captains Ross 
Browner, Terry Eurick and Willie Fry to try on 
he new jerseys Friday afternoon before the 
pep rally. Even though Fry hinted about the 
change at the rally that evening by calling 
or the fans to wear green to the game and 
referring to his teammates as the ‘Green 
Machine’, the secret remained safe until the 
eam returned after pregame warm ups to 
ind green jerseys with gold numbers hang- 
ing in each player's respective locker. 

Notre Dame Stadium was already oper- 

ating at a fever pitch that day before the 
eam even took the field. The student body 
wheeled a homemade Trojan horse onto the 
ield to symbolize the historical Fall of Troy. 
The Irish fans also were eager to make up for 
he 55-24 loss to USC in 1974, a game in 
which Notre Dame led 24-0 at halftime. 
The Irish rolled to a 49-19 victory over 
USC in their green jerseys and the ‘Green 
Machine’ was born. Notre Dame wore the 
jerseys for the rest of the season, sweeping 
hrough the remainder of the schedule and 
humping #1 Texas 38-10 in the Cotton Bowl 
o earn the National Championship. 

Since that October day in 1977, the 
green jerseys have been used to give any 
rish athletic team extra motivation for a big 
game, particularly during championship 
competition. Some Irish teams also have spe- 
cial green jerseys prepared if they are 
scheduled to play on St. Patrick's Day. 

Gerry Faust outfitted his Irish teams in 
green jerseys twice for two victories over 
USC in 1983 and ‘85 (the team switched to 
green during halftime of the ‘85 game). Lou 
Holtz incorporated green twice in his tenure, 
spurring the team to a 1992 Sugar Bowl vic- 
ory over Florida with green numbers on a 
white jersey and the team also wore green in 
a 41-24 loss to Colorado in the 1995 Fiesta 
Bowl. Bob Davie’s Irish teams wore green in 
a 35-28 loss to Georgia Tech in the 1999 Gator 
Bowl, while Tyrone Willingham's team wore 
green in a 14-7 loss to Boston College in ‘02. 
Head coach Charlie Weis employed the 
green jerseys against USC in ‘05 and the 
rish responded with a memorable perform- 
ance that pushed the defending national 


champion Trojans to the brink in a 34-31 last- 
second loss. 

Though the 1977 Notre Dame-USC grid- 
iron contest marked the renewal of green jer- 
seys, Notre Dame football teams have been 
wearing green in one fashion or another 
since Knute Rockne patrolled the sidelines. 
In those days, the Notre Dame varsity team 
usually wore blue, while the freshman 
squad was outfitted in green. 

But, on several occasions the varsity 
team did wear green — simply for purposes 
of distinction when the Irish opponent also 
came out in blue. Games against Navy, for 
example, in the late 1920s featured green- 
clad Notre Dame teams, to avoid confusion 
with the Navy's blue uniforms. 

Rockne didn't mind using the color 
change as a psychological ploy. When Notre 
Dame faced Navy in Baltimore in 1927, the 
trish head coach started his second-string 
reserves. Navy retaliated by scoring a touch- 
down in the first five minutes of the game. 
But, just as the Midshipmen scored, reported 
George Trevor in the New York Sun, Rockne 
made his move: 

“Instantaneously the Notre Dame regu- 
ars yanked off their blue outer sweaters and 
ike a horde of green Gila monsters darted 
onto the field. From that moment on Notre 
Dame held the initiative, imposed its collec- 
ive will upon the Navy." 

The Irish came from behind to win that 
one 19-6 — then did the same thing the follow- 
ing year in Chicago's Soldier Field, this time 
beating Navy 7-0. The 1928 edition of the 
Scholastic Football Review included this 
description: 

"Mr. K. K. Rockne may, or may not, be a 
psychologist. But, he did array his Fighting 
Irish in bright green jerseys for their battle 
with the United States Naval Academy. Mr. 
Rockne evidently surmised that garbing a 
band of native and adopted Irish in their 
native color is somewhat akin to showing a 
bull the Russian flag.” 

The green jerseys remained prominent 
throughout the Frank Leahy years — partic- 
ularly so in September of 1947 when 
Heisman Trophy winner Johnny Lujack 
graced the cover of Life magazine clad in 
green. Several of Joe Kuharich’s squads 
wore green with UCLA-style shoulder stripes 
and shamrocks on the helmets. Even Hugh 
Devore's 1963 team — after wearing navy 
blue all season — switched to green in the 
finale against Syracuse. 

Faust's return to blue came after the 
new Irish coach suggested some research 
into the University archives to determine the 
history of Notre Dame's gold and blue colors. 

Those findings indicated the blue color 
was actually Madonna blue, a light blue 
shade, as opposed to the navy blue shade 
that has been most common in recent Notre 
Dame uniforms. 
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Knute Rockne 


Knute Rockne received a rude introduc- 
tion to football. 

As a young Norwegian immigrant to the 
Logan Square district of Chicago, Rockne first 
played the game with his immigrant neigh- 
bors on the sandlots. A slender and swift ball- 
carrier, Rockne broke away from his pursuers 
for a long run, a sure touchdown. But a rowdy 
group of fans for the opponents stepped in, 
stripped the ball away from his cradled arms 
and mistook his body for a punching bag. 

When he finally arrived home, his par- 
ents took one look at his tattered body and 
announced that his football career was over. 

But a few bumps and bruises would not 
keep Rockne away from the game he loved for 
long. With his parents’ blessing, he returned to 
the gridiron in high school and later emerged 
as the country’s most respected, innovative 
and successful college football coach of all 
time. 

After Rockne finished high school, he 
worked as a mail dispatcher with the Chicago 
Post Office for four years and continued his 
athletic endeavors at the Irving Park Athletic 
Club, the Central YMCA and the Illinois 
Athletic Club. By then he had saved enough 
money to continue his education and boarded 
the train for South Bend and Notre Dame. After 
a difficult first year as a scrub with the varsity, 
Rockne turned his attention to track where he 
earned a@ monogram and later set a school 
record (12-4) in the indoor pole vault. 

Those accomplishments gave him incen- 
tive to give football another try. This time he 
succeeded and eventually was named to 
Walter Camp's All-America football squad as 
a third-string end. During his senior season 
(1913) when he served as captain, Rockne and 
his roommate, quarterback Gus Dorais, 
stunned Army with their deadly pass combi- 
nation and handed the high-ranking Cadets a 
35-13 setback. 

But Rockne — who also fought semi-pro- 
fessionally in South Bend, wrote for the student 
newspaper and yearbook, played flute in the 
school orchestra, took a major role in every stu- 
dent play and reached the finals of the Notre 


Dame marbles tournament — considered him- 
self primarily a student. He worked his way 
through school, first as a janitor and then as a 
chemistry research assistant to Professor Julius 
A. Nieuwland, whose discoveries led to syn- 
thetic rubber. Rockne graduated magna cum 
laude with a 90.52 (on a scale of 100) grade 
average. 

Upon graduation Rockne was offered a 
post at Notre Dame as a graduate assistant in 
chemistry. He accepted that position on the 
condition that he be allowed to help Jesse 
Harper coach the football team. When Harper 
retired after the 1917 season, Rockne was 
named his successor. 

Under Rockne’s tutelage, Notre Dame sky- 
rocketed to national prominence and became 
America's team. With their penchant for upset- 
ting the stronger, more established football 
powers throughout the land, the Irish captured 
the hearts of millions of Americans who 
viewed Notre Dame's victories as hope for their 
own battles. 

During Rockne’s 13-year coaching tenure, 
Notre Dame beat Stanford in the '25 Rose Bowl 
and put together five unbeaten and untied 
seasons. Rockne produced 20 first-team All- 
Americans. His lifetime winning percentage of 
.881 (105-12-5) still ranks at the top of the list for 
both college and professional football. Rockne 
won the last 19 games he coached. 
Rockne, who was inducted into the 
National Football Foundation Hall of Fame in 
1951 — the first year of inductions — revolu- 
tionized the game of football with his wide- 
ranging ideas and innovations. 

Rockne was the first football coach to take 
his team all over the country and initiate inter- 
sectional rivalries. The Irish competed in a 
national arena. He challenged the best football 
teams in the land and almost always won. 

Using his medical and anatomical knowl- 
edge, Rockne designed his own equipment 
and uniforms. He reduced the amount of bulk 
and weight of the equipment, while increasing 
its protectiveness. He also introduced the gold 
satin and silk pants that cut down on wind 
resistance. 
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Rockne foresaw the day of the two-pla- 
toon system and often used his “shock troops,” 
a full team of second stringers, at the start of 
most games. 

Inspired by the precision and timing of a 
chorus line, Rockne added the Notre Dame 
shift to his playbook. In the shift, all four backs 
were still in motion at the snap. Opponents 
were so dumfounded by the shift that they 
couldn't find a consistent way to handle it. The 
rules board finally enacted a law against the 
shift. 

Rockne also attempted to outsmart his 
coaching peers by down playing his squads’ 
talent. He never boasted about his team or its 
strengths; rather, he lamented his squad's lack 
of skill every chance he got. 

Rockne believed that half of football strat- 
egy was passing, while most of his counter- 
parts kept the ball on the ground. 

But football was never enough for 
Rockne. He also served as Notre Dame's athlet- 
ic director, business manager, ticket distributor, 
track coach and equipment manager; he 
wrote a newspaper column once a week; he 
authored three books, including a volume of 
juvenile fiction; Rockne was principle designer 
of Notre Dame Stadium; he opened a stock bro- 
kerage firm in South Bend during his last sea- 
son; he was a dedicated family man to his wife 
Bonnie and their four children and for years 
raised much of the family’s food in his garden. 
Rockne also made several public speeches a 
year and served as a public spokesman for 
Studebaker. 

For all of his contributions to the game of 
football, Rockne was recognized as the 76th 
most powerful person in sports for the 20th cen- 
tury by The Sporting News. 

After the championship season of 1930, 
Rockne tried to get away for a much-needed 
rest and vacation. But he was needed in Los 
Angeles to make a football demonstration 
movie. 

An enthusiastic flier and never one to 
waste time, Rockne boarded Transcontinental- 
Western's Flight 599 from Kansas City to Los 
Angeles on March 31, 1931. Shortly after take- 
off, the plane flew into a storm, became cov- 
ered with ice and fell into a wheat field near 
Bazaar, Kan. There were no survivors. 


George Gipp 
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George Gipp, perhaps the greatest all- 
around player in college football history, 
would have become a legend even if he had 
overcome the streptococci throat infection that 
led to his untimely death at the age of 25. 

But ironically, his death on Dec. 14, 1920 — 
coming just two weeks after he was selected 
by Walter Camp as Notre Dame's first All- 
American — assured Gipp’s place in Notre 
Dame's history books. 

While on his deathbed, Gipp, who had 
contracted the strep throat while helping the 
Irish defeat Northwestern late in his senior sea- 
son, made this often-repeated plea to his 
coach, Knute Rockne. 

‘T've got to go, Rock. It's all right. I'm not 
afraid. Some time, Rock, when the team is up 
against it, when things are wrong and the 
breaks are beating the boys — tell them to go 
in there with all they've got and win just one 
for the Gipper. I don't know where I'll be then, 
Rock. But I'll know about it, and I'll be happy.” 

Rockne waited eight years to relay Gipp’s 
parting request. On Nov. 10, 1928, after losing 
two of its first six games, an injury-riddled 
Notre Dame team traveled to Yankee Stadium 


to face unbeaten Army. According to Francis 
Wallace of the New York News, Rockne made 
this pregame speech to his underdog Irish. 

“The day before he died, George Gipp 
asked me to wait until the situation seemed 
hopeless — then ask a Notre Dame team to go 
out and beat Army for him. This is the day, and 
you are the team.” 

Notre Dame won the game 12-6 on a pair 
of second-half touchdowns. Jack Chevigny 
scored the first on a one-yard run and, after 
reaching the end zone, said, “That is one for 
the Gipper.” Football experts who witnessed it 
said the game was the greatest demonstration 
of inspired football ever played anywhere. 
Even now, more than 70 years later, every 
aspiring football player, or anyone facing 
insurmountable odds, hears the tale of the 
Gipper. 

But George Gipp should be remembered 
for much more than his tragic death and dying 
wish. 

Gipp left his home in Laurium, Mich., in 
1916 and headed to Notre Dame with ambi- 
tions of playing baseball. But one fall afternoon 
Rockne spotted Gipp, who had never played 


football in high school, drop kicking the foot- 
ball 60 and 70 yards just for the fun of it. The 
persuasive coach, sensing Gipp’s natural ath- 
letic ability, eventually convinced Gipp to go 
out for the team. Gipp experienced nothing but 
success on the gridiron. 

A four-year member of the varsity, Gipp 
proved to be the most versatile player Rockne 
ever had. He could run, he could pass and he 
could punt. Still holder of a handful of Notre 
Dame records in a variety of categories, Gipp 
led the Irish in rushing and passing each of his 
last three seasons (1918, 1919 and 1920). His 
career mark of 2,341 rushing yards lasted more 
than 50 years until Jerome Heavens broke it in 
1978. Gipp did not allow a pass completion in 
his territory. Walter Camp named him the out- 
standing college player in America in 1920. 
Gipp was voted into the National Football Hall 
of Fame in 1951. 

During Gipp’s career, Notre Dame com- 
piled a 27-2-3 record, including a 19-0-1 mark 
in his last 20 games. With Gipp’s help the Irish 
outscored their opponents 506 to 97 in those 
contests. Notre Dame was undefeated in 1919 
and 1920 and the Irish were declared 
Champions of the West. 

Despite his football achievements, Gipp’s 
first love remained baseball. He played center- 
field for the Irish and had planned to join the 
Chicago Cubs after graduation. 
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Nearly 20 years after the death of George Gipp, actor Ronald Reagan played Gipp in the film “Knute Rockne-All American” which held its world premiere in South Bend 
on October 4, 1940.

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The Four Horsemen 


The Four Horsemen — Don Miller, Elmer Layden, Jim Crowley and Harry Stuhidreher 


t was nearly 85 years ago that a dramat- 
ic nickname coined by a poetic sportswriter 
and the quick-thinking actions of a clever stu- 
dent publicity aide transformed the Notre 
Dame backfield of Stuhldreher, Crowley, Miller 
and Layden into the most fabled quartet in col- 
ege football history. 
Quarterback Harry Stuhldreher, left half- 
back Jim Crowley, right halfback Don Miller 
and fullback Elmer Layden had run rampant 
hrough Irish opponents’ defenses since coach 
Knute Rockne devised the 
ineup in 1922 during their 
sophomore season. But the 
oursome needed some help 
rom Grantland Rice, a 
sportswriter for the New 
York Herald-Tribune, to 
achieve football immortali- 
y. After Notre Dame's 13-7 
victory over Army on 
October 18, 1924, Rice 
penned the most famous 
passage in the history of 
sports journalism. 
"Outlined against a 
blue, gray October sky the 
Four Horsemen rode again. 
"In dramatic lore they 
are known as famine, pestilence, destruction 
and death. These are only aliases. Their real 
names are: Stuhldreher, Miller, Crowley and 
Layden. They formed the crest of the South 
Bend cyclone before which another fighting 
Army team was swept over the precipice at the 
Polo Grounds this afternoon as 55,000 specta- 
tors peered down upon the bewildering 
panorama spread out upon the green plain 
below.” 
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George Strickler, then Rockne’s student 
publicity aide and later sports editor of the 
Chicago Tribune, made sure the name stuck. 
After the team arrived back in South Bend, he 
posed the four players, dressed in their uni- 
forms, on the backs of four horses from a livery 
stable in town. The wire services picked up the 
now-famous photo, and the legendary status of 
the Four Horsemen was insured. 

The 1999 season marked the 75th anniver- 
sary of the Four Horsemen's senior year and

decedents of each member of that group were 
honored at the Notre Dame vs. Navy game on 
October 30, 1999. 

“At the time, I didn't realize the impact it 
would have,” Crowley said later. “But the thing 
just kind of mushroomed. After the splurge in 
he press, the sports fans of the nation got inter- 
ested in us along with other sportswriters. Our 
record helped, too. If we'd lost a couple, I don't 
hink we would have been remembered.” 


After that win over Army, Notre Dame's 
third straight victory of the young season, the 
Irish were rarely threatened the rest of the 
year. A 27-10 win over Stanford in the 1925 
Rose Bowl gave Rockne and Notre Dame the 
national championship and a perfect 10-0 
record. 

As it usually is with legends, the Four 
Horsemen earned their spot in gridiron history. 
Although none of the four stood taller than six 
feet and none of the four weighed more than 
162 pounds, the Four Horsemen 
might comprise the greatest 
backfield ever. As a_ unit, 
Stuhldreher, Crowley, Miller and 
Layden played 30 games and 
only lost to one team, Nebraska, 
twice. 


n 


uhldreher, a 5-7, 151- 
pounder from Massillon, Ohio, 
was a self-assured leader who 
not only could throw accurately 
but also returned punts and 
proved a solid blocker. He 
emerged as the starting signal- 
caller four games into his sopho- 
more season in 1922. He was 
often labeled cocky, feisty and 
ambitious, but his field general- 
ship was unmatched. 

Crowley, who came to Notre Dame in 1921 
from Green Bay, Wis., stood 5-11 and weighed 
162 pounds. Known as “Sleepy Jim" for his 
drowsy-eyed appearance, Crowley outma- 
neuvered many a defender with his clever, 
shifty ballcarrying. 

Miller, a native of Defiance, Ohio, fol- 
lowed his three brothers to Notre Dame. At 5- 
11, 160 pounds, Miller proved to be the team's 
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breakaway threat. According to Rockne, Miller 
was the greatest open-field runner he ever 
coached. 
Layden, the fastest of the quartet, became 
the Irish defensive star with his timely intercep- 
tions and also handled the punting chores. The 
6-0, 162-pounder from Davenport, Iowa, boast- 
ed 10-second speed in the 100-yard dash. 
After graduation, the lives of the Four 
Horsemen took similar paths. All began coach- 
ing careers with three of the four occupying 


top positions. 
Layden coached at his alma mater for 
seven years and compiled a 47-13-3 record. He 
also served as athletic director at Notre Dame. 
After a business career in Chicago, Layden 
died in 1973 at the age of 70. 
Crowley coached Vince Lombardi at 
Fordham before entering business in 
Cleveland. He died in 1986 at the age of 83. 
Stuhldreher, who died in 1965 at the age 
of 63, became athletic director and football

coach at Wisconsin. 

Miller left coaching after four years at 
Georgia Tech and began practicing law in 
Cleveland. He was appointed U.S. District 
Attorney for Northern Ohio by President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. Miller died in 1979 at the 
age of 77. 

All four players eventually were elected 
to the National Football Foundation Hall of 
Fame — Layden in 1951, Stuhldreher in 1958, 
Crowley in 1966 and Miller in 1970.

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The Legend of Rudy

Rudy spent the first 27 years of his life 
preparing for 27 seconds of college football 
glory. He has spent the rest of his life making 
sure that everyone hears his story. 

Daniel “Rudy” Ruettiger had a familiar 
dream. Like many young men of his genera- 
tion, Rudy imagined himself in a gold helmet 
running through the tunnel at Notre Dame 
Stadium as a member of the Fighting Irish. 
What separated Rudy from so many others 
was his fanatical devotion to this impossible 
dream. Rudy's work ethic far outstripped his 
talent. His high school grades were far from 
outstanding. As one of 14 children, Rudy's fam- 
ily could not afford to send him to college. 

Rudy's dreams lay dormant for several 
years. Rudy spent two years as a turbine oper- 
ator for Commonwealth Edison. During the 
Vietnam war, his job was interrupted by two 
years in the Navy. When he returned to his fac- 
tory job, Rudy shared his dreams with his best 
friend and co-worker. 

"T wanted something better,” he said, “but 
I didn't know how to get it.” 

Tragedy brought Rudy the answer when 
his friend was killed in accident at the power 
plant. 

"He had told me how he regretted not 
going after his dreams. Then, he got (sic.) killed 
on me. That's when | realized I was going after 
Notre Dame and after my dream.” 

At the age of 23, Rudy moved to South 
Bend and enrolled at Holy Cross College 
under the G.I. Bill. While attending Holy Cross, 
Rudy would walk to Notre Dame to watch the 
1973 championship team practice. When they 
left the field, he put himself through the same 
drills. 

He also worked hard in the classroom. 
After failing his first four tests, he turned things 
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around to finish with a solid 3.4 grade- 
point average. He applied to Notre Dame 
after his first semester, but his application 
was rejected. A semester later, Rudy was 
rejected again. In fact, it was not until he 
completed Holy Cross’ two-year program 
with honors that he was accepted to 
Notre Dame 

After a considerable effort, Ruettiger 
managed to convince Notre Dame head 
~ coach Ara Parseghian to give him a spot 
- onthe Notre Dame team. As a member of 
+ the scout team, Ruettiger’s job was to pre- 
pare the first team by being, essentially, a 
living tackling dummy. His chief value 
was that it didn't matter if he was injured. 
On his very first play, the 5’6", 185-pound 
Ruettiger squared off against 6’4", 255- 
pound Steve Neece who knocked him 
right on his sitter. They told him to get up, 
and he did. 

Rudy got up again and again as his 
miniscule frame was wantonly tossed 
about each day _ at _ practice. 
Indefatigable, Rudy refused to quit. 
Former teammate Willie Fry recalls, “Our 
attitude at first was, 'Go away.’ But he 
wouldn't go away. Basically you had to 
like Rudy because you couldn't get rid of 
him.” 


Eventually, Ruettiger's bruised body 
had earned him the respect of teammates 
and the coaching staff. According to 
Parseghian, Rudy “had earned the right to be 
here.” 

But Rudy had not yet earned the right to 
wear the blue and gold. At the time, NCAA 
rules permitted only 60 players to dress for 
home games. Notre Dame had more than 
enough scholarship players meet this limit. 
After his first season, Dan Devine took over for 
Ara Parseghian as head coach. Rudy had 
inally gained Parseghian's respect, and now 
he had to start all again with Devine. He 
began his final year — his last chance at glory 
— with a clean slate. 

Week after week, he checked the dress list 
but never found Ruettiger. This was disheart- 
ening for both Rudy and his teammates. 

“All our players idolize this kid because 
he is a man. Rudy works hard every day and 
never misses a practice,” said then-linebacker 
coach George Kelly. 

"Some seniors like Randy Payne, Bob 
Zanot, and Pat Sarb came to us and said they 
wanted Rudy to dress before them,” added 
then-defensive line coach Joe Yonto. 

"If there was a spot open, they wanted 
Rudy to have it.” 

Before the final game against Georgia 
Tech, cheers rose from the ranks of the players 
as Devine announced that Rudy would dress 
for the final game. Rudy's dream came true on 
Nov. 8, 1975, when he ran through the tunnel 
into a stadium of 59,075 screaming fans. 

Although he had achieved his dream of 
running through the tunnel, Ruettiger’s 
chances of taking the field remained bleak. 
With under a minute to play, Notre Dame's 
offense still held the ball. 

“We almost had to use him as a split 
receiver,” said Kelly. "We were afraid time was 
going to run out before we got back on 


defense.” 

But then the offense scored and Ruettiger 
took the field to defend the kickoff return. The 
ball sailed through the end zone for a touch- 
back and Rudy looked to the sidelines for a 
replacement, but none came. Ruettiger stayed 
in the game for the final two plays as the left 
defensive end. 

On the first play, Rudy burst through the 
blockers and nearly got to Georgia Tech's 
quarterback, ironically named Rudy Allen. On 
he next play, Ruettiger ended his Notre Dame 
ootball career with an exclamation mark, 
sacking Allen on the game's final play. After 
he tackle, Rudy rose up from the ground and 
onto the shoulders of teammates Ron Cullins 
and Tom Parise who carried Ruettiger off the 
ield and into the locker room. Rudy's dream 
continued. Sweat and tears streamed down his 
ace as teammates chanted, “Rudy, Rudy." 

“I've waited 27 years for this,” Rudy said. 
“When you achieve one dream, dream anoth- 


” 


er. 


Rudy had accomplished his first dream, 
but he was not done yet. Ruettiger refused to 
let his inspirational story of grit, determination, 
and perseverance be forgotten. After graduat- 
ing from Notre Dame in 1976 with a degree in 
sociology, Ruettiger took a job selling insur- 
ance. Afterwards, he worked for an auto deal- 
er and a real estate company. But all the while, 
Rudy pursued his new dream — to turn his story 
into a movie. He approached this with the 
same determination that had been his trade- 
mark at Notre Dame. 

Rudy was working as the manager of a 
condo complex in South Bend when his new 
dream started to take shape. He had been in 
negotiation with Angelo Pizzo, one of the 
screenwriters for the hit sports drama 
“Hoosiers,” and arranged to meet him for 
lunch in California. After flying out to 
California and waiting at the restaurant, Rudy 
discovered that he had been stood up. But do 
you think he gave up? Our Rudy? Rudy left the 
restaurant and tracked down a local mailman 
who gave him directions to Pizzo’s house. 
Ruettiger knocked on the door, Pizzo answered 
and Ruettiger said, “Hi, I'm Rudy.” 

“Oh no,” Pizzo replied, “You're everything 
hey say you are.” 

If Pizzo meant relentless, he was certainly 
right. In 1991, Rudy and Pizzo signed a deal 
with Columbia Tristar Pictures to bring “Rudy” 
o the big screen. The film turned out to be a 
smash success — tugging on the heart-strings of 
audiences across the country. It received two 
humbs up from Siskel and Ebert and garnered 
Rudy an invitation to the White House for a pri- 
vate screening with the Clinton family. The 
movie brought Rudy's inspirational story to the 
masses, making the name “Rudy” synony- 
mous with the underdog. 

On the coattails of the movie's success, 
Ruettiger became a one-man industry, ped- 
dling his message that dreams can come true. 
These days, Rudy makes his living as a moti- 
vational speaker. 

“It's okay to have dreams, if you stay true 
to them,” he says. “Because dreams can come 
true.” 
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THE LIBRARY MURAL — The 132-foot-high stone mosaic on the south side of the 
Hesburgh Library was patterned after Millard Sheet's painting, "The Word of 
Life," with Christ as teacher surrounded by his apostles and an assembly of 
saints and scholars who have contributed to knowledge through the ages. A gift 
of Mr. and Mrs. Howard Phalin, the mural contains 81 different types of stone 
material from 16 countries. Its fabrication included 17] finishes and the total 
composition contains 5,714 individual pieces. It's sometimes referred to as 
“Touchdown Jesus” since the mural of Christ with upraised hands is visible from 
inside Notre Dame Stadium. 


WE'RE NUMBER ONE — Cratted by Josef Turkalj-a protege of Notre Dame's 
famed artist-in-residence, Ivan Mestrovic-the bronze statue just west of the 
Hesburgh Library depicts Moses in flowing robes at the foot of Mt. Sinai as he 
chastises the Israelites who have fallen into idolatry in his absence. His right 
hand is extended heavenward as he declares there is but one God—creating 
the reference to "We're No. 1 Moses"—his left hand grasps the two stone tablets 
upon which God has enscribed the Ten Commandments. The right knee is bent 
over and his foot crushes the head of the golden calf idol. 


FAIR-CATCH CORBY — A cam- 
pus statue placed in front of 
Corby Hall in 1911 depicts 
Chaplain William J. Corby, C.S.C., 
with his right arm raised in the 
act of giving general absolution 
to the Irish Brigade before they 
went into action on the second 
day of the three-day Battle of 
Gettysburg on July 2, 1863. A 
duplicate statue to honor his long 
service to the Union cause was 
dedicated on the battlefield in 
1910. Corby was Notre Dame's 
president two times: 1866-72 and 
1887-81. In 1896, he planned the 
campus grotto as a small copy of 
the one at Lourdes. The campus 
statue is also known as "Fair- 
Catch Corby." (Photo by Heather

The history of the Bowl Championship Series 
began in 1992 with the Bowl Coalition and lasted for 
hree seasons through 1994. The Bowl Coalition fea- 
ured four games -— the Orange, Sugar, Cotton and 
Fiesta Bowls — with league champions locked into the 
Orange (Big Eight), Sugar (SEC) and Cotton (SWC) 
Bowls and the Fiesta Bowl having the ability to pair 
‘wo at-large teams. The Fiesta Bowl had the ability to 
select one Coalition-eligible team, that was not a con- 
erence champion, before the national selection date. 
The original Coalition also involved champions from 
he BIG EAST and the ACC, as well as Notre Dame. 

Selections were made on the basis of how the 
champions of the Big Eight, SEC and SWC finished in 
he final regular-season poll, which was a combina- 
ion of the CNN/USA Today rankings. All selections 
were made by the Coalition as a group on the first 
Sunday in December following the final weekend of 
he regular season. All teams had to have at least six 
wins against Division I-A opponents and Notre Dame 
was guaranteed a spot with seven wins and could 
still qualify with six wins given mutual agreement 
between the bowls and the University. 

There were 56 Division LA members that were 
members of the original Coalition, which also includ- 
ed original involvement with the Gator and Hancock 
Bowls. The rest of the bowls remained in place, many 
with predetermined conference tie-ins. A second 
layer of bowls eventually was identified and came to 
be known as the Tier Two bowls.

The Bowl Alliance lasted three seasons, 1995 
hrough 1997, and involved three games — the Fiesta, 
Orange and Sugar Bowls. A predetermined rotation 
created a situation in which each year a different 
bow] had the first two choices, while a second bowl 
choose third and fifth and the third bowl chose fourth 
and sixth. Conferences that were part of the Alliance 
were the Big 12, ACC, BIG EAST and SEC, leaving 
two at-large slots. 

The most noteworthy change from the Coalition 
to the Alliance involved the elimination of the confer- 
ence tie-ins which had been in existence for years. 
The goal was to provide the best opportunity to match 
the top two teams and provide the greatest flexibility 
in creating the postseason matchups amongst the 
Alliance partners. 

In 1995, the first year of the Alliance, there was 
only one at-large position since the merger of the Big 
Eight and SWC into the Big 12 had not yet taken 
place, providing five guaranteed conference champi- 
ons that season. 

Notre Dame was guaranteed the at-large slot in 
995 by finishing in the final regular-season top 10 of 
either the Associated Press or CNN/USA Today poll. 
The Irish accomplished that and played Florida State 
in the Orange Bowl. 
A second at-large spot opened up in 1996 
hough Notre Dame had no way to guarantee itself a 
slot in an Alliance game. Notre Dame's ability to qual- 
ify for one of those games came by earning a spot in 
he pool of available teams and teams were required 
o win at least eight games to qualify. Notre Dame 
won eight games in 1996 and qualified for the pool, 
but ultimately was not selected. 
The BCS was revamped for the 2006 season, 
eaturing the four traditional BCS games in early 
anuary, followed by a National Championship 
Game matching the top two teams in the BCS rank- 
ings one week later.
